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and beautiful sans ; and they aU seemed so much to en- 
joy this extiaoidmEiiy dissipation, and weie so full of the 
pleasure of seemg me, and of then great good foitune 
m hemg allo-wed to come out, that it -was quite pleasant 
to feel oneself the cause of so much rejoicmg They 
■weie veiy nice-looking women, and weie leaUy yeiy 
splendidly got up 

Fi iday, 26th — Another Tisit to-day to some native 
ladies Theie was a laige family gatheimg to meet us 
Besides the lady of the house, there were three daughters, 
" and two sons’ wives, and a gianddaughtei of twelve, 
who has just been maiiied, and who was in all the 
glory of new jewels She looked such a child, but she 
has left home, and only came back for the afternoon 
to see me. The second daughter is a very handsome 
gul, married too, and wearmg most lovely jewels belongmg 
to her father-m-law, who, I was told, was unaware of her 
presence there She came ‘ secretly,’ her father said 
‘ Her husband is a good young man, and often lets hei 
come to us secretly ’ A fine baby was exhibited, the child 
of the younger son Its mother sat there lookmg very 
shy, and almost covered by hei sail 

We had a champagne and ice ‘ five o’clock tea,’ and 
a band played, and wieaths and bouquets were showered 
-on us. The master of the house translated for us, and the 
wife looked very nice and was very coidial m her manner. 

Satmday, 2‘jtli — The afternoon was thieatemng, and 
we only just got through givmg prizes to the Volun- 
teers before the storm Came on. Everythmg m the way 
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Hole This gentleman is one of the few people heie 
who takes any mteiest m such matteis, and he has 
worked away until he has discovered the exact spot where 
it was, besides coUeetmg aU the mteiesting detaals con- 
cerning that teiiible disaster. Havmg found the place, 
which IS now pait of a couit-yaid leadmg to the Post 
Office, he has laid down a pavement the exact size of the 
httle loom called the ‘Black Hole,’ and has put up a 
tablet to explam this fact. Dr Busteed gave me a httle 
model of the place as it was, which shows that it was not 
a ‘hole ’ but a room There was a double-arched veran- 
dah along the mside of the waU of the Poi t. The inner 
verandah was used as a guard-room, and m the outei one 
the men sat At the south end of the mnei verandah 
a small place was partitioned off foi a punishment cell ; 
it had only two veiy small giated wmdows lookmg mto 
the outer verandah, and one door which opened inwards. 
When the people were driven mto this, they did not 
know where they were gomg, and inobably thought there 
was another door on the other side of it One buildmg 
still remams m the place which is built m this way, and 
the veiandah agamst the wall is qmte dark and close 
The sight of it gives one a very good idea of the 
teriible suffermgs all those unfortunate people must 
have undergone. Them dead bodies were taken out 
and buried a very httle way off, and Holwell, who was 
the semor officer and one of the survivors, put up a 
monument over the spot That monument was taken 
down about fifty years ago to spare some people’s feehngs, 
and now Dr Busteed is very anxious to put up a stone 
to show where it stood, and to place m the church a 
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of mancBimres -vras out ont of the programme. The ram 
fell heavily at seven o clock, but cleared m tune for 
people to come dry to dinner and to a farewell party 
at our house 

The Burmese Prmcesa and her son and daughter 
were there but it was evident by the smaller number 
of people present that the Calcutta summer exodus has 
begun 

I heard from A who says that on his way to jom the 
Carabimers he met with the most senons adventure Fve 
ever had travellmg by tram In some alarm I turned 
over the page of his letter and found that a fat man an 
enormous woman three £at girls and a huge baby had 
got mto his carnage and that it was furtbor filled with 
boxes beddmg, and toys and veils and hatt hung up 
everywhere He was meditating jommg the dogs xn 
their van when a neighbour gave him a seat m another 
carnage

the forehead being of pure gold with jewels. 

The Queen s letter to tho Amir also passed through

Mondau, 2gtU — This being our last day at Calcutta 
wo crammed a little sight seeing into it. D and I 
wont with Dr Buatced to look at the site of tho BlacL 
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Hole. This gentleman is one of the few people here 
who takes any mteiest m such matters, and he has 
worked away until he has discovered the exact spot where 
it was, besides coUectmg all the mteiestmg details con- 
cermng that terrible disaster. Having found the place, 
which IS now part of a com't-yard leadmg to the Post 
Office, he has laid down a pavement the exact size of the 
httle room called the ‘Black Hole,’ and has put up a 
tablet to explam this fact. Dr Busteed gave me a httle 
model of the place as it was, which shows that it was not 
a ‘hole ’ but a loom There was a double-arched veran- 
dah along the mside of the wall of the Fort.

After seeing this I loft I) at homo to finish off his 
man and droro to Bclrodcro on Lord 'William 8 conch to 
fetch the girls who were playing tennis there There 
was a beautiful attempt at a storm as wc came home 
Iightnmg planug behind a great moss of clond and 
CtfaUv lUnminatmg it at every point, but norcr coming

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Wednesday, 3isi — The 'weathei is hot, but the atmo- 
spheie IS veiy much driei than Calcutta, and so we do 
not suffei fiom it Aftei breakfast we went to see the 
Maharajah’s Palace It is a very fine house, and is very 
well fmmshed He has a nice hbraiy, and Mudie 
has a standmg' older to send him new books every 
month, and he sits and reads there, so that the house 
leally looks hved m, though, as a matter of fact, the 
Maharajah does not inhabit it yet. 

We had a very good opportunity for seemg a whole 
zenana, as there was no one m it A senes of dull 
looms, the outer ones lookmg on to an mnei court, and 
the mnei ones with small ‘ port-holes ’ lookmg on to 
a walled zenana gaiden. In the men’s rooms, there 
are pictures, books, pianos, flowers , outside nice open 
verandahs with views of trees and water, swans and 
storks walkmg about , also a most lovely orchid and 
fern house not only filled with plants and flowers, but 
hung with cages of bnds who warble charmingly , and 
there are stables full of horses, and very well laid out 
gardens 

In the palace is one room for dmbais, where the 
Maharaj’ah sits on a cushion on the floor, and his rela- 
tions and subjects sit before him They all take off their 
shoes to enter his presence, and are most respectful to 
the head of then House. Another room is for prayer. 
It IS empty, but there is one niche in the waU ready to 
receive the hfe-sized figine of a goddess. 

In the afternoon I peifonned the ceremony which 
was the great object of our visit here. I laid the foun- 
dation-stone of the ‘ Duffeim Female Hospital ’ The 
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English that I must tiy to send you his speech. I am very 
glad of his stiong expiession of opmion m favoui of my 
Scheme, as he is a veiy high-caste Biahmm. The Behar 
Hoise, who waie piesent, made a veiy waim audience 

Veiy soon aftei dmnei we left, the Mahaiajah diiv- 
ing with us to the station. We slept m the tiain, which 
only moved on at 4 a sr. 

Thin sdaj/, il 1st — At 7 a m we got mto the steamer, 
re-ciossed the Ganges, and got back to om own railway 
carnages 

We tiavelled on till three, when the Maharajah of 
Benaies met us, and we diove eighteen miles to Chukkia 
with him He is such a veiy nice old man, such a 
gentleman, and he would, come all this way to meet the 
Viceioy, though we begged him not We are his guests, 
and the camp is under a giove of trees, and is veiy 
shady and comfortable 

Sunday, 4th — We have had two days’ shootmg ; 
but as they exactly resemble each other, I will tell 
you about them togethei Theie were three 01 four 
‘ beats ’ each day. We started off on elephajits at 
ten m the moinmg, and lode to some place m the 
jungle, wheie we were deposited by om ‘ ammals,’ and 
there we found a series of aiboms piepaied D. and I 
and the old Maharajah and his Mmister, who speaks 
English x^eifectly, wears an eyeglass m one eye, and has 
a funny twinkle m both, an A D C of ouis, and some 
seivants (gamekeepers) sat m one, and the rest of 
our paidy distributed themselves m the others Then 
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ITo nn adopted sm,a \oi \ {^ood sjmi, and //?<; son, 
n bo\ of ohni-n, wlio ^cly bijf, nl^^a3s liis 
pnndfatlici, and aKo woie n bnlliant {^icen At. cadi

The nautch was \ciy pictt\, the women ha\m" most

'Weliad a (pnet Sunday monn’np, and inthcaftei- 
noon droNo otei fiom tho camj) to a hoiipo m Benares, 
whcie we ''t'l} as the ^fahaiaiairs ftuecis foi a few dajs. 
Teiencennd Mr Bo'^cn mol us theie. M'o liad a\eiy 
dii^'ty dii\e, and wdc j,dad to find oniseh os in a nice 
comfoi table hou=e, and to Ml out on a balcony and ha^e 
tea. 

Mouihui, ^flt . — 'We paid a leall) ^cl3 inteicsthig Msit to 
some natne ladies this moining The licad of the house 
had tolUcled Ins womenkmd m a nice little house of bis 
own with a pictt}' gaiden, but I found that Ibcy Inc all 
the ;\oai round in the ciiy and bate no such gn}’’ outlook 
to Iben /enann The busbnnd himself met me at the 
gate He said bo bad nc^cl seen the faces of bis 
dangbtcis-in-la'\v, and could not speak to bis own w'lfe in 
the presence of bis son 

In the afternoon D and I did a round of mstitu- 
tions We went to the Pimce of Wales College, where 
on one side we saw a number of natrve young men 
pireparmg for the unrversrtres — all intend eventrrally 
to obtam posts under Government, foi no other pio- 
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feflfiion over Becms to bo tbongbt of , and on the other sido 
some older men, vrho eat on the floor and vrho were 
all learning Bnnsent A hjmn in that language ^as 
read to ub it sounded pretty but ennons, rerv sing 
song, and with long m» sounding at the ends of wonls 
belt wc wont over a hospital where there wore ninety 
three hods, and 200 outdoor patients a day They say it 
only costs 550 rupees a month which seems very clieap 
Our tlurd visit was to the Maharajah of \ inanngram s 
School About 600 girls arc educated there and when 
it was first opened an inducement of four rupees a head 
was offered to pupfls- At first there wore only two 
studonta bow they pay them a few ponce onlv and 
12000 girls have passed llirongh it nil having learnt 
fiomothing 

Wo liad tea with Mr and Mrs Walton lie is 
the son of D s first sclioolmnstcr an old gcntknmn who 
IS still ahvo Mr Walton ib the engineer in charge of 
the splendid railway Indgo which is l*ejng built oxer ho 
Oangc‘1 M 0 visited the works and had a xery alarming 
xralk on thin planks at nn cnormons height ovf r the river, 
and then wo each put Mime nxets into tho hridgn xnth nn 
hydraulic driver Tlic least (oueh Joes it 

In the evening wo had pomo jicoplo to dinner and 
tho Maharajah gave a J^^rty at this liouso tfttmanls 
ho came him tU I nexer pawo nicer or Inpjmr looking 
old man 

Me luvvi had a xerv long Jay It 
l<egnn firlv and U 'an Mdlv but was afi rwards xrrj 
pi ft jnl and mo t int n ting 
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We staited off in carnages at 7 a.m to go to the 
Hajah’s Palace at Eamniiggei, about eight miles up the 
river. We veie to diive to the Ghat and emhaik in a 
launch theie, the gieat object bemg to see aU the people 
batlung m the sacied Ganges at this eaily houi m the 
moinmg. D was a few mmutes late, and I said I would 
go m the fiist caiiiage, which I aecoidmgly did. We 
diove on foi some time, and then it suddenly stiuck me 
that we weie on a countiy road and piobably gomg the 
wiong way We asked the coachman, ‘ Wheie are you 
■diivmgto ? ’ and he leplied, ‘ To Eamnuggei " but,’ said 
w e m despan, ‘ we aie gomg theie by iivei , ’ so we turned 
and made him gallop as fast as he could thiough the 
naiiow stieets of the town till we met a pohce mspector, 
who said, ‘ No, not this way , ’ so we turned agam and diove 
moie fuiiously than evei to the Ghat, which he indicated, 
but no sign of the Viceioy theie Much conveisation 
and bad Hindustani passed between us and the ciowd at 
the Ghat, and oui mismfoimer piudently disappeared. 
We got into oui carnages agam, got once moie to the 
place wheie we weie befoie, and then met D.’s carriage, 
and weie told by the coachman that the steamer had 
staited, and that it would pick us up at the othei Ghat 
Back we went, and weie waitmg theie when an Enghsh 
ermssaiy horn the Yiceioy came to say that we weie to 
jom him wheie he was at the Bridge of Boats Agam we 
lushed wddly thiough the streets, and then found we had 
twice been quite close to the right place The worst 
of it was that we weie an hour and a half late, and had 
kept everyone waitmg, and that as we were to breakfast 
on the way back, oui httle cup of tea befoie star tmg was 
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scarcely enough to support us through tho long morning 
The moment we had recovered from our fuss it began to 
be delightful Wo moved dowly up the nver, looting at 
the picturesque buddings, the temples, and the great 
flights of steps and the quantmea of boats^ and tho 
crowds of people bathing and fetching water and carry 
mg on their avocations on tho banlis of the nver Theso 
bathmg ghAts are really beautiflil and when covorod with 
the picturesque inhabitants of Donores ore the sight of 
the place The palace is on the other side of the nver 
and when we got to it we were earned beeV to Sir 
Waller Scott, wbote novels always como boforo mo on 
these occoaiona The palace is a fort coming down to 
the water s edge The ATaharajah a retamors were 
crowded on the walls whilo he himself mot os on tlic 
landing stage and wo were camod m ivory and silver 
chairs up to tho gateway passing by hand«>mcly capan 
Boned clepbonte cameb and soldiers mto a court yard 
and were set down at tho door where real hvo men in 
armour were stntionod 

I handed tho Mahorajoli up tho stairs and wo all 
seated ourselves m tho durbar hall — tho Viceroy the 
Mahamjoli and mo on ono sofa* Before ue trap's of 
nch matonals were set down which wc said wo accepted 
Tnth tho heart though not with tho hand but wo tool 
a specimen of tho kincob wlucli is made here and 
which 18 a very thick and handsome brocade Tlicn tbo 
nantch dancers came forward nnd a playful l>car wm 
led In winch there was not rauch difiicultj m ncogni 
ing 0" n mere imitation of fbo real tlimg Tlicy wtrt 
all however, mo^t anxious to nlhv aiiv f ard wc loiRbt 
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lia\c upon the subiect, and assiiied us often lliai it ^\as 
onlv a man 

Tlio I\raliauiiah and Ins lien* both \\oio splendid lewclb, 
nlnlc N\c woie nice and shabby in Teiai bats, but oui 
gentlemen \\oie black coats. It ^^as all ^cly elicciful 
and informal, and (be ‘ Kui Sahib, oi lien, took me 
out (o slioi\ me his shooting, of which he is ^ely pioud 
A man tliiows up a lupec and he hits it, and the lupec 
di'-appcais foi evei, 

AVc passed tlnough cm ions winding passages .iiid 
down steps to the ii\ei, and got on to oui boat, and 
ciosscd to a gicat tent put up on a laft oi on baigcs, 
wheic a bieakfast banquet was spread, foi wliidi we 
were all ^ely ready. There was also a nautch going on, 
and wc gently floated down the stream in this luxurious 
manner till wo weic ready to le-cmbaik in the launch 
and come home 

A little rest for us, some business for D , then lunch, 
and afterwards more sight-seemg At the Town Hall 
were collected specimens of the various manufactures of 
Benares and m a Shamiana outside wc saw the people 
woikmg at then trades, w'c drove to the entrance of 
the bazaars, and, getting out of the carnage, w^alked 
all through the narrow streets They are paved, and 
are so narrow' that you could touch each side if you 
stretched out your arms The brass bazaar w'as the 
prettiest one we saw, every httle shop w'as full of brass 
Xrots and cups and vessels and gods of all sorts, but there 
are also some fine houses of rich men on these streets, 
and one of the ‘ Eothschilds ’ of the irlace came out to 
speak to us

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Wo went on to see Iho most SAcml temple in tins 
most sAcred citv of nil India I cannot pay that I 
ndmirctl it tho sacrotl dirt of n^cs is too evident and

and Ins undci-iaw piotiudes, and one ej^e has a liimi^ 
on it, and, moieovei, he seemed extiemely iiiitahle 
'Ovei-mneh kindness has in obably spoilt his tempei. I 
wp.s lathei glad to get out of tliis place 

We pioceeded to see the Obseivatoiy, which was 
built by the same man and on the same pimciple as the 
one at Jeyiioie We saw theie a piece of useless ait 
woik, which was cmious A piece of what appealed to 
be very fine tapestiy was set befoie us It lepiesented 
two laige figuies, and I was examining the texture of the 
material when the aitist showed us that it was merely 
powder upon water , he put his finger mto it, and locked 
it gently about It was most cleverly done. 

Then we looked m at an Orphanage, where the 
ypmigest pupil, being asked to say the Enghsh alphabet, 
set ofi like a machme, and was stopped with difficulty 
when he had got through it about three and a half 
times After this we got mto om carnages and drove to 
Nandesai, which is the name of our house 

Li the evenmg we went out to see the Water Festival. 
This IS a rehgious fete which takes place once a year, 
and we were lucky to come m for it Every man in 
Benares tries to get out on the river, and when we pene- 
trated through the multitude piepaimg to embark and 
got into our barge, we found om selves m the middle 
of a crowd of boats. They were most curious lookmg, 
most of them two storeys high, and aU quite full of 
people In many of the larger ones chandeheis were 
hung, music was playmg, and nautches were gomg on 
We moved slowly along through this floatmg population, 
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admiring thorn and the illtuninations on ehoro. Tlio 
great flights of stairs loading finm the town down to 
the ghflts looked beaniifol steps of fire and tho mon 
attending to the lamps and passing rapidlj along tho 
lines of thorn ore just like busj domons at work. Tliero 
were fireworks whiszing and whirling about and tho 
firmament was bospanglwl with fire-balloons Wlion 
wo Imd enjoyed this sceno for somo tnno wo got on 
board of tho groat Shaimona boat, where wo had break- 
fasted in tho morning It was bnlhantly lighted np 
and when wo were properly enthroned a nantcli 
began then foarful sbonts wore hoanl and two demon 
kings mshed wildly in flonnsbing their swords nl>ODt 
tho dancers made way for tbom and they pranced 
round until a jester followed and jokod with tliom 
iloro gods and a pnneo and pnneoas, and a fakir cnnic 
on from timo to time and sat on dining room cliairs of 
a tnilr Jlntisli pattern and fought and shouted a good 
deal wink at one side of them another very ciirions 
performanco wna going on V woman wearing a a Idle 
mndm was sitting on tlu floor making great pre 
pnmtions Her coslamc rtNjuirfsI nmcli nrmngj inont 
She tie<l lier look flowing rol>t al*ont her slic lwisU‘<l a

wtlioiit e^er touching the sisoid, which flashed hefoie 
one’s eyes with hei lapid moi emoiits , had she touched 
the blade evei so slightly, it would ha\c cut hei arms to 
bits She next put the swoid down, and lolling and 
swaymg hei self about, a soit of white bundle, she played 
the bells on hci arms and fingcis and ended in a knot 
on the floor.

Wednesday, yth . — I was cneigctic, and got up eaily 
and went down to the ii\ci again to do some photographs. 

Walton took me ui then launch and gave 
me breakfast, and I eiiioyed the fresh morning an, the 
lo^ely Mew' of Benares, the people bathmg, and the 
boats still out and still full ol passengers I believe they 
w’lll keep up this feast for tlnee or foin days, and will 
lemam most of the tune on the wntei. 

We left the house filial^ at twelve, but before that I 
interviewed a lady doctor wdiom the Maharajah of Vizian- 
agram has iilaced at Benares. She is Eiighsh, and is of 
the hospital-assistant class, only havmg had two years’ 
tiammg He pays her Ks 1 50 a mouth, and gives her 
a carriage and a servant, but allow's her to take no fees 
I was very much surprised to hear that a rich family 
here accepts medical aid from her ivithout paymg for it 
In fact, the gentleman told her himself that they ‘ objected 
to fees on prmciple ; ’ the alternative which they do not 
object to IS practically leceivmg it as chanty from the 
Maharajah of Vizianagram 

We agam met aU our friends at the Budge of Boats, 
and the dear old Mahaiajah was smaitei and moie 
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cheerful than over He took us on board tho raft 
and again ve sat m state with a nautch going on, and 
then had lunch and then more nautch till it was time 
to start for tho railwnj station Tho JXahanyah sat 
between us, and was so amnsed squirting rosewater at 
tho Viceroy and all the Staff and he wetted my pocket 
handkerchief, and everybody had their share of tins 
water festival I Then wo were all put into rose wreaths, 
and I handed tho old gentleman down to tho other 
boat and ho came with us to tho station As tho tram 
wont off ho called out good bye ’ and a blcwung in 
Persian and I think we all parted tho vorj lest of 
fnends 

Wo had a short journey to Allalmbad and were mot 
there by Sir Alfred Lynll, and drove up to his house 
Wo hope wo shall bo less tioublcsomc guests tlian wo 
were at Lucknow when D fell fll 

TJiurtdiiv Sth — The function of tlio dav was the 
opening of tho ifuir College and unveiling the statue of 
Sir A\’ilham ifuir in the great hall Tlie nrchitict Afr 
ntnieiTon lias given tht building an Oriental clmmeti r 
and two largo domes arc covcreil uitli colourt^I tiles 
Sir Alfred Lvall and the Mccroj mode speeches and 
Sir ^^llUam ifuir was congratulated 1 a telegmni and wt 
examined all tho rooms and the Imndiomr tolonnadis 
and looked at the mows and ciprf’^etl oor hop-^ It 
would porno dav b!o* om into a nnncrpitv an<I thst 
something would bo doni within its walls to promote 
technical education in the country 

Th<re was a dinner and an f^lnlng j irtr at the 
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Lyalls, and we sat out m a Sliamiana talking to diffeient 
people till bed-time 


Friday, gth — ^We left Allahabad at twelve o’clock, 
and got to Cawnpoie at two. The Commissionei, Mr. 
Monle, took us to see all the mterestmg things m this 
the most depiessing of all places connected with the 
Indian Mutiny. 

The Massacie Ghat looks peaceful and pietty now, 
but one could see the lavme down which the Mctims 
toiled in the hot sun, and could imagme the boats 
groimdmg on the sand, and the tieacheiy that awaited 
them at the water’s edge We were also shown the sites 
of the houses and the wells, and the ways by which the 
poor people had to run out at mght to fetch water. One 
survivor was theie to explam it to us 

The Memoiial Church is full of sad suggestions 
The whole way lound the altai is hned with maible 
tablets sepal ated horn each othei by naiiow hnes of 
black, and each covered with columns of names The 
fiist begms with Geneial Wheelei, ‘ his wife and family,’ 
and these words aie constantly added to some name all 
down the hst 

The Memorial Well in the centre of the Memorial 
Gardens is, however, the saddest spot of all The well 
has been filled in, and is suiiounded by an ornamental 
wall, mside of which, m the centre, stands a white marble 
figure of an angel. She leans against a cross, and has 
long wmgs touchmg the ground , her arms are crossed, 
and she holds a palm-branch in each hand, and her head 
IS bent, with the eyes looking down We did not think her 
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face vrtLB quite beautiful enougb but the ^Thole thing 
suggests BorroTc, silence and solemnikj, and so is 
successful No native is ever alJovred to enter this on 
closure and thoj have to get passes to come into the 
garden It is very well kept and is full of roses and 
floivenng shrubs Close to the well is a small white cross 
marking the spot where the house stood 

Some people eay that wo should try to forgot these 
misfortunes and the ciporioncca of the Mutiny, but 
others consider that we cannot romembtr them too well 
and that we should not lot the people imagine that wo 
have forgotten them 

Wo ladicfl wont to tea with Mr Sfouh nnd J) came 
there too but he liad first to go over the Go^c^mlcnt 
Hanicfts Factory where the smells were dreadful 

Wo dined outside onr railway camngc on a siding 
and iront to bod tliero the tram moving on in the middle 
of the night

holt I whore we are iTiy conifortaLle

stones had left maiks m places as though giapeshot had 
been filed mto the giound Howevei, the sun shone foi 
us, and oui cottage looked -waim and comfoi table The 
Yeiy few impiovements which we have ventuied to make 
in this condemned house have been most successful, 
and a bit of veiandah which I have taken mto the 
diawmg-ioom gives hght and vaiiety to what was a very 
dull and daik lOom. My own little boudon is decked 
out m the fieshest and most English of chmtzes, and is 
a dehghtful sanctum D has had a gieat deal moie 
hght let mto his study, and he looks veiy comfoi table 
too, sitting ovei his fiie At fiist we found the weathei 
extiemely cold, and as oui wmtei clothes had not ai lived 
we shiveied m cottons, and then when they did come we 
were acclimatised, and thought the woollen ones lathei 
waim The sun does shme veiy biightly, and it leally 
IS very dehghtful heie now 

A httle file, and a wide-open wmdow, and a balcony 
to wandei out on, and distant views of gleammg snows, 
help to make up a veiy enduiable mdooi existence 
In the afternoon we iide, oi walk, oi go up to look at 
the new house as it uses fiom the giound , speculate 
as to wheth^i the looms aie big enough , thmk what a 
splendid view theie will be horn almost all oui wmdows, 
and watch the ciowd of men at woik 

One afternoon we went down to Annandale to tilt 
at the img, everyone enjoyed it so much I sat and 
looked on, but the others rode wildly by me on pomes, 
stick m hand, lookmg veiy fierce and deteimmed as they 
passed , they were all veiy much pleased with them-

Movrla}!, 26th, to Salindai/, Mat/ isi — A •week devoid 
of much hicident On Eastci Monday a long conceit 
for the Zenana Missions, half sacied and half seculai 
music I only stayed foi the fiist part, and then diove 
myself home in ray ‘Midge’— which leads me to confess 
that on the next day the adranable Mike lan a^way •with 
me Happily the load was a safe one, but the scene 
was exciting A smait outiidei m led tiotted befoie me, 
but kept lather too near the pony’s nose, and it sud- 
denly stiuck this little steed that he was talang pait m 
a tiottmg late , natuially he jiut his best foot forwaid, 
and the haidei I pulled the haidei he tiotted, and I 
called to Loid WiUiam, whom, luckily, I had just met, 
that I could not hold him. Then, John Gilpm was 
notlung to it ' The man m led tiotted fuiiously and 
hustled everyone out of the way , next came Hei Lady- 
ship teaimg along, rushing round water-caits dia^wn by 
sleepy bullocks -which were slow to move, and thieadmg 
through foot passengers and led hoises, then came 
Lord Wilham snatchmg at my rems, losing his hat, 
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Uillmgmo it Tvas oil right itc I did not lose my head 
nor Tvaa I half os frightened aa I generally am when I am 
being driven by on experienced whip and when once Mr 
ADio had been stopped I drove him home most calmly 
but I assure you it was a scene 1 I havo not yet confided 
it to D who would bo much alarmed He Rha ll hear it 
after I have driven the httle creature a few times more 
I havo, however taken some extra precautions for my 
safety aa Simla is not a place to play tncks in 

"We had tea at Inverorm with Lord WOharm His 
house IS fl very mco one and it is full of pretty things 
He often lends us his silver for our table and I have 
seldom seen any so pretty He has a very handsome set 
of Burmese bowls they are of perforated and embossed 
silver Another large set is of Torgore work that is 
silver raised on a oopper ground These are most effective 
looking The w orst of buymg ailrer here is that the 
duty on taking it home is so very heavy When I re 
turned from this bachelor entertainment I had a httle 
tea of my own for the two nurses who have been im 
ported for the Eipon HospitoL 

Saturday May 8t// — The Gymkhana to-day was a 
very amusing one The Commander m-Chief led off with 
tent-peggmg, and himself won the pnie amid the cheers 
of the bystanders. There waa a httle steeplechase, m 
which all the horses wont the wrong side of the jumps 
and ran up banks which were off the course and behaved 
generally m a frohesome manner Then three buckets 
wore laid down and gentlemen on horseback tned to droj) 
potatoes into them as they rode by at a gallop and never 
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succeeded The piettiest lace of all \\as a tandem lace, 
ndmg one and diiving anotliei pony m hont , the thiee 
couples kept very evenly togethei, and the fimsh vras 
most exciting 

I have not gi\en you any account yet of oui aiiange- 
ments heie, and how om laige party is distributed. 
Blanche and Fied live m a cottage called Beatsonia, 
which is qmte close to us They have only got to run 
down some steps to get heie Majoi Cooper , Di . Fnidlay, 
and Loid Heibiand live m the Booij, also very close 
to us, hut not veiy mce, as it has a high bank at the 
back of it. ]\Ir Wallace and kli. MacFeiian mhabit 
Ehud Cottage, situated on a small piecix^ice o\eilookmg 
the load. Inveiaim is the name of Loid WiUiam’s 
palatial lesidence, wheie he lesides m sohtary giandem , 
and neai him in Mount Pleasant aie Captains Goidon 
and Balfom. Terence’s Annandale View is on a j)io- 
montory commandmg a splendid peep of the snows, and 
qmte deserves to be called a ‘ Bijou Kesidence ’ It is 
rathei fai off, but has the great merit of bemg on the 
same level as this house, while Inverarm and Mount 
Pleasant are on a higher peak, and still more m the 
clouds than we aie 

Wednesday, 12th — A. httle ‘lark’ to which we have 
been lookmg forwaid began to-day We always do 
tremble over the weather, which dehghts m making us 
anxious, and, as a gieat expedition was on hand, we 
studied it moie than ever to-day It smiled upon us, 
and after lunch we all rode out to The Gables, an inn 
m the neighbomhood of the Sipi Fan, the whole of which 
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we liave taken for three nighta Here we are now and 
most Brnishmy and pleasant and comfortable it ib We 
had tea and took a real country walk and then we 
dined and one of our servants did some conjuring tncJts 
before ns and the gentlemen showed off what they could 
do in that hne and after that to bed 

rite Gabla, Thunday 134/1 — Such a lovely day and 
such a view from this house 1 Imagme looking through 
a frame of green leavte and branohes and trunks of 
trees on to a rolling sea of mountains the brown 
nppling hiHs near at hand gathering in magmtnde and 
in depth and vanety of colouring as they get farther 
from yon and ending m a great range of glistening 
snow mountains, which look like crested waves 
up against the clear blue that is our view We 
admired it, and looked at the people gomg to the fair 
I took some pictures of them and I even coiAmitted the 
almost sacrilegiouB act of trying to oondense the splendid 
and gorgeously coloured map which Nature had spread 
before us mto 8^ mohes of plam brown photograph I 
shall probably be punished when I see the resnlt 

We all rode down the hill, and eiyoyed as mnoh 
as we did lost year seeing the people on the way A 
long ngtag of bright colours, ounous dresses ounous 
types of face and strange vehicles — jhampans, nokshaws 
horses mules, all wmding through the wood and 
the crowd ooUooted at the bottom, the whirling merry 
go-rounds the httle shops the sacred cow with three 
ears, the never-ending tom tom playmg and all the 
other humours of the day We agam admired the bank 
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of fau \\omen, we again bought lubbish, auci ate a 
gieat lunch piovided by oui staff, and again sat undei 
a Shamiana and saw a policeman m umfoim shootmg 
at anothei man’s legs, and dancmg with joy when he 
succeeded m hittmg him 

Aftei this a gieat honoui was paid us A god was 
hi ought a veiy long way horn the othei side of the 
Sutlej to see us It was borne on long poles on men’s 
shouldeis, and was jumped up and down befoie us It 
was a veiy stiange-lookmg thmg At the top of it was 
a small cncle of silvei with jmglmg thmgs attached to 
it, next came a much widei cncle of black hoise-han , 
undei that theie weie biass faces, and then a quantity 
of petticoats hanging about, horn undei which the poles 
came It had no pietension to bemg a figuie 

Fuday, I4t/t. — Anothei most lovely day foi a fuithei 
expedition We lode off aftei bieakfast thiough pine 
woods to Naldera, a distance of seven miles, with a 
mountain view sometimes on one side, sometimes on the 
othei, sometimes on both I desciibed the place to you 
last yeai D. had not seen it befoie, and he enjoyed 
the iide and the hohday, and the mce open look it has, 
and the view of the Sutlej. On the way he told fauj' 
tales m Peisian to his pohceman We lunched and sat 
undei the tiees, some talkmg, some sleepmg, and D 
leadmg a new novel about to be pubhshed, on which 
the authoi wants a ‘ candid ’ opmion Then we lode 
back to The Gables, the woods bemg gay with the 
biilhantly clothed women letuimng fiom the fan , and 
we aU agieed we had had a most dehghtful day 
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Satunhy 22nd — In tho morning I went over the 
Eipon Hosintal which is really a very perfoct one 
The atnation la lovely and all the wards are clean ano^ 
bright, and comfortable There are some rooms (oir 
paymg patients which onght to be the greatest boon^^ 
to people here who have not good houses of their own. 
Nothing can bo nicer than they are and a lady nurse is 
in attendance From this I went on to a baraar for the 
Zenana hlissions and then homo 

In the afternoon there was a most amnsmg Gymihana. 
Lord “William drove nine pomes nding on a tenth him 
self and nmnngmg the whole set most beanfafnlly but 
the excitement of the day was a Victoria Cross Eace 
Every man provided himself with a large figure which he 
was to rescue from off the field of battle these dummies 
looked so funny standing and aitiing about before the 
race. Great care had been taken to dress them weD 
but some were very soft and flopped about while others 
were as stiff as pokers and pretematuralJy tall. Some 
were m uniform one was an Ayah and Lord 
William B was a Special Correspondent, First of kU, ^ 
the riders, embracing their dolls earned them off to n 
certam jmrt of the field where they strewed them about ^ 
like wounded men Then they went to the starting post ^ 
and. galloped up to the figores each msJi dismounted, ^ 
picked up his doll and flew back Lord WilhamP 
was first, but unluckily in jumping the last hurdle her 
hit his head against a post, which should not have been! 
there out it badly •fell and clasping the Special Cor ^ 
respondent in his arms held up that useful creature to 
staunch his wounds, and staggered up mto the dreesmg 
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loom stieammg mtli blood He did not, bowevei, 
leally Ifuit himself, and he says he did not e^en have 
a headache aftei it. 


Monday, 2/\th — This day, the Queen’s Bnthday, was 
to have begun a most gay of&cial week foi us, but eaily 
in the moinmg we heaid of Geneial Hughes’ death, and 
we have put off the ball I am so sony about him He 
was appomted l\Iilitaiy Membei of Council m the wintei 
m succession to Geneial Wilson He leaves a wife and 
family It IS veiy sad 

We have put off the ball foi a week, but the official 
dmnei and the levee took place

Tuesday, 2$th — D attended Geneial Hughes’ funeial 
at 7 30 this morning

Taetday^ June itU — Our Queen s BaD was a very 
great success The weather favoured us and by dmt of 
putting up one great Shamiana for supper and another 
for sittmg m by dmt of shutting in verandahs and 
fAVmg off doors, we created a great deal of room, and 
there never was any mconvement orush. We had two 
good floors and plenty of light The high chimney 
pieces, which reach up to the ceihng, were filled with 
roses all the men were in uniform all the ladies in 
iheir smariesi gtHms and eraiyhcdy in ihe best at 
sprnts — and what could yon want more? Except 
perhape supper and that was good too and looked vary 
nice 

TFednetday 2 nd toE^day 4 th — Preparations for our 
Eipon Hospital Ffete filled a great port of our time. 
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Paicels bad to be tied up, notes of thanks foi things 
sent to bo \Mittcn, and many aiiangoments to be made 
by Icttei , dolls had to ha^ e the finishing touches put to 
then toilettes ; pms had to be stuck into iim-cushions , 
the bmdmg fastened on to sciap-books , the intoiioi 
put mto pen-wipeis, autogiajihs had to bo collected foi 
autogiaph-cards , diaumgs to be completed, and so on ' 
And thiough all oui \York gicat anxiety m our mmds 
as to the Yreathei. 

On Friday aftoinoon we changed the cm lent of oiu 
thoughts by attendmg a lectuie on ‘Auiimgzebe and 
the Gland Aimy,’ which Mi. W W. Huntei gave. It 
was very mteiestmg, and that evening being the 4th 
of June, D dmed with Sn Fiedenck Kobeits to meet 
sixteen other Etonians

Satin day, 5#/;. — The great fete day comes at last' 
And what about the weathei ? Very cloudy at 6 a Ji , 
veiy much better, thank you, at 9 a 11 , fits of cloudi- 
ness alaimmg me tdl 3 o’clock, and then a settled con- 
duction m my mind that we were lunnmg a race with 
the storm, and that we should wm with flymg colours.

AU the morning we were busthng about. A last 
large contribution arrived for the Fish Pond, and had to 
be tied up , the Shamianas on the lawn had to be set up , 
the Photograph Table spread and its goods priced , 
the Cafe Ghantant hmig with advertisements, and ah 
the little tUe-a-tete tables arranged m it, the Baffles 
had aIl\o be planned, the Theatre to be put m order, 
and its thunder and hghtnmg to be rehearsed , my own 
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Lucky Box had to bo placed , and the Piflb Pond made 
beautifol and attractive 

Everyone connected with onr house had a depart- 
ment, and wo all wore bows of different colours to show 
to what section we belonged. 

The ‘ gates of coutbo began it at 4 p n as all 
arrivals passed through them and than we set to work, 
and we who were busy had only a general idea of what 
was going on elsewhere 

All our ventures did very well, but the most satis&o- 
tory thing was that all the people and oil the ohildren 
and they were legion seemed very happy and very 
pleased with the things they got, and we made altogether 
Rs, 3730 

Aboat half an hour after the people had gone a 
terrible storm came on- The dust was frightful but I 
qmte enjoyed the sound of it, for it was just too late to do 
the smallest harm a few hours sooner it would have been 
nun to the things and rum to the financial undertaking 

It has just struck me that perhaps you don t know 
that I have been describing the Yiceregal Garden Ffite 
m aid of the Funds of the Nuramg Home and Female 
Ward of the Ripon Hospital I quite forgot that you 
have not been talking and t h mk m g about it for weeks 
as I have, 

Tuesday 8 th — I hope I have prepared your mmd for 
a gay week. We ore m the very nndst of our season 
and to day after a morning spent m receivmg visitors 
we rode down to the Baoes. 

The Sky Races are held at Annandnle and although 
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I vrasinmany mm els not. to go to them, I thought it veiy 
amusing ^vhen I got theie. Seeing all one’s ultimate 
hiends gotnp as jockeys, and all the iiduig hoises of the 
lilace appeal mg as laceis, is amusing, and then the 
couise is veiy small and the peifoimeis aie nevei out 
of sight, and they look like toys gallopmg lound a 
hoaid , and one is able to get up a special mteiest either 
m a ivell-known man oi a iiarticulai hoise, and one sits 
amongst aU the Simla society and is mfected by a little 
of the smioundmg excitement, and so the Simla Races 
aie lathei hvely. 

Wednesday, gth — Blanche and I had lathei a jileasant 
afternoon togethei. Blanche had been to a dance the 
night hefoie, so we went a quiet iide — fiist to Mis 
Hughes, whom I visited , then we lode on a long way to 
see the family of a native gentleman who has a house 
horn which there is a most lovely view, hut which is m 
a most inaccessible situation. The httle wife, whom I 
had been unable to see well befoie because hei mother- 
m-law would lemam m the loom, is veiy pietty, and is 
so full of fun, it IS quite nice to see hei. The pan aie 
devoted to each othei, and when we said to him, after 
leavmg the room, that we thought hei pietty, the husband 
lephed with enthusiasm She fiUs his cartridges for him, 
and takes great mteiest m his sport We looked at her 
jewels, and he showed us some big stones — qmte enormous 
they aie She laughed at them and said they weie false, 
and that his img was glass, whilst hei own weie dia- 
monds Then we exammed the glass bangles which all 
native women wear till they become widows, and she 
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squeezed up her hand and took one off mth difBcuIty 
I showed her my much larger hand, which coxdd never 
get through such a tiny bracelet, and told her that I 
wore a wedding rmg Her reply to this was that m this 
country they did not see each other until after they are 
married and she showed how she had been covered up 
m her veil I said what a pleasant surprise her husband 
must have had when she lifted it at which she giggled 
and disappeared agam beneath it for some moments. 
He speaks English perfectly and qmte startles one with 
the expressions he uses bo naturally When you tell him 
some mterestiDg fact, be exclaims. What a mm thing 
08 if he had just come from Eton or Harrow She 
feeds the wild monkeys from her door and there was 
a big one eating up the dowers m the garden as we eat 
there. 

Thursday July Sth toWfdnesdxiy J41A — Simla life at 
the present moment is scarcely varied enough to describe 
day by day A ri$um( will be better than a detailed account 
of it. First and always foremost there is the mteresting 
weather It is really very nice this year fine for some 
hours almoet every day and when fine perfectly lovely 
Not 00 ‘ lovely m itself as m the effect it produces on 
the landscape. The landscape which hitherto had been 
looking most ugly and brown has now blossomed forth 
The most rugged of its mountains are tinged with green 
the trees all look fresh and loiunant and the playful 
clouds which disport themselrea in the valleys and on 
the hfll tops are wonderfully mysterious and beautiful. 
Last Sunday afternoon the views were qmte magnificent

The snow momitams shone foith m the backgiomid, and 
between them and us weie langes of the most biilliant 
gieen, divided and softened by other langes of fleecy 
clouds which simulated the shaiies of the moie sohd 
lulls , and ovei the whole stiange landscape flitted hghts 
and shades m bewildeimg vaiiety. 

Anothei day I saw agam an effect which I admned 
very much last year veiy heavy daik clouds almost 
entnely cover mg the sky, but from underneath them, 
not through them, a light shmmg which illummates^ 
the hills The effect is that of a very sunny landscape 
under a very dark sky. 

The worst bit of weather we have had was in and 
after church on Sunday moimng When we came out 
water was pouimg in toiients everywhere, and I beheve 
that downpoui has pulled us up to oiu proper average 
for the wet month of July We like to have om correct 
number of inches 

At or near Umballa there were great floods The 
railway has broken down, and letters and passengers are 
delayed 

Though not worthy of very special record, we have 
had some thmgs gomg on We went to see Fred’s play 
a second time , we had the five o’clock chocolate tea 
given by the wimrei of the tennis match, its chief feature 
bemg its unwholesome character Hot chocolate followed 
by strawberry ices > Then my three young ones dmed 
and danced at Lady Roberts’, bemg asked without then 
chaperon, to keep somebody’s bnthday. The smgmg 
quadrilles to be danced at my cahco fancy ball have 
been practised, and everyone begms to be greatly pleased 
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with them (ind to think that the general effect will be 
lovely A few i>eoi)lo ore still etrnggling to translate 
the word cotton into velveteen but I won t have it 
and I boheve wo ehall all look very nice in our cahco* 
garments. 

We had a big dinner and a small dnun^ the 
latter a thmg we seldom try here I got it up for the 
kfaharana of Dholpore as we had promised to ask him 
to smg here some day The only professional musician 
I naked was a Miss Tonssaint and the other performers 
were amatenrs We bad singing and playing all the 
evening in one room and tea and a nine-pin board in 
another and after be had finished his two songs one 
En^iah and the other French both of which he Rang 
very well indeed, the klaharana took to the game and 
got qmte excited over it The people I asked in the 
evening were only a very few who hve gmte dose to ns 
hare I did not like to bring any very long distances for 
this sort of entertainment 

Thursday i$t}i — We had a narrow escape of a bad 
accident to-day We went oat nding and just as we 
got mto the town at a place where there are shops on 
one side of the road and a high rooky bank on the other 
a Bmftll landslip occurred, and a few barrowfols of earth 
and small stones rattled down almost at our feet. The 
horses all started mine made a jump forward and I 
then stood still for a moment when more earth poured 
down and I heard a scrimmage behind me I did not 
dare to tom round lest I aboold see something dreadful 
happening to the others A man said There s a lady 
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down , ’ and Majoi Coopei said, ‘ I’m afiaid she’s hmt.’ 
I knew it must be Blanche, who had been next me, 
so I got off qmckly and lan hack, and found Fied half 
cai'iying hei mto a shop, and she ciymg out about hei 
hack "We laid hei on a sofa, and sent off foi doctois 
and jhampans, and were much hightened foi a few 
mmutes We soon saw, howevei, hj hei face that it 
could he nothmg leally seiious, and when Di Biankhn 
aiiived he said she was only biuised What happened 
to hei was that hei hoise shied back agamst the 
•veiandah of the shop, and, bieakmg a post, got moie 
fiightened, shpped, and fell on his side, while Blanche 
went ovei backwaids and knocked hei back and head 
It was a great escape, foi veiy many thmgs might have 
happened to make it a leally bad accident As soon as 
she was bettei we put hei m a iickshaw, took hei home, 
and made hei go to bed 

Have I told you how gentlemen aie swathed m watei- 
111 oofs when they iide heie dm mg the lams ? They 
have caps with flaps that piotect the eais and neck, 
gieat mackmtosh coats, and laige apions which are 
buttoned round the hoise’s neck and lound the man’s 
waist, and which entnely covei his feet and legs The 
only disadvantage of this is that he is tied to his horse, 
and, m case of a fall, might have difficulty m gettmg 
deal. 

Tiiesday, 20tli — The last reheaisal of om smgmg 
quadi flies Many people m the most feeble health, and 
I m gieat alarm lest more should break down. However, 
we made up the numbers, and the dancmg went very 
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well and the few spectators were complimentary m their 
remarks It has beeti most omnsint getting it np I 
shall be quite Sony when it is over In the evening 
some of our gentleman put on their dresses and they 
did look so comic in the midst of our everyday but 
roundings There was Lord W fUiam as the most perfect 
Ohelsea Pensioner hobbling m on a stick and coughing 
pamfully Hia dress la all cotton, and is most lovely 
The coat is beautifully made and he wears the decoratoons 
of many battles and his cap has a great peak to shade 
hifl poor old eyes hut he has not been able to withstand 
the coquetry of wearing white trousers and that is the 
only thing that is not stnotly correct in his costume 
But I do think that a Chelsea pensioner however rheu- 
matio Tvould wear white tronsers in India, especially if 
he came to a Viceroy a balL Bon t you ? Sir Boeen is 
a magmdcent Afghan. He looks so big m the clothes 
and Ins coat is so splendid that you could not beheve 
it was cotton if you did not touch it The colour is 
drab with just a touch of gold embroidery on the neck 
and sleeves it is very long and straight and all the 
other garments ore white. A belt and sword round hia 
waist and a great turban complete the ooetume but the 
effect IS greatly added to by his beard which he dyM 
black and by the pecohar Af ghnniah walk which he puts 
on He is so pleased with himself that he has been 
walking all about Simla and no one ever knows hum 
He went up to Fred s house last ni^t and the servants 
did not recognise him and showed hnn into the drawing 
room where ho waited for some time but as Fred did 
not come ho went away and when Blanche hoard that 
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tins sti anger had depaited, she lushed to the room and 
looked all round it to see that he had stolen nothmg. 
Ml. Wallace dressed up too. He is an Arab Chieftam, 
and a capital figure Edward Fletcher is a Gibraltar 
Moor • all his garments aie extremely loose, and he gives 
a general impression of hemg very rmcomfoi table and 
‘ wislnng he was in urn form ’ I had better tell you 
about ourselves now, as I shall not have tune after the 
ball to do so We four ladies all wear costumes copied 
from a Sheridan pictme , but mme is orange, Nelly’s 
white, Eachel’s blue, and Blanche’s iimk We got the 
muslm dyed her e, and the tmts ai e beautiful The dr esses 
are round sknts very full and very soft, lathei shoit- 
waisted bodies, and fichus. Om heads are powdered. 
I wear a hat and cany a stick, but the others preferred 
feathers m then ban. 

Wednesday, 21st . — The Fancy Ball was one of the 
very best I ever saw the dresses were lovely , everyone 
was BO happy , and the whole thmg went with so much 
spirit. I must try to give you some account of it At 
6 30 Blackwell did one powdered head , duimg our dinner 
she did another, and then I went up to dress, and we 
were all ready by 9 30 We flatter om selves we looked 
very well, and all om’ Staff had capital dresses We went 
down early, to receive the people and to see them as they 
arrived There was a wonderful variety of costume, and 
I can only tell you a few of them Mis Gordon, om 
A D G.’s Bister -m-law, looked very mce as a Gad-fly, 
with gold and white dress, and wmgs on her shoulders 
and head. Miss Gough was an ‘ adorable White Cat,’ 
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Hwans down faunmings, a little cloak conaiHtmg of white 
cots toilB, and a ptmay’s ears on her head There were 
two very good Inoroyables one Undine a ‘ "White Lady 
of Avonel (Mrs Bliss) whose own hair was loose, and 
touched the ground I never saw such hair There was 
a Mrs Johnstone who woe most beautifully dressed 
with white muslm over blue and a gigantic hat and white 
wig there was a Portia m red and another College 
^faiden m blaok A great number of ladies and gentle* 
men belonged to the powder period and even in cotton 
their dresses looked handsome The Three Jolly Hunts- 
men of whom Prod was one, copied Caldecott s picture 
exactly and were capitaDy dressed. Well, you may 
imagine it was amusing to see all our friends bo dis- 
guised and when the dancing began one could study 
them at leisure I most not forget to znenticm Mr 
HUiott, the Commissioner of Assam who came as a 
Mampur Chieftam — a real dress His headdress was a 
great hei^t it consisted of a turban with a high pomt 
m front over which was tied a cunous jeweBed puggaree 
which passed under his ehm. In the turban was a great 
plume which knocked every obandeher and doorway 
I must also tell you that Mr Balfour had a harlequin 
dress and acted the part to the life. 

A waits came first and then our Bmging quadrilles, 
which were so successful that we did them agam later m 
the evening We marched in m two procession s entering 
at different doors, and subsided mto our proper places. 
Soon after this I was sitting down lookmg on at the gay 
scene when on Arab gentleman came and said How do 
you do ? I rephed, and looked questioningly at him. 
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He said, ' I am afiaid youi Excellency does not know 
me.’ I answeied iiolitely, ‘Well, I do tlimk that I 
know yom face, hut I can’t lememhei who you aie ’ I 
asked my neighhouis and lacked my hiams to think who 
it was, hut gave it up and walked away Some one said 
to me aftei , ‘ That was Has Excellency > ’ I scouted the 
idea, but at the same time lemaiked to myself that the 
Yiceioy had disappeaied, so I letmned to my Aiah 
fiiend and found sme enough that it was he ' No one 
knew him. He had on spectacles, and woie a shoit black 
blue beaid and moustache He only kept on the diess, 
which Ml. Balfom had got foi him, foi about half an 
horn, and the lest of the time was m plam clothes 
Theie was one mysteiious lady m a Cabul diess, which 
entirely coveied hei, and which had a piece of net acioss 
the eyes to look thiough. She stood about aUmght and 
spoke to no one These weie the only mysteiies present 
Just befoie suppei we had a Polka Lanceis — the oidmary 
figuies danced to the polka time , it is veiy hvely and 
veiyhaid woik — that is why we aiianged to have suppei 
dnectly after, that the dancers might lest. We had ten 
roundtables for ten each, and seated I oo at a time ' Nelly 
and Eachel led a shoit cotillon afterwards, which waa 
very much liked, and all thmgs ended with a waJtz and 
a fast gallop 

Ml Pim, the great handiessei of the place, did eighty 
ladies’ hair, so you may imagme how eaily some people 
had to begm then toilette I hear the tradespeople say 
a calico ball pays almost better than an ordmaiy fancy 
hall Everyone gets somethmg new for it, while for a 
handsome dress they use such good material as thej’' 
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may happen to 2>osses8 of their own And I thint this 
IS the reason all the dresses last night looked so well 
They were fresh and ingenious 

The weather kept np during the evening but has smce 
heen odious Our carnage road shpped half down the 
khud on Tuesday and our gas pipes buret m the morning, 
BO we were really fortunate that neither weather road 
nor want of light spoilt the ball 

Monday 26th — The weather is once more the only 
mteresting subject. During the day rt was tolerably 
fine, and I went to a concert m the afternoon but about 
ten m the evening it began to pour in a way that one 
imagmed could only last a few zmnutee Instead of that 
it went on for hours and it seemed mdeed as if the 
wmdows of heaven ware opened* Comfortably in bed, 
WB only suffered from Uie noise but those unfortunate 
people who were dmmg out were m great diffioultiee 
Some stayed where they ware for a couple 0/ hours some 
remained all night some ventured out and were wet 
tlirough but the most tragic ciroumstance of aD 
occurred to Mr and Mrs Carlo Bayley They had 
had guests diumg with them who about one o clock 
decided that they must go home, and they had just 
seen them off and were talking over their entertainment 
in the drawing room when the house shook, and they 
heard a terrible noise, and rus h ing to see what had 
happened discovered that slandshp had come bangmto 
their timing room and that it was full of mud and 
stones. The staircase was shot off and two babies were 
sleeping upstairs Mr Bayley m anaged to get at a 
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second nanow staircase, and, taking liis cbildien out of 
bed, be and bis vnfe and bei sistei and tbe nuise, witb 
these two bundles of cbildien vn.apped m bedclothes, 
bad to SCI amble ovei tbe debus in tbe dinmg-ioom, and 
to go out as they weie m then evening diess in tbe 
Xiourmg lain They walked some distance m this melan- 
choly condition to then neaiest neigbboui’s bouse, and 
weie taken m foi tbe mgbt and clothed and waimed. 
I bebeve a big tiee came down on then bouse aftei they 
bad left it, and all then things m tbe way of cbma and 
ornaments were smashed This was tbe only landsbp that 
did seiioiis damage, but theie are lots of them all ovei tbe 
place 

Tuesday, 27th — I bad such a quantity of lisitoistbis 
moimng, aU tbe people who bad been at tbe ball commg 
to say bow much they enjoyed it , and m tbe afternoon 
we took a lide. 

Wednesday, 2Sth — A joms tbe I7tb Lancers to-day 
It IS bis twenty- tbnd bntbday, so be begms in tins 
regiment a new year, and I hope a happy eia of bis 
bfe 

I am gettmg up a Cbildien’s Fancy Dress Party, 
and am gomg to have smging lancers and smgmg 
quadiiUes Tbe cbildien will be asked bom four to 
seven, but tbe grown-up peoiile wdl only be mvited for 
‘ one bom ’ This device for passmg tbe whole society 
through tbe bouse m three detachments is tbe only way 
to show them tbe cbildien’s dresses without crowdmg 
tbe bttle ones. 
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Tuesdaxj AriguMi 24th — At 3 30 the thirty two chil 
dren forming the singing quadrilles arrived to practise 
and danced three figures wondorfoUy well consider 
mg what dots some of them are and that they know 
no thin g of dancmg m the abstract They then jomed 
my garden party which in defiance of the rams I had 
fixed for to-day and descended hke locusts upon Nowell e 
magnificent buffet, clearing plates and eating every sort 
of unwholesome dish regardless of consequences and 
qmtc disregarded by their parents, who did not seem at 
all alarmed I was most lucky in the day and my 
courage m givmg this party was rewarded The sun 
shone and as the grass was a httle damp large portions 
of it were covered with carpet eo that people could sit m 
safety This garden party was a new experiment I 
had it on a very pretty piece of ground at the side of the 
house which slants down to the tennis court m three broad 
terraoes a hedge of roses dividing it from the approach 
on one side and peeps of the mountams and of distant 
woods giving it a spacious and park Hke appearance on 
the other The guests were received at the top the band 
was on the second terrace and tea was m the tennis 
court at the bottom eo the company were kept ascend 
mg and descendmg and seemed to like it About half 
an hour after they had left it began to pour with ram 
and I behevemy lata guests were caught m it through 
their own fault not mme They left this at 6 30 but that 
is much too early for an English resident m India to go 
home BO many repaired to Pchb 8 a confectioner s shop 
and a sort of rendesvous for tea and goeaip and thus 
they got wet m their best gowns 
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Wednesday, 2$th — D lias a pigeon-tiap and clay 
pigeons, and he now has half an hour’s shooting after 
lunch every day I went to see the peifoimance, and 
the httle sauceis behaved so like buds that the hawks 
actually collected overhead The ‘ guns ’ stand on a 
load half-way down the khud, at the top of which is the 
tiap, and when the woid is given, a small round ‘ bnd ’ 
comes soaimg overhead and, sittmg on the wings of the 
wmd, flits past, and if not shot through the heart floats 
on to the valley beneath Sometimes it makes a sweep 
round and disappeais m a tree just as the real thmg 
might do 

This was a dinnei and dance mght a big table laden 
with candles, flowers, and food at eight o’clock , at 9 30 
a tiansfoi matron scene The table disappears, the 
caipet too, and two hundred guests aie shown mto abaU- 
100m, where they dance till twelve, the buffet bemg m 
another 100m beyond AU these dances are alike, with 
a ceitam change m the jrersons of the mvited, and I 
thmk they always go off with great spirit 

Some energetic people, headed by ]\Ir. Durand the 
Foreign Secretary, were playmg football at Annandale 
to-day, but we drd not go to see them 

Wednesday, Septemhei Sth — The day of the Children’s 
Ball was ushered m by the most hightful storm, but 
happily it soon cleared up, and the sun shone almost 
more than we wished, for we had to shut it out of the 
house and to hght up the rooms at four o’clock. 

The ball was the greatest possible success. The 
children were so pretty and so good, and enjoyed them- 
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Bolves 80 much and the grtwn up people were so de- 
lighted at the Bight of them, and the mothers were so 
prond of then mfanta and the quadrilles Lancers, 
and march ah went off bo well there was no hitch any 
where. The guests began to amve about 5.30 and all 
the dancers were kept m one room while the others 
assembled m the ball room We began with the 
march had the quadrille Boccnd then the Lancers, and 
then one polka for eyeryone before tea. This was in our 
drawing room in the sunlight the dftnnmg being done 
by candlelight A hundred and twelve children were 
seated at round tables and they did look sweet 1 After 
tea the same programme was repeated to a new set of 
spectators and the bait finished off with some fast 
dances I must try and tell yon a few of the dresses 
I think the most attraotive was a Onpid He is a 
Moncneffe, and has the auburn hair brown eyes and 
lovely complexion of the family with the roundest of 
httle faces and the fattest legs and arms — these were 
bare and his dress oonsisted of a tight silver jersey 
bow and arrows, and silver MndaTn A delightful httle 
Mane Btuart, with a pearl cap and long white dress 
and fair hair tumbling into her eyes was another There 
was a httle green and-gold wood-elf and a lovely fairy 
in blue tarlatan and silver both these had wings. Throe 
httle boys were dressed m mens clothes— one as an 
A.T) 0 one as a Pohbcal and one as a Masher 
Their dresses were perfect and they looked every inch 
the gentlemsji These creatures were all firom about 
two to four years old A bigger girl looked very moe 
as a brown butterfly and there was one child to whom 
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we all took a gieat fancy. She danced in the quadiille, 
and was so pietty and dignified. She was diessed as 
Madame Favait 

The ball was over at seven, and then we had a few 
people to dinner, but were aU tued and leady to go 
eaaly to bed 

Thill sday, gth — A number of the childien came to 
be photographed this moimng, and I have worked so 
haid ovei domg them that I have not left myself much 
time for wiitmg about the baU. I fear aU the pictures 
will not be very good, but I have got a mce one of the 
Cupid • 

Monday, 20th, to 2^th — Our visit to Dhamm this 
yeai was in most respects so exact a repetition of 
om stay there last year that I need only give you a 
general idea of it this time We left home on Monday, 
'after seeing Mi Tufnell win the silvei medal in the 
last match of the tennis tournament m om comt, 
and lode on to the boidei of the Eana’s dommions, 
where he met us, and conducted us to om camp We 
dmed and sat over a bonfire, and next moimng break- 
fasted a httle earhei than usual and started off for the 
shooting grounds We shot and lunched at the same 
places as we did last September, but the buds were few, 
and the sport was ceitamly bad On Tuesday we went 
to a new part of the InH to shoot ‘ gmel,’ a kmd of 
deei, which, across a khud, looks remarkably small and 
more like a hare than a deer We rode along the most 
alar mm g places on a narrow footpath with a piecipice 
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on one Bide and a liigh banlk on the other, and only die 
mounted very occasionally when the stones on the path 
looked very loose and unpleasant 

"When the guns were all placed we found ourselves 
on one very steep hill looking up at another steeper 
still a mass of rock and small shrubs and patches of 
grass a rapid stream ran between the two Beaters 
were all along the top of this opposite hiD and were 
expected to come down it This they seemed very loth 
to do, and the conaequence was we saw very little game. 
Br Fmdlay shot a large panther and had great ‘ fun 
with it, which means that findmg it ahve when he 
thought it was dead, he had to dodge behmd trees, 
and had some difficulty in killing li The known pre 
sance of this beast is supposed to have frightened the 
beaters, and is also said to have been the cause of our 
findmg so few gurel m the place. While the gentle 
men stood at attention waiohmg for game we ladies 
aat oomfortably on the grass and read. In the middle 
of the day we had luncheon one more beat, and then 
home to dinner, bonfire and bed The weather is guite 
lovely and we have to wear sun hats and back pads and 
to carry umbrellas I am rather proud of the way in 
which I nde along the edge of a precipice holding up 
a parasol 1 

Thursday mommg we agam had a last year's beat 
after which we said good byb to the Eang^ who is a very 
nice man, and to his little eon who was with him had 
luncheon and rode home m the oool of the afternoon. 
We found a new Extra AJ) 0 here He is a great 
nephew of Lady de Bob, and is come to ns for six 
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months He only anivecl m India last mnter, and went 
stiaight to the Delhi Camp, wheie he was knocked 
ovei accidentally and neaily lolled, and he is only just 
getting qmte well agam now. 

Blanche and Fied got back horn then expedition to 
Narkunda about an hour befoie us, and Jack Hendeison 
came to dme with us, so it felt qmte like a family 
gatheimg The mail was m too, with aU om home news. 

Friday, 24f/i. — I had a great gaiden paity, and I 
thmk a veiy pietty one It was on the ten aces On 
the fiist one theie was a laige Shamiana, which made a 
beautiful leception-ioom , on the second, the band, with 
jplenty of seats foi visitois , and on the thnd, the 
lefieshment-tents A numbei of children came and 
enj'oyed themselves immensely, lunnmg up and down 
the banks and playing about qmte undistmbed by the 
company suiioundmg them. The Eajah of Chumba, 
some Oude talukdais, and some othei native gentlemen, 
weie piesent. The weathei is absolutely peifect now, 
and one can give an outdooi paily without any feais 
lest it should misbehave 

In the evenmg we went to heai the ‘ Ehjah,’ which 
has been got up by Mi Mackwoith Young A bundled 
amatems sang, our band foimed the oichestia, and 
the whole thmg was most successful. 

Satuiday, Octobei 2nd — Great prepaiations have 
been made foi a fete given by D to the membeis of 
his Office, but ananged by themselves. The compound, 
houses, and offices, which aie immediately below this 
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place were for eome days before in the hands of the 
decorator ShairnanaB were pot np BtrmgB of flags with 
‘Welcome on them were hong across, whflemnch larger 
ones floated over the chimney tops Firework dencee 
and arohee and other preparationB for flinmmationfl were 
vimble from the rrpper road The amusements began 
early and went on all day and at 9 pjn we started off 
to go and see the play 

We walked down a aigiag path looking upon the 
flltmunationB which were done in that effective Indian 
way which I have so often described to you and which 
made the place look eo very much larger than xt really 
IS As we got to the entrance of the grounds a canncm 
was fired off twice, and then we discovered a body-guard 
which had been created for the occasion. They all had 
new dresses and at thair head were two very big officers 
with great beards and moustaohee also put on for the 
night and two nice httle pages very prettily dressed 
These last marched before us into the theatre This 
was beautifully arranged The large Rha-miunfl was 
pitched up against the house so that the verandah made 
a kmd of raised dais on which we sat. The stage was at 
the far end of it, opposite to us and between on the well 
carpeted floor sat all the members of the Office and their 
guests It made a fine big room The posts sup- 
porting the roof were twined with flowers, and the 
front of the stace and of the verandah were banks of 
moes and flowers SfcrmgB with strange AmmATH and 
devicee nangmg from them crossed the ceihng m every 
direction In front of our chairs hung two crowns also 
made at Armsdell (the name of the place) and two of 
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the cleiks diessed up as Gooildias stood at attention at 
the sides. When ^ve had all settled down, the play began. 
It was acted in English, and, as I have sent you the text, 
I need only teU you that it was veiy well acted and ex- 
tiemely aniusmg, and that the local jokes weie highly 
appieciated. Befoie and aftei it theie was a httle 
dancing and smgmg, and during the peiformance theie 
was one song which we liked veiy much. It was called 
the ‘Musical Bheestie ’ a man diessed up with the 
Bheestie’s skm of water on his back sang and danced 
down the centre of the Shamiana, pretendmg to watei 
the path as he came, but m leahty spimklmg us all 
with scent. It was veiy well danced, and was veiy 
pretty 

Tea and ices were handed round, and there was a 
conjurer, who did some tncks, and then the Chief Cleik 
made a httle speech, to which D. lephed. He said he 
was glad of the opportumty of personally thanking the 
members of his Office for the mdustiy and the uncom- 
plammg good temper with which they fulfil then aiduous 
duties , and moie especially did he wish to express his 
deep sense of the unswerving fidehty with which they 
keep the secrets of the Office Then we left, attended by 
the same guards and attendants who had received us, 
while a fountam of file played at the door Mi and 
Mis Pamoty did the honours of the evenmg, and of 
then house, there were several other guests besides 
ourselves 

The crowns have been sent to us as souvemis, and 
Guy received aU the httle animals which had been 
hangmg uji 
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Monday, 4t}i — The rauiB have returned to ub, and 
tlie weather ib bo cold and nnmvitmg that we have 
given up Norkunda and our tnp into the biTlfl 

Tuesday $th — I had a Committee meeting with two 
new members present at it — the one Sir Auckland 
Colvin, who replaces Sir Stenort Baylej, and the other 
Mr Peile who replaces Mr Bbert 

The Duke and Daobesa of Connaught are coming 
here shortly for a few days They will be lodged in 
Lord "Wilham s houae and we are now arrangmg a re- 
opening of the season for them with dinners dances 
and concerts 

Saturday 23rd — I cannot finish this so cheerfully as 
I began it for we had a tel^ram to say that Archie has 
fever at Lucknow I am just waiting for another with 
some porboulars before demdmg if I should go down to 
him at once 
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CHAPTER IX 

AUTUMN TOUR, lS86 

LUCKNOW, BOMBAY, HYDERABAD, MYSORE 
October 25 to December 15 

Monday, Octohei 2Sth — As the doctois seemed quite 

■v 

suie that A had typhoid fevei, and not meiely the 
oidmaiy Indian fevei ish attack, we decided that I 
should stait at once just to see that eveiythmg possible 
- was done foi him, even if I should be unable to lemam. 
Major Cooper and I set off this moimng at 8 a m and 
diove foi ten horns, leachmg UmbaUa at 6 p m Although 
so long, it 18 leally lathei a nice diive, and after so many 
months m the mountains a gaUop down hiU and along 
the level road to Umballa is pleasant. 

Tuesday, 26th — I was aU mght m the tiam, and 
leached Ahghui at eleven o’clock this morning. Mi. 
Cadell, the Commissioner, met me at the station, 
and, as I had five hours to wait, I went to his house 
foi luncheon, and visited the new Mahometan College. 
They have a debatmg club, at which juvemles of twelve 
years old give then opmions on questions of State pohcy. 
The debaters sit on opposite sides, ‘ like Paihament,’ 
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and there ib a dimion at the end of the debate and 
the speeches ore printed I read one debate on the 
adTiflabihty of giving natives the high commands now 
held by Englishmen m the Indian army One speaker 
said It is from reading books that I prefer the 
military profession , although it does not smt my weak 
consbttition yet I prefer it One yonng man, on 
passmg oat of the coU^ was dOatmg npon all the 
advantages he had gamed there and said ‘‘When I 
came here 1 ootdd not speak English religion was a 
mystery to me I could not even handle a lawn tennis 
bat 


"Wednesday s/t/i — We started off on our travels 
again at five last night and reached Lneknow at 7 30 
0 clock this morning I drove straight to s bungalow, 
which IS an extremely nice one His room is airy 
and he can see out of the windows He looked quite 
himself and did not seem weak. The doctors say 
it IS an ordinary case with no comphcations, but a 
severe one. They think he got it at Simla and he 
never was well after he came down but feeling ill he 
tned to ' nde it off played polo on Monday 1 8th and 
had a fall. On Tuesday morning he drove over to the 
doctor and complamed of bruises, bemg at that time 
in a high fever I have a room in his house but have 
only seen him once as yet 

Monday, Noveinber jst — I went a httle expedition 
tbm mommg to visit a Missionary Hospital and Eis* 
pensary and to see how the religious teaching and the 
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medical work aie combmed A nnmbei of women weie 
collected tbeie, and tbe doctor, Miss Marsden, sat down 
and told them the stoiy of the piodigal son, and 
explamed it to them They hstened veiy attentively, 
and answered some questions. Then she began her 
medical work, and I waited to see a great number of 
cases piesciibed for. 

My afternoon drives have shown me a good deal of 
Lucknow It seems to be one of the mcest stations m 
India. There are great open paik-hke spaces, mteisected 
with broad roads overshadowed by fine trees, and all 
the grass, shrubs, and leaves are so green andluxuriant- 
lookmg compared to those m other places. The bungalows 
aU have nice gardens, and the whole place looks weU-kept 
and rich, and is as neat as a gentleman’s park at home. 
The Residency gardens aie beautiful, but I told you 
about them last yeai. 

D. has been two days at Bhawalpore, and visited 
Mooltan on his way there Now he is at Lahore, where 
there are to be some great functions 

Wednesday, '^rd — The Conumssionei took me a sight- 
seemg drive this afternoon, gomg through the Wmgfield 
Park, passmg by the Horticultmal Gardens, and then 
by the banks of the river I was more struck than ever 
with the beauties of Lucknow We visited two mosques : 
one of them I had seen before, the other had a very 
pietty court-yard with a large tank of water in the 
centre, shrubs and roses giowmg all about. The mosque 
itself was full of glass chandeheis, but m another small 
buildmg I saw eight very large and mteiestmg poidiaits 
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of tho Einga of Onde They stand on the floor np 
against the wall and it is a great pity they cannot 
be hung np 

We next went on to the native city and waited 
through the baioar It is always amnsiiig to gee the 
crowds of people and the orfasans at work m their little 
shops 

Kite-flying is a great amnsaznant at Luoknow nod 
there were numbers of them m the basaar The flyers 
have regular matches and bet upon the result. A very 
fine string covered with powdered glass, and which costs 
2I a ponnd is made for this purpose and the great 
art IS to fly your kite higher than that of your rival, 
and then to pnll your string snddenly 00 as to cut his 
in two 

Thursday 4t/» — Baafl s sixteenth birthday and the 
day my four children start for India. I can imagine 
you getting them ready and seeing them off. 

Archie is vaiy well and obeerful this monung 

D seems to think I should join him soon now so 
I Hbgll leave Tuesday and get to Bombay in time to 
see Nelly off but I have asked Uajor Cooper to stay 
her© another week os I do not like the idea of leaving 
Archie alone, though he is nearly convalescent 

Thursday iith — After two long nights and days 
in the tram I amred at Bombay this morning My 
journey was made less weaiy than it otherwise would 
have been by the presence of IB* and Mrs. Bbert and 
their four children m the next carnage they paid me 
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fiequent visits, and we had oui meals togethei. On the 
way, too, I received good news of Aichie horn Major 
Goopei. Ml Lawience, of the 17th Lanceis, tiavelled 
with me 

The diive from the station, a most magnificent and 
ornamental stiuctme, to Malahai Pomt is a long but 
pietty one, and this place, juttmg out mto the sea, is 
veiy dehghtful to us mountameers I do like seemg the 
real ocean, and as I sit at my window wiitmg I look 
upon it and heai the waves dashmg upon the shoie, 
and feel a little neaiei home, and a httle neaiei to 
the childien now sailmg m the Miizaime. 

This Malahai Point is a cuiious place It is a veiy 
small piomontoiy, and on it aie a few bungalows The 
cential one contains only one immense long 100m, pai- 
titioned off by caived open-woik doois which divide it 
mto dmmg-ioom, hall, and diawing-ioom. Outside 
these looms is a veiy wide veiandah, which is fmnished, 
and makes a nice place to sit m Lady Eeay has gieat 
taste m aiiangmg thmgs, and this bungalow is veiy 
pretty. Piom it I can get undei cover to mme The 
girls and I have a great smte of apartments, and aie 
very comfortable 

"When I drove up Lady Eeay, Eachel, and Nelly met 
me, and the foimei had very kmdly arranged for us 
three to breakfast togethei. Nelly and Eachel look as 
if they had been rather overworked, and are not qmte 
so fiomislimg as when they left Simla. They had seen 
I), off on his httle cimse in the Clive the day before.. 
He was rather imhappy at gomg without any of his 
ladies 
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Nelly was annous to see the * Towers of Sflence, bo 
Lady Eeay took ub there in the afternoon Sir Jamsetjeo 
Jeejeebhoy came to do the honours of the place. It is 
really most interesting and canons, and although it 
would be hard to reconcfle oneself to the idea of laying 
out one fl dead to be tom to pieces by vnlturea yet 
undoubtedly the system hoa much to be said for it 
m a hot climate The Farsee idea is that the earth 
should not he contaminated by any decaymg matter 
and their fnnerals are conducted in these Towers 
of Silence in the following way The towers are 
ronnd but not very high, and are tmoovered. Inside 
there is a stone platform running all round with three 
sets of grooTea eloping downwards towards a deep 
empty well m the centre The outer circle of grooTea 
iB for men — good actions * the second Ime for women 
— good words and the third for children — *good 
thoughta. When a person dies he le placed on an iron 
bier and earned by official oorpse-bearem aocompamed 
by a procession of fnendfl and mourners all waltmg, 
and all kept together by holding the ends of white 
pooket-handkerohiefe between them. TfTien they reach 
tlie place the friende stand at a diBtance from the 
tower the corpse- bearers strip the corpse at the en 
trance and place the body naked m one of the grooTea 
The vultures are all sitting on the trees and woUb 
watching and m less than five hours after they liave 
reduced it to a skeleton In about eight days the bones 
are completely dried up, and they are then lifted 
with tongs and thrown into the central well where they 
crumble away into dust The rain washes down mto 
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this "well, and gradually caiiies all away into drams 
provided for the pmpose, and which have large filters 
at either end, so that when the water reaches mother 
earth there is no contammatmg matter m it. 

No one is allowed to enter these towers, of which 
there are seven m the enclosme, so the whole method 
is explamed over a httle model We walked through 
the pretty garden, and admued the splendid view, and 
gazed at the outside of these mysterious towers, and at 
a vulture keepmg watch upon the waU, while numbers of 
them were sittmg on the trees Om guide told us that 
neither a dead vultme nor a yoimg bud had evei been 
seen there They build then nests elsewhere, and I 
suppose they creep home to die m some other place 

There is one room m the garden where the sacred 
file 18 kept ever bmmmg, and there the mommeis can go 
and pray if they feel so inclmed We unbeheveis may 
not look upon the fire, but the smell of bmmng sandal- 
wood was very sweet ' 

Frulay, i2tli — Nelly and Eachel were to have started 
to-day, but a cyclone delayed the marl, and they get 
an extra day on shore We went to see the Gama 
Hospital, over which Miss Pechey and Miss Bllaby pre- 
side It is a female hospital 

Just before gomg out I had a most dehghtful sm prise 
The Maharajah of Jeypore wrote me a very nice letter 
and sent me a lakh of rupees for my Fund, and m com- 
memoration of the Queen’s Jubilee I am pleased ' 
This is my first very big sum, and I am sme that this 
year my medical affans will be placed on a much firmer 
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fonndafaon tlmn they have hitherto been, through laok 
of money The two lady doctors dmed at Government 
House both of them are very nice On our way home 
from OUT drive Lady Beay took us to have tea at the 
Yacht Club It was vary pleasant "We sat at the 
edge of a parapet and looked at the harbour iUuminated 
by a nsmg and most gi^ntio moon couples ‘ of sorts, 
as they say m India, were walkmg up and down between 
ufl and the Club whidi itself looked like a great Swiss 
chalet on the stage The whole scene indeed was rather 
theatrical and even the moon was somewhat pantomimic. 
The tea was very good and very refreshing in this most 
thirsty place 

S<[turday i^th — After an early luncheon we drove 
down to the dock, and I went on board with the girls 
We had hoped D would have been in m tune to see them 
ogam but there were no Eogns of the Ohte though we 
knew she was near The Paranuitta is a fine ship and 
Nelly and Bach el have good cabms Eachel leaves me 
altogether and Nelly goes home for a year We shall 
TTURfl them both very much. 

The Paramatta passed quite close to the CUve and 
Nelly must have been disappomted not to see her father 
on the bridge but unfortunately he had a slight touch 
of fever and was in bed D s reception at the dock 
and m the town was very fine but I did not see it 

Monday iSth — Lady Beay gave a purdah party for 
me to-day so the drawing room and part of the large 
verandah were shut off from the outer world and the 
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native ladies weie leceived theie It was a veiy pretty 
sight, and the guests weie most of them veiy cheerful 
and happy-lookmg A few could speak Enghsh qmte 
well Theie weie two Aiab ladies with fine faces, and 
two Peisians, weaimg shoit iietticoats of biocade, long 
white stockmgs, and patent-leathei shoes They had 
gold-and- white lace shawls over then heads and fastened 
undei then chms. One woman theie is lathei a 
celebiity m India just now She is veiy weU educated, 
speakmg Enghsh peifectly, but when she was a child 
she was maiiied, oi what we should caU betiothed, to a 
boy, and now that she is giown up she has lefused io go 
to him as his wife, and the case is bemg tiled m Court 
It mvolves a great pimciple, and is a test case of much 
mteiest 

Fom httle gnls aiiived so late that I only just saw 
them, but they weie most wonderfully dressed They 
had lound caps covered with jewels on then heads, some 
of which weie wound up and revolved Then hair was 
plaited m a quantity of small tails endmg with eoid and 
go’d tassels and corns, a very heavy headdress They 
had velvet embi ordered jackets and very wide short sknts, 
and they were aU veiy bright and hiendly. This tea 
party was lathei huiiied ovei, as we had to go on to 
another at the house of a Paisee lady On this occasion 
it vas not a iiuidah party The Paisees look paiticulaily 
pietty when you see them m numbeis. They have fine 
eyes, and they diape themselves m such soft material and 
such lovely dehcate coloms Then garment is generally 
edged with a band of silver embioideiy, and a ne\^ pattern 

"SOL n F 
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has just come out which has the word ‘ God m Roman 
letters repeated over and over ogam in the same way that 
the MahometonB have Allah It is rather startling to 
our eyes Our hostess Mrs Cowasjee Readymoney has 
been a good deal m England and is on exceedmgly 
bright and handsome httle woman She presented me 
to everyone as our Countess There were sisters and 
sisterB-m law and relations of all kinds assembled m a 
large room with marble colnmns and open on to the 
staircaBO with a fine view of the sea from the windows 
It was a drum so we went through a number of mtro- 
duotions had a oup of tea, beard one song and then tore 
ourselves away m tune to dress for dinner The society 
was much amused by the son of the house a httle boy 
whom I had seen in London. I asked him if he had hked 
England and he said ‘ Not muoh which was a piece of 
unexpected truth speaking greatly appreciated by the 
bystanders However as it was the absence of black 
ants m England he deplored, I could not sympathise 
with hiB reasons. These black ants are always crawling 
abont here and make one qmte uncomfortable 

Tuesday 16th — This morning the mail came m 
bringing with it Lord and Lady Wynford and Pnnee 
Leopold of Prussia. They were in a cyclone on Pnday 
and Saturday were battened down and were very much 
alarmed Think how fortunate we are that D escaped 
it in the Chre and that the Paramatta missed it too 1 
D many small durbars and return Yimts to-day 
and was kept very busy I drove with Lady Eeay and 
had an mterview with Mr Malaban a reformer Ho 
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had to gire away prizes at the School of Art and wo 
both had engagements after that which we were too late 
to folfil In the evening there wae a large dinner here 
and a ball at the Yacht Club The ball was very prettilv 
arranged The grounds on either side were dlnminated 
and some of the ships in the harbour were hghted up 
The supper was well managed and the entertainment 
was altogether a great success 

Tlinrtday iStJi — We made time for one httle bit of 
sight-seemg to-day D looked at some docks and forti- 
fioahons and lunched at the Yacht Club as Sir Charles 
Arbuthnot a guest and then we met him at the landing 
place and all went off together to see the celebrated 
Oaves of Elephanta. With the caves themselves I was 
a httle disappomted, but the tnp through the harbour 
and the views from the island were delightful. Land 
mg at Elephanta you find a long stone stairway up 
the till], Eind m our case the usual paraphernalia for 
tea at the top The principal cave is a great square 
hftll cut out of the rock with rows of pfllars down the 
centre and mutilated statuee of gods and goddesses 
stondmg m rehef round the walls The age of th»e 
caves IB unknown but they are supposed to have been 
excavated between the eighth and thirteenth can 
tunes 

In the evenmg there was a reception given for us by 
Sir Jamselijee Jeejeebhoy The ladies of his family re- 
ceived us m a room on the ground floor and conducted 
us upstairs where we walked through rows of people 
and spoke to some and then stood at the top of the 
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Yicoroy replying to thmr vanons sn^esticmfl and re- 
qnests It IS almost the first tune einoe he came to 
India that D has let hiroflelf speak out, and all he said 
seemed to be highly appreciated. The native gentlemen 
who presented the addresses were really superior men 
and the greater number of them understood English 
We had tea and spoke to the ladies and then drove off 
to see os much as possible of Poona before sunset. The 
baroar was as usual a delightful sight the cunous 
old houses filled from roof to doorway with picturesque 
figures, graceful dusky creatures swathed m harmomous 
reds and bines and httle naked children squeaking or 
clapping their hands as the Yicerofa cortege galloped 
rapidly by The roads at Poona are very good wide 
and shaded by treee on either side There are two 
nvers there and very pretty gardens and houses. We 
went to see the Government House, Oaneshkiud of which 
we have alwajrs heard so much The views at Poona 
ore very English — a fiat country with low hillB m the 
distance and it has a delightful climate m the rams 

We dmed m our tram and travelled all night 

Saturday 20th — We breakfasted in the railway 
station at Nandgaon It was decorated with red, blue and 
green bunting, and with stuffed heads of deer and tiger 
Hien we started off on a long drive of forty six miles 
to the Caves of EDora. The country is quite flat but 
before us all the way we saw a long low ndge of 
lulls, and when we got near to these we found our camp 
was on the top of this tableland Our horses with pom 
and difficulty dragged ns to the summit whence we 
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way home, bnt are to revisit it to morrow so I will teD 
yon of its outside now, and must finish my deecnption 
when I have seen it agam I am sure it is one of the 
wonders of the world and should be put m the same 
category with the Pyramida and Thebes The Temple of 
Kailas IS a complete budding cut out of the solid rock 
It is like a beautiful and highly decorated palace in a 
pit There is a wide passage all round it but the great 
wall of rook rises high on every mde and helps one to 
comprehend the marvellous nature of the work A 
narrow gateway has been left and this is rather a pity 
as without it one good view of the temple could be ob- 
tamed, whereas now you have either to look down upon it 
from above or to gaxe up at it from quite close and yon 
cannot get a general view Inside the court and at either 
Bide of the budding are two beautiM carved pdlars to 
hold Btandaids, and two big elephants, all carved out of 
the rook* I do not know whether I have made you 
understand that the whole thing is monohthic. Even 
gasmg at it, it is difilooit to behove this and to realise 
that no one bit of this elaborate structure has been 
done separately and that nothing is stuck om A wide 
and deep passage must have been first out, leaving 
a gigantic block of stone in the centre thip must then 
have been shaped into a temple outside chambers and 
gallenes and pfllars out inside and finally the whole 
covered with elaborate repreaentations of historical and 
mythological subjects The base of the temple is a 
dado of elephants tigers and gnffins fighting or 
feeding and all m strong relief appearing to support 
the upper storeys. Above this the camng is much 
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moie delicate and muinte, and it ■would take days to 
examine it m detail. 

We had a long dmnei It was veiy good and veiy 
well aii.anged, butaftei thnty-sixhouis of unmterrupted 
tiaveUmg, functions, and sight-seeing, two hours spent 
at table aie most ti3nng Theie weie two comses hefoie 
the soup, and vaiious Indian dishes were added to the 
aheady lengthy biU of fare, so I was extiemely sleepy 
hy the end of it, and was glad to say good-night to the 
foui ladies who aie m camp as soon as xiossible after it 
was ovei 

Sunday, 2 isi, to Tuesday, 237 d — I went down to the 
-caves agam and spent a long time m the Kailas The more 
one sees of it the moie wondeiful it seems to be The 
cential haU has fom lows of magnificent piUais, and the 
whole was once decoiated -with hescoes, but the colour 
has almost entnely disappeaied Even m the outside 
walls of rock, gaUeiies and chambeis have been cut, and 
multitudes of sculptuied figuies adoin eveiy yaid of the 
suiface 

We saw two othei fine caves, one a Jam temple The 
plan is much the same as that of the Biahmin and 
Buddhist ones, the only pecuhaiity bemg that the Jam 
caves open one mto anothei like 100ms m a house The 
Jam lehgion was a compiomise between Biahminism 
and Buddhism, and the figme of Buddha, undei a 
diffeient name, is to be seen m eveiy chapel The last 
Biahmimcal cave we saw was cut out of the spm of a 
hfil, and was open on thiee sides to the an and hght, 
which made it lathei diffeient horn the others The 
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Tomb of AurimgBcbo wns imother thing to be neited m 
tins neighbourhood The great Emperor did not ^ah 
more spent upon his burying place than he had earned 
m hifl life and as hia copies of the Koran had not 
fetched more than 700 rupees, his grave is eiceedingiy 
aunplo As D approached it an old man stepped 
fonvard and chanted something the translation of which 
was Aunmgrebe, late Emperor of Delhi, I present to 
you the representative of the present Emperor of Delhi 
then sugar candy and spioee were offered to D and we 
proceeded on our way 

We spent one night at Aurangabad it was very 
prettily lUuminated and there were fireworl^ after 
dinner and an address m the morning This was the 
beginning of a very long day When the reply was 
given, and D had looked at the beautiful box m which 
the address T\ae put and I had ihauked our entertainers 
for a book of photographs we got mto our carnages and 
drove on and on till eight 0 clock m the evening 
We did stop for two hours m the middle of the day but 
as during that time we worked harder than ever I wish 
you to understand we had eleven hours of unmterrupted 
fatigue. 

What we stopped to see was a very interestmg and 
wonderful thing — the old Hindu Eortress of Daulatabad 
The country here is absolutely flat with the exception of 
the ndge of tableland which I have before described and 
a few isolated peaks or hills rising suddenly and straight 
from the plain The fortress is built on one of these but 
the cunoufl part of it is the scarped wall which surrounds 
it and which you understand better when you have 
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climbed some \\ ay up , then } on sec that a deep moat 
has been cut m the sohd loch .jiist wheie it slopes doiivn 
to the level. The blight gieen watei which liUs it looks so 
loi ely between the two v alls of stone, but horn the outside 
you only see the mnei one, a smooth adamantme cucle 
suiiounchng a lofty peak of eaith and lock, suimounted 
by a sohtaiy gun. To leach this we went thiough sub- 
teiianean passages and up steep and naiiow staiis, and 
finally sank down exhausted on the gim, wondeimg how 
it ever was hi ought up theie “When ve had admned 
the view sufficient!}’’ we began to descend, but we did look 
with some legiet at a beautifully laid-out lunch-table 
which had been spiead ‘foi the fiist time withm the 
memoiy of man ’ almost at the very top Unfoitunately 
contiadictoiy oideis had been sent theie, and while 
glass and chma and sdvei and floweis were above, the 
piovisions weie below, and it was oi darned that we should 
lehesh oiuselves at the bottom We weie veiy hungry, 
and we knew we had a six horns’ drive before us, so we 
were ready to eat anywhere and to go on as fast as pos- 
sible Some lazy and jaded people had not made the 
ascent at all, but we weie extremely glad we had explored 
the whole of this ancient and marvellous place 

The sight of om railway carnage at the end of the 
day was veiy dehghtful, and we slept qmetly m a sidmg. 

Now we have two days’ tiavelhng and another mght 
stationary before leachmg Hyderabad, and as the post 
goes to-moiiow I have had to wiite om last adventures 
m the tram, and shall begm a new chapter theie D. 
received one address at Ahmednugger on the way, but 
otherwise he consideis this a tune of rest 
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Wediietday 24 t]t — Vie amved at Hyderabad m the 
afternoon the Mminter Nawab Salar Jong came a ferr 
stations down the line to meet the Viceroy and at 
Hyderabad was the Nuam himself attended by all hia 
nobles. He le a small man with long black hair and 
whiskers, dark eyes straight featnres, and a sad face 
He wore a black Peraian cap and European clothes The 
costumes of his nobles were more splendid Most of 
them are big men Nawab Salar Jung is quite a giant 
Their dress is something of a onifonn, and though not 
very Eastern is handsome Moat of them have white 
caps and black doth tunica with gold belts and buttons 

Mr Oordery the Remdent was at the station, and 
we drove thence to his bouse The state carnages are 
bright yellow and the Nuam s hvanes are yellow and 
silver They look very smart. / 

The Eemdenoy is a fine house. It is built on the 
model of our Calcutta boose but with two wmgs m 
stead of four the central haD goes up to the roof with 
a gallery and two storeys of pfllars and is a very hand 
some room 

Tliurtday 2$0i — The durbar for the Niaam was held 
this morning I went mto the gallery round the big hnll 
/ have just described io you, from which one confd see 
both the amval of the Niaam and the whole ceremonial 
following The view from the wmdow was very pretty 
the garden of the Residency is just m front of the house 
and there are some very fine treee m the oompound. 
To-day the whole place la frifl of soldiers on English 
guard faces the great flight of steps which leads on to a 
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"Wide veLandali aiianged as a lOom, and -winch is just 
off the duihai hall, and the avenue up to the house is 
lined with cavahy The Nizam came m his yellow coach 
with fom giey hoises, yellow postiUions, and yellow syces 
too He looked smaitei and moie Eastern than yestei- 
day, m black clothes, with his Stai of India and blue 
ribbon to brighten them up The dmbai was veiy fine 
do look at, but it always appears to be extremely dull to 
the people engaged m it. The Viceioy and the Nizam 
sat side by side on a soit of dais, and theie weie two 
lows of gold aim-chans arranged m a semicncle horn 
the thrones to the entrance When it was over D. 
conducted the Nizam to the dooi, and he drove off m 
state This afternoon the return visit was paid, and I 
am soiiy I could not look on at it, as they say it was 
different horn any other and very pictuiesque. The 
Nizam’s body-guard are Arabs, and there are many 
strange costumes worn by his followers. 

We received a -visit from the childien of one of the 
Nawabs I never saw nicer httle cieatmes The eldest 
is a girl of eight, and is just on the verge of the pmdah. 
When she heaas of it, she says, ‘ I wish I had not been 
born a httle MoguUy gnl ’ The three otheis are boys. 
They all wore diamond and emerald necklaces and gold 
aoiklets, and they had big black eyes, and were most 
hiendly and hvely Even the baby of two yeais old 
understood Enghsh, ajid the otheis spoke it well. The 
smaller ones were dehghted -with blowmgmy watch open, 
and I am m hopes I had a great success with them The 
gnl IS to -write her first Enghsh letter to me Her 
governess is horn Belfast, and D. had once been kmd to 
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ier father so she ms very pleased that her pnpilfl 
showed off so welL I hope to visit their mother After 
this I saw several other jieople a Parsee lady who 
brcraght a piece of work she hod done for me, the 
OivQ Surgeon and two lady doctors The one was a 
missionary the other Miss "White is paid by the Niram 
and hoe been doing well here for several years She has 
a very good reputation as a doctor and is much liked 
There were sports late m the afternoon but it gets 
dark so soon that we did not finish the programme 
In addition to the usual tent-peggmg there was a tug 
of war an elephant agamst seventy men I think the 
former would have won but the rope broke, and as 
the monster seemed angry at being made to take port 
in such frivoUty the expenment was not repeated- We 
aIaq saw on elephant race and that was very fanny the 
great animals waddled along very fast but without any 
apparent wish to get the one before the other A camel 
race followed the camels bemg mode to he down m the 
middle of the race while their riders fired three rounds 
from their humps out of camel guns then mounted 
agam, androdeon. The Nuam himself won a pnsa He 
was the onlyperson who succeeded m picking up a sma l l 
nng from the ground with the point of his lance as he 
galloped by These sports were held on the racecourse- 
Directly you leave the baxoar you find yourself in a fine 
•open country with beautifu] grassy ndes and thip course 
IB a very pretty one, with a fine stand erected on it 
There were immense orowds ofmostpiotoresque spectators 
■coUeoted on the other side of the rafling 

In the evening the Niram entertamed us at dinner 
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in a leally magnificent way. We diove m an open 
carnage thiough the city (diamond ciown and all) to 
■see the lUummations , the whole place was outhned 
with lamps, and theie was a paling down each side of 
the stieets, with hghts hung in diagonal patterns aU 
ovei it , and behind it and m tieis between the lows of 
hghts above weie thousands of people loolung on The 
aiches weie gigantic, and looked like real buildmgs hghted 
up The stieets weie hned with tioops, and ‘ God save 
the Queen ’ bioke out eveiy now and then until we 
leached the palace 

It IS a fine Itahan stiuetine, suiroundmg two laige 
squares oi gardens, both of which weie biiUiantly 
illummated, the shape of the buildmgs bemg marked 
out, and aU the flower-beds boideied with hght We 
weie received m that pait of the palace which hes 
between the two squares, and then walked across the 
second garden to the dmmg-ioom. Two hundred guests 
sat down to dinner m one long room, which is more than 
1 ,000 feet long Sittmg m the middle, I could not see 
sithei end The table was covered with gold plate and 
flowers, and we looked out on the illummated garden 
The seivmg was well managed, and I do not think the 
dmnei lasted more than an horn and a half The Nizam 
sat between D and me The Viceroy proposed his health 
m a veiy mce speech and m a stentorian voice, and the 
Nizam said in reply, ‘ I propose the health of Loid and 
Lady Duffer m ’ After this we spent an horn m the 
garden lookmg at fireworks Opposite us was a tians- 
qraiency of D and me and the Nizam The two gentle- 
men were shakmg hands, and I stood by in a grass green 
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drees At a distance it looked very well I don t think 
I can giro you any details of the fireworks, as one dis 
play hears a strong faioily likencEs to another they made 
much noise and went turning and twisting, and wnth 
mg and mahing and starting up and showering down 
and ended up with a very large "Welcome standmg out 
against the sky 

Friday 26th — The Viceroy hod bosiness fill twelvo 
o clock, and I saw a depntatien of native gentlemen from 
Berar about my Fund and also went to see the six 
students who are being trained here for medical wort 
Then we went out for the day We drove eleven miles 
passing through Secunderabad to Bolarmn At the 
former place there was on address On the steps lead-^^ 
mg up to the hall dancing girls stood chanting a 
welcome each one holdmg a lighted candle m her hand 
on ancient and symhohcal custom above them were the 
girls of a native school and the children from a military 
orphanage. The address was occompamed by a piece 
of plate, the handsome box bemg on a silver tray On 
onr way we drove along on embankment which dams 
up a big lake or rather forma one and we passed 
through some fine barracks before arriving at the mess 
house of the Hyderabad Contmgent, Colonel Bell is 
the Officiating Commandant there, and the officem gave 
us a splendid lunch m their very beautiful ball room 
I) proposed the Contingent b health and then we had to 
hurry off to fulfil another engagement Salar Jung had 
asked us to tea on the Meer Alum Lake and we had to 
gallop fifteen miles to get there before sunset "When we 
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did leacli ihc plucc, wc had a \cn jdcasant houi tlicic 
The lake an ailificial one, like the one \ic sa^^ this 
inoining, and is liold hack h\ an emhankment, mIiicIi is 
on an iincoinnion piinciple It is like a long lailway 
budge King on its side, tlic aichcsciii\c im\aids toi^aids 
the lake, and the but ti esses stand out toi\aids the plain 
It makes a ^cl^ plcU^ edge to the lake Hut \ihen you 
cease to look at this ^^all, }Ou cannot hohe^ c that the 
lake IS ailificial, it is such a pielty one, and the pccii- 
haiilies of geological foiiuation heic aie seen to gicat 
ad\anlagc All about Il^deiahad theic aic gieat piles 
of lock and stone thioiin about m an e\tiaoidinaiy 
mannei, as if some giant had bulled them do^^^l in heaps, 
01 as if cveiy bit of caitli had been washed away, 
leaving only Ihc stones behind In the lake these 
nigged locks witli a fc^^ gicen bushes and sliiiibs gio"^- 
mg about them, foim most pictuicsque islands, and the 
hugest of them is ci owned b> a small mosque We got 
on boaid a little steamci, wheie the Nizam jomed us, 
and we vent loiind the lake, and saw the sim set, and 
enioyed it all ^ely much 

We only just got home in time to diess foi dmnei, 
and on om vay we diove thiough the city, which was 
agam lUummated !Mi. Coideiy had a laige baU m his 
fine loom, the Nizam and a numbei of his nobles bemg 
piesent H H sat m the galleiy most of the tune and 
looked down upon the dancmg D disappeaied veiy 
eaily, but I lemamed tiU a^tei suppei 

Satuiday, 2yth — The gentlemen went out panther 
speaimg m the moimng, and killed two The pool

oreaturee are let out of cages and the huntsmen nde 
after them with spcnre Lord ‘Willmm got one panther 
and ho and his horse were rolled over by another but 
fortunately the beast thought only of escape, and did not 
stop to e xamin e the d^bns or to pick up the pieces and so 
no harm was done The Viceroy was by my orders kept 
safe on the top of an elephant and I fear he did not see 
much, but then he returned home uninjured which was 
what I was anxious for 

He had a very busy morning doing all the Hyderabad 
buamess long mtemews with the Resident and Foreign 
Secretary with the Nisam and with Salar Jung He 
was pleafted with the reeult but as no pubho announce- 
ment has been made on the subject I cannot confide 
anythmg to you 

I went to see the hospital m the morning, and after 
hmch vimted the wife of a Hyderabad noble whose chil 
dren I told you about the other day 5he was m his 
drawmg room not m her own apartments and he was 
present during our mterview So were the merry httle 
famriy She was a pretty woman with large melancholy 
eyes and she was beautifully mu£0ed m red and gold 
gauxe, her arms and head being laden with jewels. She 
nnderstands a little English and even ventured on saying 
a few words , 

Later m the afternoon I went with I) to another 
native house that of one of the first nobles of Hyder 
abad. The Nmam came there too and we a cup 
of tea and saw the Amason Guard consisting of 
about twenty women m brown nmforms and then some 
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About bn n'( ln( k \\cdio\(' to tin' station, <nid jiasscd 
tbc ni;dii in oin lailwn;!, (aniaqo^. \ftfr tln‘' a\c l]a^c 
t\\o ^\bok' dn\ '' in tbo tiain fioin \ \,m till nine o'clock, 
and \\( loaoli I\r\‘-oio on Tiu“:da\. sotli, at noon. 

'J'uc^ihvf 30t/; — Wo };ot to Baiiffalou' station last 
niolit , and cdianoni" c amnios, slept in tliem till 5 \ m 
I bad the ^fabaiaiali of I^hsoie’s, winch is a ^el3 
piett> ono dccoiatcd in white and gold, pist like a 
small bondon It is on a nan ow -gauge line The last 
two da^s’ 10111 no^ has been tlnoiigh a ically pietty 
countn. That pcenhui geological chaiacteii&tic with 
hillocks of loose lock continues all the wajq and as the 
piles of houldeis take most pictuiesque foims, as the 
lest of the landscape is leiy giccn, and as we constant!}^ 
Xiass o\ei incis 01 h} lakes, we often sec loiely bits 
of Bcenciy, and it is neaily alwajs inteiesting The 
night at Bangaloic was cold, and when we awoke this 
moinmg it was laimng and the sky was coveicd ivith 
clouds Happily it clcaicd befoie w'e cnteied klysoie, 
hut at this the most southern jilace we have been to m 
India, it IS qmte chilly and windy. The Mahaiajali’s 
biother and his klmistei came to Sermgapatam to meet 
us, and aftei biealrfastmg theie we went on and 1 cached 
oin destmation m half an houi A Shamiana had been 
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put up and -wnfl llllod uith pcopJo but a few soaveuiTB 
of the lato ram wore dropping through the centre of it 
Tho Maharajah who is a Tory nioe-lookmg young man 
and who is ono of the most enlightened of our pnncee 
mot us here and an address from the municipality was 
read and answered by the Ticeroy Some most compli 
mentory mottoes adorned the walls of the Shommna 
snch as Gentle in manner resolute m deeds For his 
country not himself Welcome friend of India s 
daughters- The address was in a lovely box made at 
Mysore It is of ebony mlaid with ivory and there are 
three medallions of carved ivory on the hd surrounded 
by a few httle rubies 

The Maharajah e oamage, in which he and D drove 
away was a very cunous one It had a pinnacled roof^^ 
was of a greenish colour and had some carving about trt 
— quite a state coach of the old fashioned type ^ 

There is a very ezeellent echool here for high-cafl|ite 
native girls, and as we drove along we passed betwe^en 
tiers and tiers of these httle ladies dressed in their grwce- 
fol costume and covered with jewels They Hang f(^ na 
as we stopped in front of them, and brought garlan/is to 
offer and cunous stiff tkouqnets surmounted by oreen 
wooden birds with talc winge and t ails The only jpeou 
hanty I notice m theee girls and in women m the stneets 
here is a streak of yellow pamt all round the jaw solme- 
famee it invades the cheek. These were the pupils of 
the Maharam a schooL Later we drove past another 
vast assembly of girlfl and boys educated by tho Wesleyan 
Mismon- The children of Mysore reaDy seem to have 
exceptional advantages, and it is pleasant to see how 
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much the Mahaiajah encomages education, and that the 
Mahaiani takes pait m his endeavoms to unpiove the 
condition of high-caste gnls Still diiving along, we saw, 
and also heard, a numhei of men playmg on six-feet hi ass 
ti limpets and lound diums, the noise was qmte deafen- 
mg, but they enhanced the local chaiactei of the scene 
The town was ciowded with people, and the di esses heie 
aie veiy blight and pietty. We aie staymg at the 
Eesidency , it belongs to the Mahaiajah, and so we have 
it to oui selves, and you can’t think what a lest that is 
to us , no civihties to do m one’s spaie moments ' The 
house IS so nice too, ‘ qmte Enghsh,’ and we aie most 
comfoitable. 

The Mahaiam unfoitunately is ill, and I cannot see 
hei She has thiee children — two gnls and ahoy. When 
we saw them they weie all earned m by men, though 
the eldest gnl is six yeais old She and hei sister 
looked mtensely solemn, and wore their han plastered 
very stiffly and smoothly down, the boy looked veiy 
dehcate 

The Mahaiajah himself di esses beautifully When 
he came to the station, he had a sort of loose kmcob 
coat and tmban For the dmbai he wore a violet velvet 
well-fittmg tiimc richly embioideied m gold, a magnifi- 
cent diamond necklace, the blue ribbon and Stai of 
India, and a tmban with jewels m it and a long tassel 
of peails hangmg at one side , at night his coat was 
black velvet, and he had on a second splendid diamond 
and peail necklace. 

After lunch Mrs LyaU, the Eesident’s wife, went 
wrth me to the Female Hospital It is a veiy mce new 
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one bat aa the doctors are men it is not yet a great 
success 00 for as purdah patients are concerned* '\^lule 
we were thero the Viceroy was paying his return Tisit 
to the Maharajah and we went on to join him at the 
palace where we spent a most delightful afternoon It 
IS (jmte one of the most quamt and old fashioned build 
mgs we have seen The front is m brilliant colours 
pfllars of red and yellow with great carved painted 
capitals and at each side of the door in rehef on the 
wall are two white elephants with painted howdahs 
the palace forme a square here and behind there is a 
second square with a round open pavihon m the centre 
for a circus or other entertamments and from an open 
verandah room m the palace spectators look on at the 
sports 

“We found D and the durbar m a curious old room, 
with low cehing and magmficeoit doors some of silver 
and some of ivory elaborately carved Everything looked 
really old and good and there were all sorts of quamt 
portraits and httle piotores hong about D was qmte 
delighted with it and after thoroughly flrnminmg tbia 
room we went all over the palace through narrow passages 
and up and down steps always seeing something m 
tereeting one very old room where mamngee ore held, 
another where the jewels were spread out a court on the 
top of the house where there was an aviary and a photo- 
grapher and where we sat for several groups an armoury 
where aH sorts of old and terrible weapons are to bo seen 
and then a library where thero is a collection of Sonscnt 
works We also saw the throne — a very large gold one 
with a gold umbrella over it and silver steps by which to 
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mount to the cli.m The !Mnhniainh ga\e us tea, and 
piescntc'd us ^\l^h some lo\cly Fpecimcns of !^^■\solc^^ood- 
cauTUg, and then ^\c saw Ins o^\n sitting-ioom ^Mth its 
more modem aiiangemonls, iMilin-f-lahlc, <*10 

B} tins time il iias quite dai]v,and buddenl^Mic wcio 
conducted into the pallet iilncli opens on to llic entrance 
coint, iilneh ^^e found hiilhanil^ illuminated and filled 
with tioops, leamig onh a space in the centic foi some 
pci foi malices You can t think what a lo^el 3 " sight it was. 
The \ciandah in which wc sat was iicli with Oiiental 
colouiing all the sinioundmg huildings weic picked out 
with light, and the one iinmediately op]>osite to us was a 
mass of led and gieen lamps, looking as though it was 
set with icwels Bound the walls weic mounted lanceis, 
then came a line of lanccis on foot, and then mfantiy 
legiments, these weic all in led, and acioss the fiont 
weic some smait ca\aln in blue and sihei Tlieic 
weiG also elephants with elaboiatcl} painted faces and 
fine howdahs, and men witli toichcs lighting up the 
whole 

Two enteitainraents went on at the same time — some 
aciohatic pcifoimauces ciicus people, and wiestlmg 
and dancing with swoids and spears by the natives of 
the place Theie was one lathei pietty tuck done wnth 
a large cncle of flame A senes of little lamps weie 
buinmg on an non hooii , a man came m whnlmg 
tins lapidly lound, sometimes letting it fall ovei him 
nearly to his feet, and then laismg it still levolvmg 
above his head 

We weie all dehghted with the scene, and were qmte 
Sony to be tom away to diess foi duinei There were 
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fifly four people at the banquet, and the Maharajah 
and his court came m at the end He proposed the 
Queen a health but the Hiwan mode the speech pro- 
posing the Viceroy’s, and a first-rate one it was. 
Mysore was restored to ite native rulers by the English 
Government some years ago and he spoke of the grati 
tude felt here on that account while we also may 
certainly congratulate ouTBelves upon the success of the 
erpenment D replied and then we went and sat 
ont and saw fireworks There was one most lovely 
bunch of rockets which spread into a great fan against 
the aky Some wild men from the MUs danced a war 
dance, brandishing swords to the musio of the big 
trumpets. 

We heard to- night of Nelly’s arrival m England 

Wtdntsday Deember ut — There was hunting in 
the early mommg with foichoandB but D did not go 
Terence enjoyed it much. 

At eleven we went out to open the Duffenn Poun 
tarn a handsome and osefol memonal of our visit put 
up by the Mshanyah and then on to the Maharam e 
school for high-caste girls where we were to give away 
the pnsee There are over 400 pupila and it is a 

more struck I was with the care and the wisdom and 
the practical good sense shown m all the arrangements 

Por the prise-giving the girls sat m rows. They 
were wrapped m bnght-ooloured sans with veiy smooth 
Wr plaited m a tail which was somefames ornamented 
with flowers, sometimes with jewels, and sometimes 
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€Oveied \Mtli gold, then* noses, eais, foieheads, aims, 
and ankles weie laden -with jewelleiy. They went thiough 
a httle piogiamme fiist, and sang foi us m Kanaiese 
(the language of this place), in Sansciit, m Telegu, m 
Hindi, and in Enghsh. They also played on a stimged 
mstiument called a vma It is quite a new idea foi 
Indian ladies to leain such a thmg, hut it has taken 
unmenseljq and is appieciated by then famihes , and it 
IS delightful to thmk of the pleasuie it must be to them- 
selves to play, and smg, and lead, and woik, and diaw 
as they aie taught heie, mstead of vegetatmg m ignoiance 
and enfoiced idleness When I had given the piizes 
the Yiceioy went away to leceive addi esses, and I le- 
mamed to see the school at woik 

The daughtei of Colonel Maitm, the Mahaiajah’s 
secietaiy, takes a gieat mteiest m the gnls, helping them 
with then music, lecenung them at hei house, and 
exammmg the school Miss Maitm and the Mahaiajah 
and a native gentleman, who has done the gieatei pait of 
the woik of oiganisation, went lound with me, and I saw 
all the classes The jumoi ones aie held m veiy long 
gaUeiies divided off by six-foot x^aititions The httle 
gnls squat on the flooi m a squaie I heaid them lead, 
and saw then sums m English figures, and heaid them 
gay then geogiaphy, and looked at then dictation and 
diawmg and woik, and was leally dehghted at the 
way m which eveiythmg is taught Then books have 
all been compiled expiessly foi them, and aie emmently 
suitable The second leadmg-book m both languages 
is ^sop’s Fables, and one could see they undei stood and 
liked the stones The moie advanced book is aU taken 
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from iheir oto religiona lustones, which are used as 
iUostrating moral lessons, Love to parents obedience 
to husbands profitless conversation, so that the 
book IB mtercsting and instructive and ifl moreover 
highly appreciated by the older members of the famfly 
whose prejudices might mterfere with the education of 
these girls were they not qmte satisfied with every 
arrangement made for them. Sanscrit is learnt so that 
the women may understand their prayers said m that 
language. 

Cookery is taught first in books then at home, and 
lastly at aohool, where the pnse for it is assigned I 
was so pleased, too to find that leesonfl on hygiene are 
mcludod m the course and the very book is used that 
I had filed on as the beet to recommend for the use 0 ?"^ 
native schools A hospital assistant takes the class bo 
that it is mtelligently taught 

There is also a Kindergarten class In fiici, the 
establishment Beems to me absolutely perfect, and many 
married women return to it to contmue their studies. 

In one room 1 found several mothers with their own 
httle chfldren the former being the pupils, I must 
not, however weary you with thin subject 

When we were break&stmg tbiR mommg a servant 
handed na each a small bouquet and aa ha did bo he 
said A dehcate attention I A dehcate attention ! 

It sounded so funny Afterwords the same ttiati pre 
sented an address to me and os ho unfolded it he said 
This is another bnihant conception He represented 
himself os having many misfortunes first an unlimited 
family with limited means He calls Inmself G P 
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Don Juan, talented Lej)idopteia,’ and lie wanted to 
piesent me with a case of biittei flies, which, he said, 
would look beautiful, m the diawmg-ioom, ‘ much bettei 
than Bnghsh pictuies ’ 

The Viceioy’s two deputations weie, one horn Cooig, 
a small State undei oui lule, and one fiom some coffee- 
planteis The foimei wear a veiy pictuiesque diess — a 
long dark blue garment, the sleeves of which reach only 
to the elbow, showmg a white shnt-sleeve to the wiist, 
a led sash with daggers m it round the waist, and a 
large tiuban The coflee-planteis had no grievances to 
complam of, and even like the falhng rupee Is not 
that mce of them ? 

After lunch we went to the top of a very high hill, 
which I ascended m a jhampan borne by twelve men, who 
chanted as they went up the thousand steps , it was a 
wild sort of song, which sounded very mspnitmg D 
rode up the othei side of the hill, and we met at the 
top, where we admned the view of the country and a 
fine specimen of a Hmdu temple which crowns the hiU 
Near the top there is a monolith of a sacred bull, of 
which I got a photograph with his Biahmm priests m 
attendance on him. Oui descent was rather fatigumg, 
as the thousand steps were very shppeiy The Maha- 
rajah drove us home himself with fom horses 

In the evening we went at a foot pace aU through 
the town — lookmg at illummations and at transparencies 
of omselves, touehmg trays full of fimts, acceptmg 
garlands of flowers, and bemg pelted with lose-leaves — to 
the Town HaU, where we saw a Kanaiese play acted, 
and a nautch, and a man climbmg uii a ladder made of 
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sharp knivee with a heavy pot of wator on his head. 
TVe eat with the Mahartyah nnder a splendid canopy 
and the entertainment would have lasted hours only 
that he very kindly shortened it for us 

Thirtday 2nd — We were ready to leave Mysore 
early in the morning and the Maharajah drove ns to 
Senngapatam m his brake It was a lovely day and we 
went by a very pretty road At one place we got ont 
to see what a village house was like We fonnd m it a 
bedstead m one oomer foox cows and some chickens in 
the centre, and no other ftimitnre or signs of habitation 

At Senngapatam we drove first of all to the Puke 
of Wellington s house. It is entirely open both down 
stairs and up with arches and no doors and the wholes 
IS nchly decorated and has just now been very well 
restored, so it looks bnlhant On the front of this 
pavOion 16 depicted one long battle-scene and the details 
of the picture ore most cunoufl and amnemg the rest 
of the pamting of the house is pure decoration. We 
breakfested there and then went on to see Hyder Ah s 
and Tippoo Sahib a tombs and to the Fort where the 
particulars of the si^e were explamed to us. I will not 
attempt to repeat the information to you I

there wo ported from the Jfoharajah having greatly 
enjoyed our visit to him and having h*k 6 d him ei 
ceedmgly 

We reached Bangalore m the evening and had a 
splendid reception the roadsides crowded ■with people

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Residency , soldicis lining the sticels, bands, sllo^^els of 
LOsc-lea\es, schools, Hags, banncis, and the mjsteiioiis 
initials E D siuck up c\ci>\\lieie Wo cannot bo quite 
suie ^\llat they mean, and can only thinlv of Eail 
Dufleim 

Ml and Mis. Lyall live hcio, and, as ^^c had 
lepcatedly been told of the c\eecding smallness of the 
Residency, I ^^as suipiised to find xialatial looms and a 
chaiming house Oiu pool Simla cottage uould almost 
fit mto then dia'wing-ioom Thcic ^^as, as usual, a 
banquet and a le^ee bcfoic bedtime 

FmUni, 2 , 1 ( 1 — I ^\as lathei imhappy at not heaimg 
of the childien’s aiinal at Colombo, and it -was a lelief 
this morning to get a telegiam fiom Heimie, ‘All 
lieifectly ^vell , passage ^ely bad’ I am so soiiy they 
have been loiocked about, and only hope they weie not 
fiightened Letteis have also come fiom home which tell 
me that they had been detamed foui days at Poitland, so 
I feai they leally have had a teiiiblc time 

Theie was a leview this moinmg, but I did not go 
to see it, and stayed quiet till the afternoon, when D. 
and I weie taken to see some gaidens and to have tea 
m a paik. The 52nd Light Infantiy gave the tea, and 
some veiy handsome pubhc offices neai weie lUummated 
Theie were a dinnei and ball at the Residency Theie aie 
a good many nice ladies heie, and it was a pietty dance. 

Sabunday, 4.th — ^We lunched with the 12th Lanceis, 
and they gave an afternoon entertainment, with a musical 
ride and a Loyd-Lmdsay competition. It was all veiy 
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BDccessfal The weather was, however cold and rainy 
D and I left the Eemdenoy after dinner but he got into 
hiB tram and slept at the station while I started for 
Madras m mine We go different ways the next few days 

Madras Sunday ^th — Here I am, sitting on the 
bnnk of a stormy ocean waiting for my poor children. 

It IB quite horrid how the wind blows and worse still the 
way in which people tell me that eometmies the ship is 
hept outside this harbonr for a weelw Mr Bonrke has 
telegraphed to ask me to stay here, and lam much tempted 
to do so but have not yet quite decided D will amye 
on Batnrday and we conld all sail together if I wait 

Sir M. Grant Duff met me at the station he is 
alone here with his Staff. It is very kind of him to hare ^ 
me here on the eve of his departure 

Monday 6th — Sir H. Grant Duff drove me out 
to Gmndy which I only saw by night when I was here 
before. It consists of three very white double bungalows 
jomed by oovared passages an Italian sort of architec 
tnre with pHlara and carved comicee The park is two 
milefl round and there are mce gardens glowing with 
the most lovely and bnlhant crotons 

I had an interview with Mrs Bcharlieb the head of 
the Oaste Hospital here, which \raa not gmte so satisfao 
tory as I had hoped The finances of the said hospital 
are not in a flourishing condition and the want of a 
substantial endowment fond is greatly felt 

Tutiday yih — I saw Sir M Grant Duff off to-day 
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■and was mnch disappointed that the Muzapoie did not 
come m Not only my pieeious childien, hut also Mr. 
Bom'ke, the new Goveinoi of Madias, aie on board 
of hei Theie was a lumoui that she was sighted, but 
when I went down to the haiboui I found it was untiue 
The officials who had to lament ‘ Le loi est moit ’ weie 
rathei reheved that they weie not called upon to say 
^ Vive le 101 ’ the same afternoon , but I am soiiy the 
childien have another night at sea, and as many gentle- 
men m unifoim came down to the harbour after the 
tiam left, and as the carnage and four and all the body- 
guard were out, it would not have been so difficult to 
manage the two functions after all We remam here to- 
night with the new Mihtaiy Secretary, Major Stuart 
Mackenzie, as oui host 

Wednesday, Zth — I was up at six, and got down 
to the piei just m time to see the boat arrive, with 
the childien gesticulating wildly as they discovered me 
waitmg for them They look weU, though they have 
been very dl, and then last days have been wretched It 
was a very happy meetmg, and they are full of descrip- 
tions of the events of then voyage 

In the afternoon I took them to the People’s Park, 
where there is a small collection of animals We saw 
quite a big tiger suckmg a baby’s bottle of milk, and 
some young hyenas fed m the same way 

It IS cold here, and as the house is built for great 
heat one feels it greatly 

Tuesday, i4.th — Satmday was to have been such a 
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happy day, D retnrnmg to ns and onr all being together 
nt lost but there was a nft in the lute, D had accepted 
Mr Bourke b invitation to sleep at Government House 
and wo were to go on board early next morning I 
found however that Hermie hod a headache and looked 
feverish so I made her he down till the time for D s 
amvah and then she was able to go down to help to 
receive him Dr Fmdlay was with D and I had him 
up at once and he found Hermie s temperature was 102 

I then decided to take her and the other children on 
board leaving D on shore. This renewed separabon 
was a disappomtment you must allow The harbour 
was by way of being calm but there was a terrible swell, 
and we were rolled about in an alanmng way on our 
voyage to the Cltve Once there I put my mvahd mto 
my bed — a real bed — and I slept on a sofa by her D 
came on board on Sunday morning and happily the 
weather changed completely and Stmday Monday and 
to-day (Tuesday 14th) it has been perfectly oAlm and 
very warm and pleasant 

D is enjoymg the rest on board (a ehip bemg tl(e 
only place where busmess cannot reach him ) and RPftijig 
the children about him is very pleasant the hohday 
would have been perfect but for Hermie b iHnesB, j 

I must now try to tell you a httle about the bit of 
the tour which I missed when I came to Madras 

D went first to Tnchmopoly and then on to Madura, 
which seems to have bean extremely mteresbng The 
temple there is most lovely and ib filled with great 
flgurea of demons and animals some of gold and some 
of silver the temple itself bemg covered with beanfaful 
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caivmg both outside and m, and being an immense 
place. Theie aie nauteh gnls theie who aie dedicated 
to the seivice of the temple, and who dance hefoie the 
goddess, and they also iieifoimed befoie the Viceioy 
Then costume seems to be most extiaordmaiy The 
fiont pait hangs in petticoats, but the back is only 
tiousers, and the effect is peculiai. 

Tanjoie was the next place D went to, and rathei a 
funny thmg happened to him theie He was gomg ovei 
the palace with the lepiesentative of the old Pimces 
of Tanjoie, who had aiianged foi D to speak to the 
eleven Earns and othei ladies thiough the puidah , but 
when it came to the time foi this mteiview, he said, 
^ No, you aie the Viceioy , you may come behmd the 
pmdah,’ and accoidmgly he shpped him withm its sacied 
piecmcts The ladies had not expected him, and weie 
not diessed out m then best, and no one could speak 
any mtelhgible language Howevei, a soit of chattel mg 
went on, and they made signs towaids a chan, which, 
bemg coveied with ciunson cloth, D thought he was 
to sit down on He tmned, and was just about to do 
so, when he thought he saw a shght movement, and he 
fancied there might be a httle dog theie, when two 
women pulled the cloth open, and there was the prm- 
cipal Earn ' — a httle old woman who only leached half- 
^ way up the back of the chan, and whom the Viceroy 
had been withm an ace of squa.shmg He said it gave 
him such a turn > 

He went on to Pondicherry, where a very great 
reception was given him by the French Governor 
There was a long banquet with speeches at every course,

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and then a ball at vihidh B sat on a throne between the 
dances and there was a cotiHon during which he got 
no rest from which he brought home a lock of hair tied 
up with blue ribbon which he said belonged to Hennette, 
but which I found had really come out of a cracker 
B looked very tired when he got to Madras as well 
he might for he has had seven weeks of really hard 
work — travelling eight-seeing performing funotionB and 
carrying on his usual busmess The comphcated 
arrangements for our tours ore all made by Lord 
■Wniiam Borefiford who has a perfect genius for organi 
sation TVe travel by special tram, and every day s 
journey every function we have to perform, every mter 
view accorded every entertainment accepted every sight 
to be seen all our dinners luncheons and teas are 
tuned and noted down and a complete programme of 
them all is printed and given to us before we start. 
Lord W ihifljn never leaves anything in the busmess 
way to chance, and seems to foresee and to provide 
against every possible contmgency bo that the whole 
thing works smoothly and there is never a hitch any- 
where Still these days on board with a nifw rji.lTn 
sea have been a rest and have done D the greatest 
good 

JVednuday isth — It seems to be measles that 
Hermie has and I am only allowed to speak to her 
through the door I am so sorry for the poor child it 
win be such a disappomtment to her to be laid up on 
her first arrival at Calcutta.

CALCUTTA, 1 886- 7 

Decejiber 15, 1886, TO Maboh 15, 1887 

Thiusdmj, December 2‘^ul — We lauded at Calcutta on 
Wednesday (tlie 15 tli) afternoon, to begin oui thnd yeai 
in India The iivei looked lovely with all the ships 
diessed, and the Pimsep’s Ghat was gay with people 
waiting oui aiiival 

We made the hoys as tidy as possible, and then we 
landed with them It was lathei an 01 deal walkmg 
slowly thiough all the people collected theie and lookmg 
out foi those we knew We said ‘ How do you do ? ’ 
horn side to side the whole way to oui caiiiage, 
Dnectly I got to the house I went to peep at Hermie, 
who had been earned thiough the town m a doolee. 
We have put hei mto hei own maid’s 100m, which is a 
small one, and she wdl be comfoi table, though veiy dull, 
theie, as she is kept m quaiantme She hei self feels 
quite hapi^y and thankful to be ‘ at home ’ The other 
children dmed with us 

Now I wiU teU you about the next few days aU m 
one, for we have done nothmg veiy paiticulai and aie 
m the thioes of unpackmg and setthng On the top

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storey there are dresaea and parcels and open cupboards , 
on the lower one bundles of paper books, photograph 
frames and household gods of aH sorts, while m the 
bottom storey the boys goods ore displayed and efforts 
are being made to discover the rmflfnT^g Imks in their 
wardrobes 

There really is a great deal to settle m many ways, 
and the advent of so many children alters the even 
tenour of our daily rontme. 

Eidmg IB the great excitement and the boys are 
both delighted with their pomes and have so &r been 
out twice a day 

Everyone is so glad to be back at Oalontta and the 
six A.D G s are all on duty now It is long sinoe we 
have had so large a party 

I took the dnldien one afternoon to BarTackpore 
and we lunched and had tea on the launch Another 
day we went to the Zoo There are two baby ourang 
outangB there, who are the most cpmical little creaturee 
and there is a new monster m the way of a monkey 
who is a terrible caricature of a man, and bemde whom 
the old onrang-outang looks qmte a beauty He has a 
great grey face and as he stole quietly out to snatch his 
food and carry it back to his den he had all the appear 
anoe of a ruffianly thief and made one shudder 

Friday 2^tk — The tune fties and I n-Tn bo busy 
that I can scarcely find a moment to wnte down aU 
that happens. The Duke and Duchess of Manchester 
and Lady Ahce Montagu arrived on Wednesday 
mormng (aznd) The Duchess at once announced 
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limt could not stand a Clin‘’(mas Mitliout a 
lice I had thought of linMug one befoio, but only 
\ngueh, '^hc decided mo, and we at onco sent 
ofi a sic.un launcli to bring a hi fiom soniowbeto, and 
settled to go out nc\t moining in «caich of ornaments 
foi it. 

In the e^enlng ^^c had tlic dla^Mng-loom. We dined 
in tea-gowns and dicssed aftei wards, and woie all as 
smalt as po'^siblc , and (he clnldicn weie allowed to stand 
in a coinei of the Thione-ioom, wheic thoN saw’ lei}' 
well until the pnhato entice was o\cr, and the people 
belonging to it got in fiont of them It was a 1013' 
prelt} and a \ei\ laigc diawing-ioom, and 0111 Msitois 
Jikcd ‘seeing it ^cly much, and 011103 cd the dium with 
which it ended 

CIi] J)(iif — AVc had a ‘legulni’ Chiislmas 

Da> The chiUhen hcgnii it with an early iidc, Ilcimie 
gomg out foi the fust time I lent hei ‘ No Name,’ and 
she eni03cd it immcnscl3' Lady Alice lodc ‘Ruby,’ 
Nelly’s hoise. Then we all had hieakfast together, and 
after w aids went to chinch On 0111 lotuin we woikcd 
haul at the Cbiistinas-tiee till hmch-time. It was placed 
in a gilt tub at one end of the ball-ioom, and was lather 
a bushy and Oiienial soit of pmc, but three bands of 11 on 
to compicss its liguie and to hold lows of candles im- 
pLO^ed it gieatly, w’e then hmig on glass balls, and 
golden chams, and tmsel oft oin native ^uslt-gallands, 
and odds and ends pm chased foi the occasion, so that it 
ended by hemg a yei y 1 espectahle ti ee In its neighhom - 
hood was a fish-pond, mto which all the presents w’eie 
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put and the tying and xwwking up of mystanous paroels 
filled every spare moment of the day At four o dock 
we drove to the Zoo and efaow^ off the new monkeys 
■with great succesa and then we all rested till dinner 
tune The ohildren of coarse dmed with ns and we 
were a party of twenty axi Mr Banng being the only 
mvited guest The tree was lighted up directly after 
and was pronoonced to be * lorely Then came the 
fishing and a period of the greatest excitement The 
parcels were aU directed and the fisherman had to 
dehver his fish to the proper owner We all gave and 
received and all seemed delighted with the presents 
they got and estahhabed httie comers of them own 
in which they put their things The boys had nding 
whips and spurs and boxes of games and books and^ 
tennis racquets, and the girls had necklaces and ndmg 
whips, racquets <tc &c They were so pleased and 
gloated over their oomare with beaming faces I too had 
some delightful presents, and was equally pleased with 
my own comer 

We danced and played games afterwards and wound 
up with snapdragon which always delights as much as 
it alarms the children

Blanche drove with the Duchess WeallmetatBallygimge, 
where there was tea and polo In the evening we went to 
a party at the Nawab of Dacca s. He has token a house 
here and is giving entertamments almost every day 
There had been a dinner party but we only went to the 
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native music and nautch aftei it. The Shamiana, which 
IS jomed on to the house, is beautifully aiianged, with 
a mce wooden flow foi dancmg, and with cm tains and 
fuimture and chandeheis When we fiist ai rived we 
looked at some specimens of Dacca manufactures, the 
most cmious and wonderful bemg a large mat made of 
ivoiy It IS big enough to cover a sofa, and is as soft 
and smooth and flexible as the finest grass mattmg. 
The ait may be said to have died out, as the only man 
who made these mats well is dead The Nawab also 
showed us some jewellery He has the sister diamond 
to the Koh-i-Nooi. The one is the ‘ Mountam of Light,’ 
the other the ‘ Kivei of Light , ’ the latter is a flat 
diamond, and is not therefore very stiikmg to oiu eyes 
He has a few other fine diamonds set m stars and on 
swoid-handles There was only one gnl to dance, and 
when we had seen enough of her we hstened to some 
native music One of the peifoimeis did all the expres- 
sion with his face, and made such giimaces of agony 
and cast up such beseechmg eyes that it became quite 
embariassmg 

We left at about eleven, havmg had a pleasant 
evenmg, but I hear that some people stayed until 
two 


Fo iday, ytli — We went to see the Mmt this mommg, 
and found the making of rupees and quarter -annas 
and pice a most mteiestmg process to observe The 
molten silvei pourmg out of led-hot cauldrons was 
the first and prettiest thmg, we carefully followed the 
whole process, and saw the flattemng out of the bars of 
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silver and copper the woalung and fftampmg, and the 
counting and packing of tiie money In this Mint they 
coined ninety aix milliona of pieces last year 

We had a very successfal tent^pegging and tilting 
afternoon which greatly delighted the children They 
all rode at the rmgs and whether they took them or 
not were equally pleased We had never tned it before 
at Calcutta bnt a tolerably qmet place behmd the Fort 
was arranged for it and tho Bochess and I looked on 
while fourteen people of our own party on horseback 
galloped about m front of us Mr Wallace on the 
Mosher was foremost as usual and when he lost his 
helmet and rushed shout with a spear in his hand and 
a big cigar m his mouth, be became the terror of all 
beholders Borne of the Bengal Cavalry soldiers tent- 
pegged too they about as they ntje along and make 
it very exciting by their noise and the air with which 
they go at the peg D likee tent pegging very much 
and he it was who suggested this afternoon s amuse- 
ment 

A dinner and a very smaQ dance m the evening for 
Lady Alice Montagu I never saw so many strangers 
here before and it was quite difficult to make them all 
out at dinner This was the smaUeet dance we have 
had and we only used one part of the boll room — a Jong 
room which runs at the bottom of it 

After dinner we ladies went straight up there and 
sat at one end, which was arranged as a sitting room 
opposite it at the other end behind the pillars was a 
buffet the band stand was in the real boll room but was 
shut out from it by screens so that it looked as though 
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itweie in a lecess We only had about twenty dancmg 
couples, and theie was lots of space and an excellent 
flooi, and we ended punctually at twelve. 

Sunday, gth — The Manchesteis have left, and we 
were veiy soiiy to lose them The Duchess is the most 
dehghtful visitoi to have — nevei boied, and always able 
to mteiest heiself in eveiythmg. The Eoseheiys and 
Ml. Feiguson ai lived this moinmg, and then advent, 
comhmed with a wet Satuiday, decided us not to go 
to Baiiaekpoie this week 

Wednesday, 12 th — Sn Alfied Lyall and one daugh- 
tei came this moinmg, and theie weie steeplechases m 
the afternoon, to which the whole paity went, leavmgme 
fiist to my Committee meetmg and then to a half- 
hohday with the childien 

Fnday, I4i1i — If I do not tell you that I am woikmg 
^extiemely haid ovei my Fund eveiy mornmg, you will 
think it very dissipated of me to attend an afternoon 
dance to-day It was a veiy pietty and successful one, 
given by Mi and Mis Monciiefle and hei paients. 
Ml and Mis Mun, on boaid the Clan Macphei son, a 
steamei which saols foi Liveipoolto-moiiow. We walked 
thiough some quadiiUes, looked out upon the nver, weie 
hghted up with electiic hghts and Chmese lanterns, and 
enjoyed om selves much 

I must finish this by lecoidmg foi yom benefit a 
dehghtful specimen of Indian Enghsh , it is m the 
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termination of a letter — Ton have been very kmd to 
mo, and may Gt>d Almighty give yon iit tor tat 

Saturday, i ^tli — Lord Bosebery wished to see the 
little French settlement here so we left Calcutta early, 
and went first to Barrackpore where we lunched, 
and then continued our voyage to Ohandemagore We 
had such a funny visit there. The Governor and hia 
Staff met us at the landing place and he led me up 
to a carnage mto which after presenting the Koseberys 
to him, I goL We then made a state progress round 
the town and admired the French palm trees and the 
French Indian basaar and remarked that it was very 
nnifk ft Le Boulevard desltahens and not very dissimilar 
to other Indian vfliagefi Having exhausted the sights, 
we drove to the Government Hoose and I arm m arm 
with the Governor marched through the group of 
French officials who waited on the steps to the central 
chair of a large circle arranged m the reception room 
durbar fashion. There I sat m state and conversed 
with the Governor The other ladies meantime were 
handed m by the Staff and were seated m a row by 
themselves while the men havmg deposited them 
retired to the doorway Then it was suggested to the 
Governor that ces Meesioors would like to be pre- 
sented to me, so on they came one by one, and as each 
passed before me he took hia seat m the row opposite 
to the ladies This ceremony being over the circle was 
complete The Governor and I conversed m the centre, 
the ladies and gentlemen sat opposite each other m rows 
Presently there was another happy thought and another 
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set of piesentations was begun , all tlie officials, some m 
evemng dress, and some m fioelt coats, and all caiiymg 
silk opeia hats, weie taken up smgly, and weie intio- 
duced to Lady Eosebeiy, Blanche, and Mademoiselle 
Oleic — and still the Goveinoi and I talked At last 
ihe ‘ Mihtaiy Secietary ’ of the State approached the 
Governor and said Her Excellency had to leave at five 
o’clock So we rose, and muimmmg of a cup of tea, 
he led me, followed by oui respective suites, mto a 
dmmg-ioom, wheie a laige table was spread with bisciuts 
and champagne-glasses We all drank tea, however , 
no bottles were opened, and no one was asked to 
■'portei un toast ’ We weie offered oin ‘plat national 
le kek ’ (cake), and, havmg pai taken of it, we took 
arms agam, entered the carnages, drove to the ghat, 
stepped carefully ovei a led pathway to oiu launch, 
bowed and complimented each other, and then we sailed 
away. I am soiiy for the Goveinoi, I must say* He 
has a large family of married daughters and grand- 
children and a wife too m Pans, and he is torn horn 
them, and from ‘les Boulevards ’ to perambulate m soh- 
tude the melancholy ghats of Chandernagore 

Simday, i6tJi — The Eoseberys and Mr Ferguson 
went off to Darjeehng, the Lyalls to Allahabad, and we 
walked over to visit the elephants, and had a qmet evemng 

Monday, lytli — The voyage down from Baiiackpore 
was qmte cold, m spite of the bright sun 

Prmce Frederick Leoxiold of Prussia, with his two 
gentlemen, arrived here yesterday, but then Consul took 
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them in charge and b_f means of oinr launch and our 
carnages showed them the sights of Calcutta and they 
slept and dmed at our house On our return we saw 
the Pnnco and he lunched with us and then went off 
to Darjeeling 

We had another jaunt m a steamer this afternoon 
Wo went by GeneraJ Chesney s mvitation to see some 
torpedo practice I submarine minee were 

what we really saw A ship called the Ttgna took us 
twelve miles down the nverto the Fort of Budge-Budge 
with a large party of people on board , we had tea, and 
it was very warm and pleasant When we reached the 
place where the mine was laid a barge converted into 
a sort of man of WOT was towed over it and suddenly a 
noise was heard and a great mass of mud and water 
rose mto the air and when it fell again there was no 
boat to be seen nothing but firagnienta left The ex 
penment was quite suoceseftil and it was a vary fine 
eight there was a buret of applause after a hushed 
moment of awe from all the spectators After this the 
effect produced by two bumping buoys was exhibited 
As the launch touched them the mines (m thm case- 
some way off) exploded and tall fountams were projected 
into the air There were other exjienments with smaUer 
charges of powder but after seeing the two first splendid 
ones we did not appreciate the tmy erploeions so much. 
Unfortunately D did not come with us as he always 
rather dreads a holiday on account of the accumulation 
of papers that follows upon it nor hod he* understood 
that the torpedo practice was likely to be so mter- 
eetmg 
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Tuesday, iSth, and, Wednesday, igth — We have had 
dwo really 'quiet and domestic days, with family iides 
find family evenmgs, and have enjoyed them much. 

I have also been very busy finisbrng the annual 
lepoit of my Fund 

I saw l\Ii Wesley Bailey, who estabhshed the Lepei 
Mission m India, and he gave me a teiiible account both 
of the numbeis and of the suffeimgs of these poor ciea- 
tmes The lowest estimate shows that there aie 135,000 
in India, and of these theie aie 56,000 m Bengal alone 
The cost of heepmg one m an asylum is 61. a yeai, and 
it ceitamly is a most deseivmg chanty. 

Tlmisday, 20th — The Roseberys letuined from Dai- 
jeehng, having seen a view, but not the view Bad 
weathei is commg on there, and here it looks threaten- 
ing too 

We had a veiy big dmnei m the Maible HaU, and 
talked, and hstened to quartettes in the evenmg, as it 
was too soon after the state ball to get up a dance 

Friday, 21st — Lord Fife and Mi Ogle airived this 
moinmg, and aftei lunch we took the whole paity to see 
the Kmg of Oude’s Palace, but unluckily it came on to 
ram so badly that we could not do it thoioughly, and 
left half the sights unseen 

Wednesday, 26th — The 01 deal of my pubhc meetmg 
had to be gone thiough to-day, but it was got over m a 
satisfactory way The Viceroy took the chau , and we 
had on the platform a very representative gather mg 
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There were the Cotmoillors, and the R. 0 Archbishop 
and the High Pnest of the temple of Baidjanath, and 
Hindu and Hohometan gentlemen of position and lodges 
and in the hall an equally charactonstio gathering Hr 
Peile presented the report Mr Ormokshank seconded 
him He speaks dearly and well Then we had a good 
speech from the Lieutenant Governor and a very moe 
one from Ahdul Jubber, a Mahometan of the old school 
whom I was very glad to see supporting the Scheme 
After this came an nnexpooted interpolation when a 
Hindu gentleman Maharfyah Narendra Krishna, pro 
posed, and Kawab Abdul Lateef seconded a vote of 
thanks to me for having established the National Associ 
ation D rephed to this in a httle speech which was 
much appreciated and which will, I think, be useful to 
us. He said be wished as an outader to address 
both a compliment and a cntieism to the managers of 
the Aflsociataon The compliment was upon the luadity 
and simpbcity of our state papers and the cntioism 
was that the governing body of the Fund are a great 
deal too modest m their demands and requmtiona 
He said that instead of bounding our ambition to the 
sum of five lakhs we ought rather to ask for fifty Ifttha 
and he ended by saying, No one knows better than 
myself the difficulty of obtommg money m India It is 
one of those disagreeable problems which I have had to 
face under very disheartening caroumstanoes but let me 
teH the Lady President of the Fund that it will probably 
prove a far more graceful as well as more succesafu] 
method to throw herself on the generosity of the Indin-n 
people than, as I have been obliged to do to resort to 
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those mechanical means hy nlncli alone th^ Government 
cofteis can he leplcmshecl ’ 

Aftei this came a a ote of tlianks to the ^^iceroy him- 
self, and I ashed the sccondoi of this to tlianhs 

to Maioi Coopci, who, as honoiaiy secict’^y’ 
quite ln^aluab]o He has voikcd like a andnevei 
lots any plea'^mc mteifeio icith this noii^^’ which, after 
all, IS pm oh \ohinlaiv I am a haul S® home

Monda}/, 31s/. — I went to open Ezia Hos- 
pital, which klis Ezia has built fo)^ Jews, m 
memoi > of hei husband I found m3^sclf^ Shamiana, 
and on a tin one, with the Lioutonant-(^o^®^^o^ 
side, and the Jewish community bcfoi cl ^ 
not come, Sii Paicis Thompson had to* the httle 

speech foi me I declaied the open, and 

was handed a leiy smait cushion, on Winch lay such a 
key’ A gold ke,y with a diamond ^y coioiiet 

and initials on the top, and a beautihi]!' ciystal hangmg 
fiom it on which the msciiption is It was 

made m Pans, and is veiy lovely ‘Aimed with this 
‘baksheesh,’ and followed by Mis Lady Sassoon, 

and a ciowd of othei people, I tmn’^’I the wondeiful 
key m the lock of the big dooi and enteied the hos- 
pital It IS a fine buddmg, and theie twenty sejiaiate 
waids, and Mis Ezia has not only I)nilt but has also 
endowed the hospital Hei mothei. Lady Sassoon, was 
there, and some sons and two piettyjLttle guls of her 
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own Wg bad tea in one of the rooma, and then I de 
parted feolmg I had not half earned the beautifol key 
The only way of doing bo that I could think of wae to 
Bay I would bring the Viceroy to see the hospital so I 
must capture him some afternoon this week and show it 
to him 

Having heard from Lord Bosebery of the charms of 
the Eden Gardens, at 6 iS on a Wonday mght I de- 
tenmned to see them this once and so at the proper 
hour we started off, and found a band playmg, electric 
lights brilhanfcly iUumjnating the place and all Oalontta 
walking up and down in the nnbeoommg glare 

Tiiaday Fehniary Itt — I had a very long and im 
portant Comnuttee meeting before going out to nde 

Tkunday ird — The children drove to see the paper 
chase, and we had tfltmg in the afternoon and a big 
dinner and dance in the evening The weather con 
tinuee so cold that I was Bhivenng m the bell room, but 
it was pleasant for the dancere. 

Monday 7 th — As it would not be possible to keep 
the Queen a Jubilee in Jane on account of the hot weather 
the sixteenth of this month has been fixed for its oelebca 
ton, and Oalontta is now a mly of bamboos Every 
house m the place is caged in by a scaffolding preparn 
tory to the Dhnninabous and the whole town looks os if 
it were m the hands of the maBona Our house and all 
our gateways are covered with bamboo-spars and our 
Jome is ribbed with rows of lamps httle saucers for 
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oil aio nil the \Miy lound the lop of the house, and 
men nio hep! Ihcic to ^^atch o^cl them, as thcclo^^8 and 
ha\\lvs Knock them down Our pillars arc stuck with 
nails foi light'', like almonds in a pudding. Oui mmdb 
too aic giciilh excited, and e^Olyonc is hus} Some 
are aiiangmg foi the lucwoiks — fi\c ton weight of them 
and 22 000 lupees’ woith. Some aicwiitmg addicsses, 
and some aie leading them, some aio deep m the cn- 
teitainmcnt to the school childien, and some aie occupied 
with the '-econd da\’s spoils and the e\enmg piocession. 
The Ghuich, the Ainn, the Go\ eminent, all oflicials and 
all tiadcs are engaged m aiiangements of some loud m 
connection with the lelcbiation of the sixteenth Some 
people look foiwaid withdiead to the accidents that may 
happen m the ciowd 01 to the lamphghtcis, while some 
aie lion ibly alnimcd at haling to go through fiiew'oiks 
and illuminations hi a caiiiage and foui ' 


Wednesday, gth — I got up eaily to visit the ‘Lady 
Duffel m Dispensaiy ’ lieie, but the details of my mspec- 
tion I will keep foi a lepoit In the afternoon I gave 
away the piizes at the Bethune School The ‘lady 
supeimtendent ’ of that institution is a native lady, and 
she is a Mastei of Arts, which is a laie distmction 
This school caiiies on the Inghei education of women, 
and the committee is veiy pioud of having sixteen mi- 
mairied guls ovei fourteen yeais of age at it ’ 


Thwsday, 10th — We went to a flowei-show, and had 
tea at Belvedere, spendmg lather a pleasant afternoon ; 
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and wo fimslied the day with a dinner and vary email 
dance Sir Fredenok Boberlfljnst returned fromBnnnah 
and the Pope a delegate juat * setting up m India were 
the chief gneste at dinner, but the latter and his Arch 
biahop left before the dance began We had it m our 
small room and it seemed to be much enjoyed by the 
eeleoted gneste 

FVuffli/ iitfv — Mibb Helen Bcrorohier MD the first 
doctor I have brought ont from England arrived here on 
her way to Madras and I was glad to find she impressed 
everyone favourably 

I took her with me m the afternoon to visit the 
Campbell Hospital which is very large The poorest 
nattves go to it and there is a medical school attached 
to it With lectures m the Vemocnlar The hospital itself 
IS m a nice situation and is hke a great railway station 
inside With beds in hundreds standing m the otherwise 
hare epaoe It is badly off for a private ward for women 
and if we oonld get money to build one it would be a 
great help as a training place for doctors and nurses os 
the pauper women go freely into hospital. I inspected 
the studente in a fine leoture-hoU belongmg to the Bohool 
and gave them two days hohday These young men 
when finished are hospital asczsiante and go out mto 
the country districts where th^ ore glad to take fees of 
supence or eightpence 

The weather contmues very cold— a Trunirrinm of 
72° m the shade and gomg down to 42° in the night 
while Madras is 87° day and night I see by the paper 
that we had only two hundred and fifty eoven hours 
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of sunslime m Januaiy out of a possible three hundred 
and ninety — Teiiible destitution’ 

Satmday, 12th — Loid and Lady Aberdeen Captain 
■Sinclan, and Loid Buckmghamshne ai lived to-day to 
stay with us 

Monday, — D and I went to the maiiiage of an 

officer m the body-guaid with a very pietty gnl. They 
had one of the smai test weddings m the prettiest chuich 
I have seen m India It is m the Foit. AU the officeis 
weie m uniform, and aU the ladies m their best dresses, 
and the floial decoiations were quite lovely Three httle 
bridesmaids m cieam colom, with sashes, boots, and 
featheis to match the scailet unifoims, looked very weU, 
and the biidegroom’s body-guaid diess was very hand- 
some. 

Tuesday, i^th — I took Lady Aberdeen to visit an 
mstitution which seems to be a veiy good one of its 
kmd It is a soit of home foi women m trouble, and is 
kept by a Miss Fendall, who must have a special gift for 
the woik of rescue She built the house and msinages 
aU herself 

In the evenmg we went to a large baU at Belvedere, 
the last one of the Ervers Thompson’s rergn. In honour 
of the Jubilee the whole place was illuminated 

Wednesday, 16th Jubilee Day — We were awoke 
this morning by the first gun of a salute of 10 1 
fired m honour of this day. As soon as possible I got a 
daily paper and read the honour hst. To Sir Donald 
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Mackenne "Wallace I Bent off a note of congratulation at 
once and then I impreBBed npon my mmd all the other 
friends "who "were to bo found m the list mth new titlea. 
Two new Orders appear for the first time to-day — one is 
a higher grade which has been added to the Indian 
Empire and the other la to be given m recogmtion of 
great Oriental learning There are fifteen Hindus and 
fifteen klahometans who get this but under different 
titles both equally unpronounceable The Hindus are 
Mahamahopadhyaya, whilo the Mahometans are 
Rhn.TnH ul IJlama. A particular turban and a ohudder 
or cloak take the place of the ribbon and star The next 
exmtemeiit was the receipt of a telegram to me sent by 
the Maharajah of Ulwar with Ba. 50 000 for my Fund 
and one from the Maharajah ofBikaneer with Bs 10 000, 
and Lord Aberdeen kmdly sent me up Es, 500 for the 
same object. 

This was all before 8 At that hour we break 
fasted m the smartest clothes we could produce the men 
especiaDy quite gorgeous m their beet uniforms D wore 
hifl Bifle uniform and all his stars and the children ap- 
peared with Jubilee medals on their breaste We htul to 
start off directly after four camage-loads first three of 
them with teams poetOhons outriders (to The crowd 
on the Maidan was immense, and we saw it well as we 
drove on to the parade-gronnd and took our places near 
the flag Not only were there masses of people on the 
grass but the trees were full of them and all were m the 
beet of humours. The "Viceroy Bit F Roberts and a 
very briHiant Staff rode up punctual to the apiximted 
time and began the parade by mspectmg the troops of 
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whom thorowoio 3.000 'L’lion (ho hululo was fiicd in 
thiao wifli a fui-d- -jou lictwoen each, and tins 

ended h^ three chccis foi (lie Queen fiom the men. Thc.y 
then marched p.i''t, and nftciwaids ad\aneed foi the final 
aaluto The mac'jcd I'.nnK phned ‘ God ‘’a\etho Queon ’ 
m.ni;s times dining the pcifonnanee, andthcliod^-guaid, 
which at one time was drawn up liehind them, looked 
cplendid 

The whole thing lasted an houi and a-half, which was 
quite as long as was adM^ahlc, foi at 10 \ m the sun is 
^el3* poweiful, and is c\cn somewlint alaiming when one 
lias to face it in one’s best hoiinet No soldieis fainted 
01 ‘ fell out, and 1 do not think an;\ acddcnt of any kind 
occurred 

■\Vc dro^e to the Cathcdinl fiom the paiadc-giound 
The Vlcclo^, liaMiig dismounted, got into the carnage 
with me, and wo wcic leceivul at the dooi liy the Bishop, 
the Cleig>, and the Gouncillois. In piocession we 
niaiched up the chuich, and thcie was a vciy nice 
seiMCc, with a good deal of singing, some stiinged mstiu- 
ments accompanying the 01 gan The anthem w'as com- 
posed foi the occasion, and the pi a} ei s woie special ones 
The Bishop sjioke with gieat feeling of the Queen The 
Caihedial was ciow'ded, and man}’^ people stood the whole 
time 

A gieat iiumbei of stiangeis aie staying m Calcutta , 
for this celehiation The Aheideens, Loid Buclongham- 
shue, the klastei of Polwaith, Captain Smclau, Loid 
■Shafteshmy, and j\Ii Toynbee aie with us. The 
Annesleys, Egeitons, Howlands, and Sn Wdliam Canns 
aie at hotels, 01 with othei fiiends. 
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Of oouree flags aro flying everywhere the ships in 
the river are dressed, and both the town and the people 
are looking as gay as possible 

"While we were at church proceesions of a religious 
character were formed m diflerent parts of the town 
each ward having been allowed a certam sum of money 
for the purpose of organising them 

At two 0 clock the school children about 5 ooo 
Christian ones, were assembled m Belvedere and fed, 
while marionettes and coiyiirors were provided for their 
amusement- The Zoo was given up to the native 
schools and all assembled later on the Maidan to see the 
fireworks 

Twenty two thousand prisoners have been released 
throughout the country as well as all debtors (notfraudu 
lent) of sums under Bs- loo the Government paying 
their debts. 

The afternoon function went off splendidly and I 
think half a milljoa of people were there to enjoy it. 

We drove out to attend it at half past four most of 
our party going on first, and the Viceroy and I dnving 
to the Maidan m state. The race stand had been oon 
verted mto a large amphitheatre wmga having been 
added to each side of it and facing it was erected a^ 
dais on which the Lientenant-Govemor and the Conn 
cillorB were placed, and on which the Viceroy stood to 
receive addresses The delegatee who came to preaent 
them sat m rows between us and the stand the soldiers 
were drawn up behind and a vast crowd covered the 
Maidan. The proceedings opened by a speech from Sir 
Rivers Thompson, and then the deputations camo up in.

tuin, and the cbanman of each handed up an addiess, 
which was leeeived, hut not lead I think theie weie 
300 adch esses, and the delegates passed as at a levee 
"When this piocession was ovei, and the white loUs of 
paichment lay m a gieat heap behind the Viceioy, D. 
lead his leply Having finished this pait of the pio- 
ceedings, we had a little time to spaie befoie it was daik 
enough foi the fiiewoiks to begm, and we went to look 
at the school childien, who weie safely enclosed m the 
lace paddock They seemed veiy happy , the aiiange- 
ments foi then amusement had been most successfully 
made, and they had enjoyed themselves immensely We 
had tea, and weie then warned to retmn to om dais by 
the bugle call, ‘ Commence fiimg ’ The fiiewoiks weie 
veiy good, some of the novelties pleased the people 
extiemely, and gieat ‘Ohs’ lose horn the multitude 
assembled to see them The Queen’s poitiait, those of 
the Prmce and Pimcess of Wales, and om own, appeaimg 
out of a gieat bunch of loses and thistles which faded 
away, leavmg the pictmes m outhne, weie all lecognised 
at once, and were leaUy veiy good hkenesses The best 
set piece was a fieiy cascade The ciowd dispeised at 
about eight o’clock, and ah the people and all the schools 
got safely home in good time 

We dmed dnectly we got m, and then diessed foi a 
laige paity The whole ‘ Government House List ’ was 
asked, and eveiybody aiiived pleased with the day and 
dehghted that ah had gone off so weh 

Tlnnsd-ay, lytli — To-day was also a hohday, and 
s^iorts went on horn two o’clock tiU six on the Maidan. 
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We went there for a little, saw Bome ArtiUary competi 
tiODfl wrestling on horsebaok and tent-peggmg As we 
drove home, the place was beginning to be fllammated 
and the fire lined spires and bmldings looked bean 
tiful against the grey sky 

We only just had time for a onp of tea and to change 
carnages before starting off on a drive round the town 
The state procession consisted of mounted pohce, 
Bengal Cavalry the body guard, ontnders three 
of our carnages with teams and postilhons another 
escort of the body guard, nine carnages with officials, 
and 1 5 ooo cabs and carnages following The streets 
were kept for three hours and the dnve was seven 
miles long The fine part of the aty looked beauti 
fol — the Government offices, the Port all the oolumns 
and spires m the place were not merely lighted np but 
were converted into golden palaces and pDlars, which 
shone resplendent in the dark. They were so out- 
hned and covered with tmy lamps that the meohamsm 
and the sohd background disappeared and only the fiery 
shape of them remained The front of our own house, 
the Post Office, and the IToseum were speoialJy fine. The 
ffluminatiODS m the native part of the town were not so 
good as they are m the native States but that could not 
be expected through bo many miles of street The crowd 
the whole way was immense and they cheered and 
clapped much more than usual and seemed eitremely 
happy They do like a tamasha I D and I both got 
severe blows in the face fifom very large and very wet 
bouquets thrown at us from the roofs of the houses 

When we got back we found rows and rows of the 
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I SjOOO carriages still close to our gate and only staitmg 
'On tlien way, and J daie say many people spent most of 
the mght m them. 

So ended oui official keepmg of the Queen’s Jubilee 
It has been a magnificent j)opulai fete, and eveiythmg 
has gone off well No accident has maned its complete 
success, and I only hope m England you may be as 
fortunate, and that you will keep it half as beautifully 

We did not dme tiUnme o’clock, and weieallveiy tued 
^nd sleepy The chddien have been so enchanted with 
their shaie m the tamasha, and have enjoyed the whole 
Ihmg immensely They paiticulaily liked the paity on 
Wednesday, and Victoiia begms toiegiet that hei ‘ commg 
■out ’ is such a veiy long way off 

Fi iday, 1 8i/i. — To-day we kept the Jubilee at Baiiack- 
poie, wheie we had a school feast foi 700 childien They 
weie of all sorts, and many aiiangements had to be 
made foi them Theie weie Chiistians who would eat 
anythmg, and theie were othei Christians who would 
eat cake provided they might cut it for themselves, and 
theie were Hindus and Mahometans who could not sit 
together, but who ate the same kmd of food airanged m 
the same way m diffeient parts of the grounds They 
had each a mat to sit on, a plantam-leaf for a plate, and 
un earthen cup to dimk out of, and they ate native 
sweets and drank water poured out by a high-caste 
Brahmm. We were asked to look at the Hindu picmc 
from a respectful distance, which was marked out 
by a seat placed for me twelve yards away from where 
ihey sat. 
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The entertamment began however by the schools 
mfirohing by me in proceamon when Henme and I 
handed each child a Jnbilee Medal with a bine ribbon 
threaded throngh it and Victoria enpphed ns with hand 
fnlfl of them from a heap on the table Then they all 
marched on to their vanous eating places and' had a 
good meal The band played, and we had elephants to 
nde conjnrors marionettes and races so there was 
plenty for the childron to do and I think they enjoyed 
themselvea ve r y much D had not been able to come 
but I had Henme and Victoria, Basil Freddie and fonr 
A J) C B to help Onr children remained at Barrackpore 
with Mademoiselle and Mr Grant and I came back to 
CaJontta for the Bachelors Jnbilee Ball. I did not feel 
much np to a ball, bat I was able to ait quietly 
very pretty dam with a backgronnd of fern and admire 
the decoratioofl and see the other people dancing The 
Town HaH had been very prettfly done up and the dance 
was made gay with such hard working performances as 
tho Tampete and the Polka Lancers We stayed for 
supper and the Viceroy proposed the Queen s health 

Saturday 19^/1.— Lord and Lady Stafford and Lord 
Torbet arrived 

I always dislike Saturday aflemoon functions as 
they oblige us to go down to Barrackpore by a late trains, 
instead of having a cool afternoon voyage up in the 
launch but aa I had to gn-o prucs for athletic sports a 
share of tho entrance money to said sports coming to 
my Fund we went out to BaBygungo to see them and I 
performed my duty of dohng out silver cups and biscmt

boxes, and then diove to the station and got home just 
m time foi dmnei. The childien had found then idle 
day at Baiiackpoie veiy long, and they said they felt as 
if they had been theie foi ages 

Stuidai/, 20th — Sn Chailes and Lady Aitchison 
came to Baiiackpoie to-daj^ but thej" left then Stafi, 
Ml. Dunlop-Smith, Captain Manifold, and Di Fiankhn, 
m Calcutta We lested imdei the banj^an-tiee, and 
Ttcnt to chuich, and visited the elephants, but we aie 
such a laige paity that we don’t look as if we weie 
havmg a qmet time, and oui home dmnei -table is laige 
enough foi othei people’s banquets 

Monday, 2\st — This week begms with a haid day. 
We had to bieakfast eaihei than usual, and to stait 
oft in the launch to some stiange poit on the iivei, 
wheiewe disembaiked on led cloth and stepped mto om 
veiy own lailw'ay carnage, which, m some mysteiious 
way, had ai lived fiom the centie of India to leceive 
us and take us a few miles up the Hooghly, wheie 
we weie to open a giand new ‘ Jubilee Budge ’ At 
Hooghly all the highest officials met us, and we got on 
to a tiuck-dais, and weie puUed mto the shade , then 
Sn Eiveis Thompson m a speech invited the Viceioy to 
declaie the budge open D did this m a few woids, 
and then, with a blazmg sun shmmg on oui small 
bonnets, we descended a gieat flight of stairs and made 
our way to an immense floatmg machme, on which 
breakfast was laid foi 300 j)eople It was a ball supper 
at 10 A M , but happily tea and diy toast weie to be had. 
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Aa TveH as diampagiie, mayonaises, and icea Sir Brad 
ford Leslie the engineer of the bridge, took me down 
and we sat and ate and looked at his work which was 
jost above ns and when the meal was over B proposed 
Vtifl health, and we applauded and rattled our knives on 
the table and received the toast with great enthasmsm 
Sir Bradford rephed and we remounted the stairs and 
got mto our carnage and crossed the Hooghl^ m the 
first passenger tram that has gone over the Jubilee 
Bndge 

The second function of the day was the presentation 
■of new colours to the Pnnce of Wales Boyal Canadian 
Begnnent The ceremony which was performed m the 
Fort, IS sla’ays a pret^ one and m lb© bttle speech 
B wrote for me the history of the regmient is shortly 
put The regiment to which yon have the honour to 
belong sprung mto enstonc© in the hour of England s 
greatest need It owed tis birth to the loyal devotion 
of onr Canadian fallow subjects and its embodiment 
was one of the earliest mdicatmns given by our colomes 
of that detanmnstion which they liave since so uni 
TcTBally expressed to recognise the umtyand the common 
interests of the British Empire, 

Colonel Slackinnon and the officers gave a ball in the 
Town HoU m honour of the occaaioiu The room was 
very gay and bnght with flags, and on an easel in one 
comer of the dais was a framed hat of all the officers 
who ware in the regiment at the fame of the first pre 
aentation, and of those who were there to-day with 
a hit of the old coloura in tho centre. The Prmce of 
■Wnlcfl first public act was the giving of thoee colours 
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and his naino was then added to the title of the legi- 
ment 

I'hinsday, 24//? — To-day I had to bicakfast eaily 111 
01 del to visit some schools in the ‘ paddvfiGlds ’ I ivas 
told that in the way of costume I had hcttei iveai an 
old gown, a sun hat, and as much jcwelleiy as possible , 
so I chose a blight, but not new, washing silk, and a veiy 
big hat, and then put on my Tuilcish stai with its gold 
cham, a biooch, eaiiings, and two bioad bracelets 
thus armed foi conquest, I staited oft on my long 
expedition 

Fred, I, and Lady Wdson dioic togethoi foi about 
half an hoiu, and then we picked up kliss Hoaie (one of 
the missionar'^ ladies) and pioceedcd on thiough some 
pietty coimtiy lanes and palm-shaded villages to a ghat 
on the canal, wheic a boat and missionaiy teacheis and 
a laige school awaited me They had put up httle 
aiches, and they lead me an addiess and sang to me 
and I thanked them and then got into the boat It 
was a leal ‘ dug-out,’ made by hoUowmg out one gigantic 
tiee, and it proved to be a most comfortable conveyance 
I sat on the floor, which was cushioned, and leant back 
on piles of pillows with my feet stretched out before 
me Miss Hoaie faced me m the same attitude Fred 
squatted behmd her , and at cither end was a livened 
servant, the one piesidmg over Her Ladyship’s luncheon 
— which, even on this occasion, she was not allowed 
to have without silver egg-cups, spoons, and plates, 
and great parapheinaha of mconvement thmgs — and 
the other cariymg her cloaks and parasols "When we 
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we ftD packed two long atmw roofs were produced 
and we we erirngmehed by haying them let down over 
uft. "When the sun was not troublesome we puahed 
them back, bo that we could see out The voyage up 
the canal was not very pretty aa the water was low, and 
we were between mud banka all the way but we wore 
earned along so fast, and so amoothly by means of men 
on either bank hauling the ropes attached to the boat 
that it wafi very pleaaant, and the two hours passed 
quickly "When we got near onr destination we found 
pp.la.nqmnx awaitmg U8 and I had my first experience 
of a nde m one of them 

If it IS not hot and if you don t want to look out, 
pTid if you are content to lie down it is pretty comfort* 
able but if you should wish to mt up or to read, or to 
see the scenery a palanquin is not the maobine in which 
to do any of theBo things. I had only a short way to go 
in one and os my route lay through a muddy paddy 
Add and occasional inodorous mires it was rather a 
good thing tban otherwise to be transported in a pack 
ing-case. Through the mud I was occompamed by a 
number of boys and ohildren carrying flags while 
bombe of welcome went off on all mdea. 

The vfllage, when I reached it seemed to me a most 
dehghtfol place I was not prepared for such clean and 
picturesque little houses m feet paradoxical as it 
sounds the means of dcanlmess in Tn6mn villages 
generally seem to bo the only dirty and unattractive 
parts — I mean the water tanks They ore perilously 
near the dwellings and are unmistakably green, and 
it docs not do to let one s imagination dwell upon the

Tanous uses to wbicli they aie put But the houses 
both as to coloiu and mateiial look leally nice Mud 
'walls do not peihaps sound dehghtful, but they are a 
good colour, and aie baid and smooth, and the thatch 
loof IS beautifully made, the inside of it looking like a 
kmd of mattmg ■with wickeiwoik iihs The hont of 
the house is geneiaUy open, the lOof supported onpillais, 
makmg a kmd of veiandah Some of the laigest open 
sheds are used as ‘ clubs ’ for the men, and the domestic 
apartments, cookmg-place, and iice-huskmg machmes 
aie behmd In many •ullages the ‘ club ’ is used as a 
schoohoom durmg the day kliss Hoaie has one of 
these three-sided 100ms foi her own lesidence when she 
comes down heie, and she and hei sisteis occupy three 
beds m a row, and dress behmd a mat at one end, and 
have a movable mattmg screen to hide them from the 
villageis m front Miss Angehna Hoaie is the ruhng 
spirit of aU this woik She lives amongst the natives m 
the paddy-fields almost as one of themselves, weaimg a 
sari, and tiampmg up to her knees through the marshy 
rice-fields Another sister looks older and more dehcate, 
though Miss Angehna is far from strong, and the thud 
18 still young They aie well off, but they give up eveiy- 
thmg to then missionary work 

I went first of all to then apartment, and waited tdl the 
900 children collected here were seated m lows beneath 
a Shamiana erected for the occasion, and when they 
were ready I stepped upon the stage and sat facmg them 
all, with the Bishop beside me There was simply a great 
carpet of children before me — ^lows and rows of httle 
guls fadmg away m the distance mto rows and rows 
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of boys and teactare of all kinds standing about After 
the Lord s Prayer bad been said m Bengali I began to- 
hand out the pnzea Each one of the 900 had some- 
thing and although some verv big boys got the tiniest 
of pink flannel jackets -while the infants were presented 
with more maeculme attire I am in hopes they were all 
more or less pleased and all, from the Bishop down 
wards received at my hands a copper Jubilee medal 
with a blue tape through it 

I -was next asked to say a few -words, which I whis- 
pered mto the ear of an interpreter who seems to have 
made a splendid speech out of my murmunngB and then 
the Bishop spoke and they all cheered for me Miss 
Angelma Hoare m her enthusiasm, mcnmtmg a stool 
and wavmg her handkerchief hut os three cheers for 
her were next given she had rapidly to descend and 
retire to a comer This function lasted an hour and 
a half and after it I hod eome tea m the mud room and 
made my tour of inspection round the -village All the 
children looked mce and dean and tidy and the blue 
medal ribbon eet off their little brown skma most heanb 
fully Our return journey was the same ae the one I 
have described only that aa the water m the cn-nnl ^nis 
hi g h er we had a bigger boat and were dragged along at 
Q great pace. 1 got home at six 0 clock, and really en 
joyed my day immensely 

^londaij March 14/ft — ^Wehad atirewell dinnefto the 
Eivcrs Thompsons and a concert after it D proposed 
tlio Lieutenant Governor s health in suitablo tenns. 
itr and Mrs Cunningham also dined hero for tho last 
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time befoietlieyietuin to England Colonel Chattel ton 
aiianged the conceit foi me, and we had veiy nice 
music and a l)leasantpalt3^ When Iivent ujistaus with 
the ladies, a tioop of Buimese pimces and piuicesses 
ai lived fiist, and as we can’t speak to each othei this 
was embaiiassmg The paity nas a select one, about 
170 altogethei, and the lefieshments weie m the ball- 
100m, wheic people who wished to talk lather than to 
hsten weie able to letne.

W^nuday Manh i6t^— D etArte<J off oa Ins ti^er 
shootmg erpedition this monimg at seTea 0 clock and 
I bad quite forgotten that he mmld leave in state tili 
a faint sound of God save the Queen followed by hifl 
salute reached my room Blanche who sleeps on that 
tade of the house risked ehovnng her head at the window 
to exchange fareweUs with the Staff. Her costume did 
not admit of a more complete revelation of herself "We 
had not long to spend m sobtude, for our own journey 
began at two o clock. Blanche and I, Major Cooper and 
Mr Lawrence Gordon left at that hour by tram for 
Barjeohng At seven m the evening we reached the 
nver side and we dmed on board a steamer while we 
crossed the Ganges. Then we got into a narrow-gauge'^ 
railway for the night We had the Lieutenant Governor a 
camago and were very comfortable indeed It is a very 
long one, divided into two rooms with a small com 
1 »artniont for a maid at one end Wo played a game of 
whiBt and went early to bed 
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Thuisduy, lyth — It was 'seiy cold m oiii caiiiage 
this moinmg, but b}' the tmie we wcie diessed m all 
oui wintei clothes, and had had some bieakfast, the 
sun was uji, and we weie waim and comfoi table It 
was about nme o’clock that the mteiestmg jiait of our 
jomney began, and it was dehghtful 

I had a special tiam, consisting of a tmy engme, 
two small carnages, and two tioUies, 01 open tiucks 
We sat m one of these last, so that we could see the 
Tiew, not only of the magnificent mountains, but also of 
the fiont pait of oui own little tiam I have desciibed 
the Simla mountain load to you and the way m which it 
zigzags and doubles upon itself, but this is much moie 
wondeiful, foi m the iailwa3% which is a two-foot gauge, 
you climb 8,000 feet light thiough the mountam, 
tuinmg and twisting, and luunmg aftei youi own tail, 
playing hide-and-go-seek, as it weie, with diffeient 
parts of the tiam, lushmg imdei a budge, and then 
sweepmg round m a loop and gomg over it , some- 
times stoppmg suddenly and gomg backwards on an- 
other hue, then m a few moments forward agam up 
a higher road, and then lookmg back horn some pomt 
at the three Imes forming the zigzag you have just 
accomphshed The first part of the journey is lovely , it 
is thiough beautiful and not thiough lonely mountams 
There are trees and tea-gai dens, and views of the plams, 
and houses and httle villages, and such dehghtful an, 
and such excitement, hangmg over precipices and appa- 
rently makmg straight for one, when a providential tmn 
occms, and the engme sweeps gaily round the coiner. 
At one part of the road there is a baiuen look, and the 
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fixst vie^v of Dai]eeLmg is preasely the Bade ae thit of 
Simla — broTvniBh bare iuUfl aprmhled over mth houses 
but on the whole the way up to it is muoh finer "We 
heard of a man eating tiger m the neighbourhood 
and of wild elephants one of whom came down with a 
landshp once upon a tune and we were very much 
amused with the ounous people and the funny httle 
children we saw on the way Th^ are of the Tartar 
type and look merry like the Burmese Some of the 
women are fine-lootang and they wear all their fortunes 
m the form of jewellery Some have necklaces laden 
with rupees and some have very fine gold knobs strung 
together then there ore bracelets and anklets and ear 
rings and ornaments for the bead of all kmds The 
httle children, too are adorned with ornaments and 
With not muoh else but they are very attractive and 
they run by the tram as you pass through their ba- 
zaars and catch coins with great delight if you throw 
them 

We had a very good lunch at Kurseong at about 
twelve o clock and we got here at three. I was a httle 
startled to find some very smart ladies at the station for 
I myself was somowhst dusty but they brought me such 
lovely bouquets of violets that I was obhged to forgive 
them for commg We had some tea at our hotel Wood 
lands and then went out to seek a view but it was haiy 
and the mountains would not appear Now I have come 
in and am writing this whDe Blanche is fussing over a 
fire which will smoke The air zs dehghtfol but it is 
too cold for nn open window and wood smoke is dis 
ngrceablo otbcrwisowc are comfortable andidaro- 
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say tlie cliimney \m11 soon get Avaim and will diaw 
liettei 

Ml Paul, tlie Deput}' Commissionci , and Mi Pi estage, 
the son of the engincei who made this wondeiful line, tia- 
A elled with us The use m the hne is one in twenty-seven, 
and it leall}" does look steep, and Ghoom, vhich is neai 
heie, IS the highest pomt any lailway m the woild has 
cvei leached 

Fiidajj, 1 8/// — Dnectly we voke this moinmg we 
peeied out of the vmdow to see if the snovs weie visible, 
and sav just enough of them to tantahse us High up 
in the heavens, and appaientty qiute neai to us, vas a 
beautiful shoe of snow-clad mountam tops , eveiythmg 
else shioudedm mist Even this unsatisfactoiy glimpse 
was lost m cloud all the lest of the day, but we saw 
enough to make us long foi moie and to assuie us that 
this must be the most beautiful place m the woild when 
the view is cleai . 

It IS so intei estmg, too, in the way of people , theie aie 
Bhootias and Lepchas, and Limboos and Gooikhas, aU 
of whom look Chmese, but diess difleiently and have 
special pecuhaiities The ornaments of the women ai e 
most wondeiful, some of them veiy handsome, and the 
faces of the young gnls (Lepchas) aieqmtefan and losy 
«,nd fine One headdiess worn heie is veiy becommg 
It IS a stiff diadem with alternate coials and tmquoises 
sewn on to the edge, and it is worn hke a samt’s ameola 
The long black ban is eithei qmte loose 01 plaited m 
two tails The women’s cheeks aie often pamted with a 
maioon-colouied stuff, which is put on to piotect the 
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akin from wtnd RDd dust bat it gets a speckled appear-- 
aiice and does not add to the beanty of their com- 
plexion We 'went down to the market place to see 
them All sorts of queer lookmg men hrmg things np 
to the hotel to sell, and one meets them all about the 
place here 

We nsited a convalescent home a jtJung ladies school, 
and a photograph-ehop all before lunch. After that 
very necessary meal for we ore exceedingly hungry hare 
wo went a httle expedition on pomes — mce quiet, strong, 
comfortable motmtom poniea We took ACss Iforray 'with 
ns, and rode down to where the treo-fems grow and we had 
tea there and came back through Birch Park. All the time 
the new was lovely, though, as the snow mountains were 
absolutely inviaible, wb ore not m a position to say that w'B" 
hare seen Oienevr IhkePaijeekngimmenBely however, 
even without the new it is each a cheerful bn^t place 
and there is bo much more local colouring about it thim 
in the mountain regions haunted by the Government of 
India. 

I have told you about the people, but not about the 
praying flags. You can t look out anywhere without 
seeing tall poles with long narrow flogs fiMtened to them 
on which prayers are printed and are flattering zn the 
wind Printed prayers are tied on to the tre« and all 
sorts of coloured rags keep off demons from house-tops 
and doorways Then praying wheels are m great request, 
and on indindunl inclmcd for easy worship sits hstlosaly 
nt homo and twists round his prayer wheel, and is satisfied 
with hiB own devotion 

The railway portora oro women Fan^ having your 
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"baggage earned by stiappmg young females weaimg 
XDUie gold necklaces and splendid silver belts, not to 
mention eaiimgs and suck small bits of jeweUeiy as 
biacelets and anklets ’ A silvei chatelame, with aU 
soits of httle implements foi cleamng the nads and 
otherwise peifectmg the toilet, is worn on the shoulder, 
and IS a new and very pretty and useful ornament The 
chesses worn by men aie loose chessmg-gown garments, 
tied up round the waist with a belt, and some women 
have red sleeves and daik-blue tumc pmafoies over them. 
The Lepchas wear stuped materials Every mdividual 
IS worth stiidymg, and aU iiut on then garments m a 
pictuiesque and chaiacteiistic manner 

Satwday, igth — We have been such a delightful 
expedition to-day, and have ridden eighteen miles, 
chmbmg up a very high hill to see the view, and 
descendmg 2,000 feet to lunch m a bungalow, and 
home by a lower road We started at ten o’clock on 
pomes, kli Paul, the Deputy Comrmssionei , and Lady H. 
with us. Our ponies amused us very much, for we had 
no control whatever ovei them, and sometimes they 
started off at a gallop, and could only be stopped by a 
syce catchmg hold of them We passed through Jella- 
pahai, the mihtaiy station, and watched the funny httle 
tram below us wmdmg about as it made its way down 
towards Calcutta "WTnle we rode along. Mi Paul gave 
us lots of mfoi matron Blanche told Inm she was gomg 
iiO write a book, and wanted to understand all about the 
Bhootias and the Lepchas, and the Lrmboos and the 
Gooikhas, then history, then religion, then manners. 
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and Ibeir custotofl She plied him with questions the 
whole wfty and even when he was very much out of 
breath tcalmg up hill by our pomes side he answered 
most satisfactorily I wont repeat much to you but 
will just teH you that some of the little praying flags 
are called ' horse flage Thefy are on the tops of tulle, 
and are a sort of thanliagiving put there 1^ those who 
have ree.chod the top with a prayer for those who have 
yet toaeoend The people throw rags up in the aar and 
pray that they may be turned mto horses to bring 
other people up and some pieces are tied on to stJcks 
and left there blowmg m the wind Another interest- 
ing fact is that a woman often cuts off her hair to 
make a gpod pigtail for the man she is engaged to 
many I know you like a few httl© travellers talee, 
but I have not room for many BtiU I must tell yon 
one tiger story it le eo very wonderfoL A Mr B was 
hving in a bruigalow from the compound of which a 
bgar took a man Mr B and a friend resolved to 
watch for the brute but during the ni^t both fell 
asleep on the verandah The tiger crept np and selling 
Mr B by the hand regulatly led him across the garden 
The friend awoke and ran out and shot the tiger, who 
dropped the bond, but was able to rush alter the two 
men as they flew to the hoase He knocked Mr B 
over as he reached the door and fell dead himsel/ as ho 
did it. 

The great view is still invisible, but we could just 
SCO the tops of the second and third highest mountains 
in the world and did wo not know of the magnificent 
range which is hidden from us, the valleys, and lifllfi 
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and wooded moiiutams m tlie foiegioimd would satisfy 
us peifectfy. Theie aie enoimous maguolia-tiees, some 
Xunk and some white, which, mixed with the foiest 
tiees, give some patches of blight coloui to the hill- 
sides Ehododendiops and almond-tiees aie also m 
flowei 

Om descent was all thiough a beautiful foiest, and 
when we got to the lunch eon-xilace we weie veiy dehghted 
with all we had seen One of the paity, bemg leheved 
of my august piesence for a moment, mfoimed Blanche 
that ‘ she felt quite young agam, tally-ho ' ’ and I think 
we weie all m the same ‘ tally-ho ’ hame of mmd It is 
such mce an, and such a holiday, and the iide is so like 
the donkey iides of om youth, that we feel veiy cheeiful 
and aie always laughmg I am qmte suie I have not 
laughed half so much smce I came to India as I did 
to-day The load home was an excellent one, and I 
find that, fai fiom havmg no iides heie, theie aie level 
loads m good condition foi seventeen miles one way, 
thnteen anothei, and fifteen anothei, and lovely scenery 
all the way and m eveiy diiection. Noi do you feel 
so shut up m Daijeehng as you do at Simla Theie 
IS the lailway to Calcutta, and you can iide mto Nepaul, 
and you could go to Thibet if the Thibetans would let 
you 

Fiom aU this you may gathei that I am eujoymg 
myself much , and so is Blanche, who is a dehghtful 
compamon on these occasions, ready foi eveiythmg, 
full of spnits, and fuU of most amusmg grievances. 
She sleeps m my room, but as I stated firmly that I 
would not be distmbed on any excuse, and as mdeed 
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she sleeps very ■n'ell herself onr nights are qmet She 
objected to the tiahng of my oJo^ so I sacrificed that 
and no other noise, and no mosquito has come to trouWe 
her 

I hear by telegram that the children are well Imt I 
have no news from the shootmg party 

A native danoe was arranged for us to-night It was 
not a very good one as the Deputy Oomnussioner had 
not bad sufficient notice to get the nght people together 
It 18 generally danced by Llamas hut we saw lay 
dancers and only a amaJl bit of the real performance. 
However the specimen was most cunous and amusing, 
and quite nnlike anything we have seen before. The 
story of the ballet was this A foreign king mvaded 
Chma and the Emperor of that oountry coming ont 
to figh t the gods provided him with a Uon instead of 
a horse At the sight of the Emperor so mounted 
the enemies were immediately vanquished Then the 
Emperor became thirsty and a peacock appeared and 
offered him frmts and a tortoise brought lum nch and 
precious gems, and lus subjects sang songs m his honour 
The hon, the peacock, and the tortoise were presented 
to us. The hon had e big round face fringed with 
groomsli wool and an enormous mouth funuahed 
with a line sot of teeth His body was wooDv and 
greenish and the two men who stood in his skm cut 
the most ertraordinojj capers and opened and shut his 
capacious jaws m a truly terrific manner This hon 
dtinccd about wildly and out every sort of antic bo 
scratched himself in the most natuml way stood upon 
bis hind legs lay down rolled on the ground and 
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attnclced the peacock Ticiouslv, while the toitoise flapped 
about him A soit of liailequin man meanwhile laii 
iindei him and ovei him, and always naiiowly escaped Ins 
teeth The ‘ peacock ’ ^\as a splendid lepiesentation of an 
ostiich, and mo\ed exactly m the ay that gawky animal 
does, hut tlie toitoise was much moie Inely than the 
one Imown to fame, and he opened and shut his shell as 
a hud does its uungs Peihaps he was leally an oystei, 
dioppmg peails hefoie the Empeioi Tins pantomime 
was peifoimed in fiont of the house by the light of a few 
Clnnese lanterns and to the sound of tom-toms 

Sunday, 20th — We uent to chinch, and on 0111 way 
home came thiough the maiket, which was full of all 
these queei -looking people I have been attemptmg to 
desciibe to you They make then pin chases foi the 
week on Sunday, and the}' weie all busy bai gaming and 
laying m stoies We examined then ornaments and 
then diffeient types of face, and then vaiious costumes, 
and were much mteiested and amused Baskets, which 
the men and women cany on then backs, filled with 
goods of all soits, horn wood and chaicoal to hve ducks, 
weie lying by them on the giound, babies sweetly 
sleepmg m some of them, while m othei cases the child 
was tied on to its mothei ’s back by a piece of cloth, 01 was 
meiely slung on by a stiap which was earned lound hei 
foiehead. 

I found a Thibetan Llama theie, and got him to come 
up and be photographed He had a white mule, which 
was coveied with silvei bells, and he was himself clad 
in a capacious gaiment of a dull led, while he woie a 
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large flat Chineae hat His face is a Tartar one "mth 
a straggling thin sort of beard on it 

In the afternoon we went to look at the Lieutenant- 
Goremor s house The Bite of it is splendid and there 
IB a nice large compoimd, which one might almost call 
a park belonging to it with tennis grounds and a 
cnoket-ground and seats for spectators of these sports 
where they can either take mtorest in the games or 
lose themselves in the contemplation of the eternal 
snows. 

We next rode down to a Tiubetan temple. The 
religion is Buddhist but the worship is different from 
that of Bormah and they have some very ounoas ways 
here Three Llamas met me at the door and presented 
me with a scarf of blessing which was a very dirty 
httle scarf mdeed Then they went into the tesnpla to 
show us a service The building is like an ordinary 
house outside but many punted prayers ore built mto 
the wall, and if you wont to pray you walk round it 
keepmg to the right and as you pass you say Omany 
pomany or words to that effect which means I say 
all the prayers that are here. The small entrance-hall 
of the temple lias a row of barrels round it with one 
very big one in the comer These ore prayer a heels, 
and you can sot thorn all turning and the more you turn 
and the longer you keep them going the better you are 
The big one is rather labonous to pray with but for a 
rupee you can get on old woman to do the manual part 
of tile devotion for you In the temple itself— a smnD 
square dark room — a doxen Llamas sat on the floor 
singing and blowing the most noisy instruments, A 
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small altai, coveied ovei mth biass cups fuU of oil and 
with bmmng wicks m each, was at the back, and some 
biass images, floweis, and small votive offeiings weie 
laid theie The Llamas weie shaven, and woie laige, 
comfortable, dull-ied gaiments 

Just above this temple is a ‘ Chutan,’ oi small white- 
washed pagoda A stick m the centie of this is wound 
lound and lound with eveiy soit of piayei, and these 
you can also offei up by passmg to the light of it, and 
saymg, ‘ Om manu padmi hum ’ Those aie the exact 
woids to use Oui guide this afternoon is a man of some 
position, named ‘ Tendook,’ the Chief of the Lepchas. 
He asked us to visit his house, and out of consideration 
foi the neives of our ponies he silenced his band as we 
appi cached It consisted of foui men diessed m tiue 
Lepcha style, with a stuped petticoat, led jacket, and a 
hat like a flowei-pot tmned upside down, with a peacock 
feathei stuck m the fiont of it These men all beat big 
diums Tendook’s house was veiy European outside, 
but the two looms we saw mside had each an altar 
hghted up, and set with images and floweis, and Ten- 
dook’s own particulai piiests weie theie to attend to 
them Chans weie arianged foi us m one of these 
chapel-hke rooms, and while we sat theie we weie ofteied 
the national dimk It was presented to us m a silver 
bail el, m the top of which was a tube, and through this, 
m turn, we sucked the liquid, an aromatic sold of stuff. 
Theie was a chimney-piece m the loom, on which weie 
pictures of the Queen, of D , and of a few other people, 
and I am to send mme there too Oin host next pre- 
sented us each with a mce httle beU, and with a curious 
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twisted piece of brasa representing the Dai^eeling than 
derboU, from which, I believe the place takes its name. 
He showed ub, too some veiy oonoTifl pictures, which 
come from Thibet and which are sometunefl used in 
their worship 

I forgot to tell you that we were disturbed last night 
by the barkmg of some dogs and Blanche who never 
lies quiet under these eort of inflictions did not rest 
imtil she had succeeded m rousing aH the servants in the 
place and m sending my jemadar out to stop the noise 
He Bays he got fifry pohcemen and was hunting dc^ 
With them all night but Blanche says he mast have one 
hundred to-mght if necessary I believe she is going to 
suggest a dog tax to the Viceroy 

She has been amused at something which is no 
longer new to me and that is the way m which three 
strange officials join me as 1 enter every new bit of 
country and take care of me for a tune and then dis- 
appear to make room for another set. This time we 
have been fortunate in the Deputy Comimsaioner (Mr 
Paul)* who has shown us everything here and been very 
inatruotTve and amuaing 

Monday 2 itt — The snows this momxng were a httle 
bit clearer, and we were able to see the tope of all the 
highest mountains lunohmjunga, which next to 
Mount Everest is the bigbeet m the world has five 
pomts and its name signifies the five treasune* of the 
great snow Kufra and Jonnoo come next the former 
bang shaped like a four polo tent The whole range is 
magnificent, and looks solid and beautiful against the 
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Tilue sky. It seems to be dvt ecUy behmd tbe neai biUs, 
upon wbicli you see tiees and houses distmctly, and it is 
this appaient nearness, added to its gieat height, which 
makes the view so diffeient horn that of snow-mountams 
anywheie else We have not, howevei, seen it quite to 
perfection, foi the valleys have nevei been leaUy cleai 
smce we came We all felt quite soiiy to leave the 
place, but the excitmg idea of going down m a tioUy 
comfoited us a httle 

We got lid of oui engme and of aU othei carnages at 
Crhoom — the highest 1 ail way station m the woild, 
lemembei — and with a httle pilot tioUy gomg on 
befoie to show the way, we ghded down, down the 
Himalayas, through lovely mountam passes, locky and 
beautifully wooded hills, the most splendid sceneiy, the 
most dehghtful an — no smoke, no noise, a qmte ideal 
jomney. I expected to be alaimed, but I was not m the 
veiy least, and I sknted piecipices and tmned coineis, 
and whisked round loops m the happiest hame of mmd 
We came down the gieatei pait of the way at the late of 
nme miles an horn, but neai the end theie is a long 
•stiaight descent, and Mi Piestage allowed us to do it as 
fast as the wheels could turn — about twenty-five miles 
an horn It was hke the most easy and safe toboggan- 
ing The man who manages the biakes has complete 
contiol ovei the speed, and at any moment he would 
slacken it, 01 stop, as he did seveial times, foi us to see 
a specially lovely peep, 01 to get us a specimen of some 
new plant, 01 to let us xiut on oiu cloaks, once we 
stopped foi tea, and we also had luncheon on the way, 
foi om tioUy jomney lasted horn 12 tdl 5 30 At the 
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end of it "we ■were handed over to the charge of Cr 


Boughey and put into a now tram There we y iianie 
the night recroeaing the Ganges early m the np^» which 
and reaching Calcutta at one o cloch. P®® ^ 

Having brought myself safely hook to ColA 
most now give you some extracts from D a aco^ mght 
hifl proceedings His first letter w dated Marobr never 
he eavB We have had a splendid day and hfli^^ 
two tigers a mother and her yonng one — not thxP^^ ^ 
any hand m either performance, for my elepha noise

a smooth grassy plain We must have covered a breadth 
of more than a mile As we advanced every kmd 
creature got up m front of us — ^buBtards pig par \ 
tndgcs, hares wild cats, rabbits spotted deor borkmg ^ 
deer hog deor owls serpents (tc We were not 
allowed to fire a shot which I tliought rather hard 
as tlie grass was much too short to hold a tiger and 
there were a quantity of men and cattle about in all 
directions

Gliooii.iie 2oth, D. wiote ‘Yesteiday we had a blank 
icmeu^^ the novelty having woin off, one had time to 
befoiCi one’s peisonal impiessions a little moie closely 
Hnnanclusion I came to was that I was bemg lattled 
beauiji a peppei-castei We slaited at 8 30, and had 
inostiight miles, this time tluough a cultivated coimtiy, 
jouiiieiefoie without the excitement of loolung out for 
aeijsciipt game I was put mto the middle of a 
aii'et at one end of the jungle, the elephants havmg 
Wiously bioken down the tiees aiound me, so as to 
ive what they called a ‘ Maidan,’ that is to say, a space 
sjut ten yaids wide, in oidei that I might see if a 
ast came I thmk I told you that on the fiist day 
ly elephant, when the tiger was announced to him, 
nstead of going foiwaid like the lest, letieated behmd 
k a veiy tbicTir tiee, m whose blanches my head became 
en^^'^gled , so they changed my beast, and gave me one 
belongmg to the Nepalese colonel They say that weie 
a tigei to leap on his nose he would not so much as 
wmk Howevei, his comage has not yet been tiied, foi 
yesteiday we diew jungle aftei jungle m vam On my 
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•way home I abdicated my pepper-caater and took an 
humble eeat on a little pad elephant between two 
Nepalese, This mode of tmTellmg was a great relief — 
indeed quite comfortable — eo that in future we have 
determined to nde to cover on one of these little hack 
elephants 

We are very comfortable and I have a beautiful 
tent the food is very good and everybody is most kmd 
and attentive. 

This is all I have heard so far 

Frxday 35fA — Blanche and I left Calcutta by the 
night tram on Wednesday and journeyed on very com 
fortably m my own carnage for two nights and a day 
On Thursday evening Sir Alfred and Lady Lyall met ns 
at AUababad and Bat with ns while we dined The nights 
were cold and I got a chill which brought me to Agra 
this morning with rather a bad cough and feeling very 
unwell The Maharajah of Bburtpore met me at the 
station and as the tram was late he bad had an hour 
and a half to wait there I drove with him to the house 
where he is entertaimng us, and I think it was the sun 
on my hack during this rather long drive which made me 
feel more ill than I should have done from a mere cold. 

The house was built for a tomb, hut is a moat 
charming reffldence now It has been done up ^h and 
bos the prettiest furniture and moat lovely carpote and 
a fernery with birds flying about it outside one of tho^ 
drawing room windows 

I did not go out oil day but I had to see soveral 
people as I have come hero solely tc visit the Female 
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Medical School and to talk to the people connected mth 
it Di Hilson and the lady doctois came to see me. 
He IS the oiiginatoi of the school, and it is entnely 
thiough him that we have such a good foundation to 
woik on. I will not tiouble you with the long convei- 
sations I had wutli him and with the otheis , it was all 
the puiest ‘ shop ’ and will not beai lepetition. 

The ]\Iahaiaiah paid me a state visit, and then I lay 
down and slept till dmnei -time, wlule Blanche was taken 
to the Foit 

Sahndmj, 26tli — I confess it was a gieat lehef to me 
to find that I was well this moinmg, foi I had leally 
begun to feai an illness of some land, and I had a hard 
day’s woik to do We bieakfasted at eight, and then I 
drove off to see the medical school, the buildmgs that 
exist, the foimdations and jilans of those thataieto be — 
the hospital, the dispensary, the class-rooms, the pupils 
-and to heaa all that eveiybody had to say on all matters 
connected with its present and its future It has the 
makmgs of a fine mstitution, and is gomg on most 
satisfactorily After this I was obhged to do the gaol, 
which IS the very hottest place to walk about that I can 
imagme But I have to order a carpet, and Di Tyler 
IS so proud of those he makes here that I could not get 
out of lookmg at aU his prisoners at work Some of his 
best men were let out at the Jubilee, and therefore many 
looms are now at a standstill 

In the afternoon we went to see the Taj Havmg 
once described it to you, I wall spare you aU further 
rhapsodies on the subject 
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The dinner party Trent ofif very tvoU and I believe 
the Maharajah Traa mneh pleased with it, thou^ his 
share of enjoyment appeared to me to be modeet indeed 
He came to receive the gueeie he looked at the table, 
he presented everybody to me and then he took my 
finger and led me mto the dining room — after which he 
took hiB leave, 

Tvctda^ 2gth — We loft the house at 5 30 yesterday 
morning and the Maharajah drove me to the station 
Blanche and Fred ware with me till the middle of the 
day when they went off to Delhi, and Mr Lawrenoo Got 
don and I pursued our way to Dehra where the children 
are stavmg and where we are to spend a quiet month 

Mrs Charles Gordon met me at Baharanpore and 
gave ms dinner and saw me o 5 in my dAk gharry 
Oh I what a night I had of it The gharry itself reeem- 
bles a hearse more than any other carnage but instead 
of bemg pamted a gloa^ black it is a shabby brown 
When you ore about to spend the night m it you put 
in your pQlows and your blankets, and as there are no 
seats yon make yourself as comfortable as you fjt ti in a 
recumbent position upon the floor There ore ahdmg 
doors at cither side, and these generally shde open when 
you want them to bo shut and shut when you wish 
them to be ojwn In this boi you are rattled along and 
jolted from aide to side olia ngin g horses every five or 
BIX miles I came to tbo conclusion that the joume} 
was not one for a nervous person to moke It was pitch 
dark and I had 110 sooner got accustomed to one team 
of dreadful oinnmls than I had to go through the agon> 
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of tiying auothei Wlien I got well olf each time I was 
happy, hut the moment we stopped to change my mind 
was full of anxiety Theie was one paiticulaily had 
honi, ■^hich is lathei amusing to me now to look back 
on. The new team neighed wildly and made unmistak- 
-able signs of wishmg to fight , they turned lound and 
piesented sometimes then heads and sometimes then 
tads to my open dooi I immediately declaied I could 
not, and would not, go on with them, but no mtelhgible 
answei was made me, and allthenumeious white figuies 
which weie bustling about in the gloom seemed ui- 
difieient to my feais I at last succeeded m walmig 
my sel^ant, who was sound asleep on the loof, and 
I louted j\Ii Lawience Goidon out of the carnage m 
which he was following me He appealed m a miseiable 
suit of cotton clothes, and must have been bitteily cold, 
as the wind was veiy high and the dust was flymg m 
clouds Latei on he wrapped himself m blankets, and 
I saw a good deal of him foi some time. He got my 
shiiekmg steeds taken out and another pan put m , so 
quiet a pan that they could not get on at all, and they 
weie always stoppmg, and I was always hangmg out of 
my vehicle to see what was the matter, and at last I 
began seiiously to consider the question of stoppmg 
in peace by the wayside and not gomg on tiU the morn- 
ing Ml Goidon, howevei, suggested sendmg my maid’s 
carriage on to the next stable to fetch some better horses, 
and mme weie taken out This was aU very weU foi 
me, but all my smte weie shiveimg with cold, and they 
soon offered to drag me themselves There weie some 
body-guaid men and some servants, and Mi Goidon, 
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and they set to and toot me at a ratthng pace for abont 
tro mfles After this I Tras fortnnate and had good 
horses and Trent very fast but I never could sleep from 
annety a« to the probable character of the neit team. 
One of my nocturnal troubles Tvas that I had loet a 
shoe, and as I Tvaa always expecting to have to take 
to the road on foot it was I felt a senous loss I This 
most eioitmg drive lasted from lo rai till 7 aoj 
and you may suppose I was pretty tired of it and very 
glad to see some of the body guard m fall uniform 
suddenly appear by my side — a sure sign that I Tvas 
near my destination. 

All night Tre were passing bnllock-cartfl Tnth qnamt 
figures muffled in Tvliite driving them through the dark 
and sometimes our way tths stopped by the upset of one 
of those carts m the middle of the road No ani gb t m 
a dak gharry does not emt me at all — of that I am qmto 
convinced 

I found the children asleep but they soon vroke np 
and came and talked to me till their breakfast time 
when I went to sleep and so recovered from the dread 
ful night 

Df/(ra II cdnnday 30 th —We have taken a bungalow 
hero from a native lady who nmmed a white tnnn, and 
who iB now enjoying bis fortune ns a mdow It is n 
very good houfle with one long room T?hich runs right 
through it and iihieh is divided by a curtain into dining 
room and drawing room. On cither side of it nro bod 
rooms and upstairs there are trvo good rooms which have 
been arranged for the Viceroy s busmcfis. 
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Wc lijuc two olhei small Inmgnlaws belonging to u®, 
and an aiin> of tents, foi of coiuse when tlio Yiceioy 
appeals pin ate life ends, and Foieign Secictaiies and 
A I) C.s, and business people will swaiiu 

The countiy loimd us is lo\el> Theic aie the 
mountains quite close, and all the loads aie beautifully 
wooded, and it does feel like a ical countiy place 

AVe do lcs‘:ons a gieat pait of the day, and then wo 
iidc The Inst time wo went to look at the tanks fiom 
winch 0111 watei comes, and ;\esteiday we lode to the 
Gooikha Lines and came home thiough an a^enuc of 
fine tiees, with a stieain of watei luniimg on one side 
and nice soft giound foi the hoises’ feet The childien 
aie \eiy happ^, and aio much occupied m loolang after 
tliiec dogs who aic supposed to be learning tucks 

I must now gno }ou anothei bit of D ’s tigei-shoot- 
mg e\pciiences * Till now’ my lepoits have not been 
very satisfactoiy, foi when one is aftei tigei one thinks 
veiy little of slaughtciing deei, but to-day we have had 
a leally good day, and lia-^e bi ought home thiee tigers — 
one of these a'seiy fine male, but as to w’hom any of 
them belong it is difficult to say, foi what happens is 
this Theie is a sudden shout, “ A tigei ' ” and piesently 
we see the glass moMUg and get a glimpse of some ciea- 
tuie, upon which eveiybody files, and of couise eveiybody 
imagines he hits The second beast turned up m the 
middle of a wood with veiy high glass He was close 
to my elephant, and I filed down upon him, and of comse 
I beheve I hit him Then he bounded about, and dozens 
of shots weie hied m eveiy dnection At last he came 
out mto an open place, and I had the good luck to knock 
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>iiTn over with a ehot which broke hifl back. I then 
gave hnn the coup de grdee m hiB head, bo that, at any 
rate, I had a large share m hia destruction 

Fnday lit. — My family remamfi yonng enoo^ 

m mind thoroughly to enjoy the privileges accorded to aH 
on the first of April nor woold they hear of ending the 
April Fool time at twelve o clock. One day in the 
year is httle enou^ they think, for the diversion of 
taking everybody m, and their one regret is that their 
father la not here to be practised npom 

We went to tea with the Muirs and rode with them 
afterwards and m the evening we had the further dism 
pahon of a concert and a small play There was one 
rather fanny scene during the concert. A gentleman 
who was going to perform on the flute mounted the 
stage, but the lady who wae to accompany him was 
amusing herself elsewhere, and while he was looking 
about for her in every direction, we could see her laughing 
and talking in the ante-room There were screens aorosa 
the back of the stage to hide the preparations for the 
play and after the flatast had peered behind each one of 
these he at last m despeor retired there himwif, but his 
coat tail had scarcely disappeared when the lady marched 
on to the front of the stage and a the audience laughed 
and applauded — aho could not nnagmo why The play 
vas Cut off With a ShiHiog 

Sunday 3 rd io 11 ednetday 6th — arrived safe and 
woD and is delighted with this place with the house and 
his own cheerful rooms with the news and the trees 
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iind the climate. And ^^e have managed to mamtam 
oiii pinacj-and to lead a family life. Not one AD.C. 
appeals at any meal, and we can almost fancy ouisolves 
at Clandehoye. ^Ve ha\o a nice long iide cveiy aftei- 
noon, and v.o enlo^ 0111 quiet e\enmgs 

Tliui'^daif, / th — One day heic is so like anothei that 
I shall mihs a fewexerj now and then, but to-day we had 
‘special dissipations. E^cn the wcathei vent on m an 
nmisnal way, occasionally omitting a giovl from hehmd 
hanks of black cloud gatheied togethei about the hill- 
toiis, 01 coming out vith a sudden little gust of vund, 
vhicli made one feai a dust-stoim, 01 shedding a few 
diops of lam upon us, so that we might e\pect a deluge 
None of these thmgs came oft — it was all talk , and we 
got quite safely thiough the afoiesaid dissipations, which 
weie, fust (one of an improMng and instinctive character) 
— a iisit to the Suivey Office 

Oui second engagement pi evented oui visiting the 
Ohseivatoi}^ Xiropeily, so I will say nothmg about it, as 
wo mean to go theie anothei day I felt sme that the 
children would be m a desperate state of impatience foi 
OUI letmn, as ve veie to have some tdtmg and tent- 
peggmg at the body-guaid lines We accoidmgly picked 
them up and drove there All the pomes had been sent 
on, and D , with some gentlemen, tent-pegged on one 
side of the tea, which was laid midei some trees, while 
the ladies tdted on the other side The children enjoyed 
themselves immensely, and were paiticulaily pleased 
with a tmy ditch between the two grounds, over which 
they could jump 
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Oood Friday — We had ffuch a onnoufl eipenence in 
church to-day The clergyman was just begmnmg his 
sennon when our carnages drove violently past the door 
the body-guard rushed after them and all the other 
vehiolefl eet o5 too there was a great oominotion outside, 
and all the men m the church got up and began to shut 
the doors and windows, I could not nnagme what was 
the matter but the word bees soon began to be whis 
pered about When we were safely shut up the semoe 
went on These swarms are very dangerous Bomefamee 
and had they got into the church, the ladies would all 
have had to put their dresses over their heads and the 
gentlemen would have had to protect themselves as 
beet they could with their coat tails. We waited some 
way to our carnages and had to jump in and get oS as 
quickly os poeafble for the bees were buExmg about 
and all our men were much afraid of them The 
children were highly delighted with tins piece of excite- 
ment. 

Saturday gUi — Wo made a long and very pleasant 
expedition up to Mussoono which la the hill station 
immediately over this It is much smaller than Rimlft 
but it has tho ineetunable advantage of being on an out- 
side spur of the Himalayas and instead of being bnned 
behmd range alter range of mountains it is situated at 
the oxtromo edge of them and looks down upon the pla ins 
as upon a map It is not cut off from tho world, and a 
person there who nught ho bored by hih station society 
could mount his horso and descend in half an hour to tho 
larger world below lou can t imagine what a deli^tful 
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sense of ficedoin this gnes, liecauso }OU don’t lvno^^ wlmt 
it IS to be encaged in the \eiyhenit of the Himalaya*' 
foi the gicatci pait of the ycai 

We left 0111 house soonaftei ten and dio\e toEnipoie, 
a Milage at the foot of the hills, oi lathci the place ^Yhelc 
the ascent begins Thoie we mounted oui hoises and 
sat upon them as upon an inclined plane nhilc the> 
toiled up a ^cl3^steop load We cauied paiasols and 
had on helmets and sun-pads, but itnas not disagieeabl> 
hot, and with Hehia to look at belon and the mountains 
befoie us, and a certain amount of pietty nood to pass 
thiough, no had a ohainnng iidc, and no all cnioycd it 
much We ^^cnt stiaighi to the Himalava Club, \Yhcie 
the committee ga^c us a \eiy excellent lunch, and then 
ne again mounted oui hoiscs to see the place 

Mussooiie beats a stiong family likeness to Simla, 
and its Tien mto the mountain^ is exactly the same It 
has its mmiatuie A.miandale,- called ‘ the Happy Valley,’ 
dedicated to tennis and Gymkhanas It has its ‘ Mall,’ 
the fashionable piomenade, its club — a Yciy supeiioi 
place mdeed — its assembly-iooms, and its ' Jakko,’ called 
the ‘ Camel’s Back ’ We neie leiy foitunate m the day, 
which was cleai and naim and pleasant, and we saw 
Mussooiie loolang its biightest The club gave us tea, 
and then, some on hoises and some m dandies, we de- 
scended the hill again The giils and I weie earned, and 
we leached the bottom m about an hour’s time The 
carnage met us at Bajiioie, and we got home about 
seven o’clock, havmg had a veiy nice day 

Lord Wdliam brought m one of the native conjmois 
in the evemng He was lathei a good one, and was very 
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clean and very moflical Beeidea conflnltmg bis monkey 
ekall over every tuck, be sang ‘ Pop goes the Wesde and 
other national English songs mixed up wth Indian tnnes 
which added greatly to the charms of his performance 
One of hi3 tneka was, I soppoee, s very s3Jy one hnt it 
was very amnsing He made two eggs fight Unaided 
by any visible means they hopped and jumped and 
knocked each other until one broke. 

ilomiay nth — This afternoon we went to see a tea 
garden and the macihinery for turning green leaves into 
tea-caddy tea Thw process only tales a day in jfine 
weatber and the young shoots, which are polled in the 
morning, are and diy and packed away into chests 
by night It should not, however be drunk for six 
months or O'year A quantity of women and children 
are employed in picking the leaves they hrmg m their 
bsaketa full twice a day and each time the quantity they 
have gathered is weighed, and they are paid a pic© a 
pound on the spot These leaves are then spread ont on 
shelves to wither after that they are pot into a machine 
which rolls them ahoot for half on hour and out of this 
they come in a damp end draggled condition Left on 
another shelf for r time th^ turn brown then they are 
passed over n very hot fomace m trays, and this dnee 
them and toma them snto tea The only thing left to 
bo done is to sift it in a scries of sieves which divide tho 
tea into four qnahties. The coarsest — Souchong— comes 
out of one sieve Pokoo Souchong out of another Pokoo 
from a thinl and Onmgo Pekoe the best tea from tho 
fourth Nothing remainsfobo done now but the packing 
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of it in tin-linofl cases ]\ri. Bogcis told mo that about 
130,000 lbs nic sent out of tins gaiden m a }ear, that 
it costs the annas a pound to malce, and is sold on an 
a\eiage at eight annas 

He ga\c us some home-made he\oiago before uo loft, 
and v,e ^^alkcd all oici the gaidons, uhich aie very 
piettv The tea-hushes aio ncal-loolang shiuhs, and 
theiG are some good tiees in the place, and a lovely view 
of the mountains fiom it 

Ml . Rogeis has a dog vho has adopted a httle monkey, 
and this cioatuie alva^s lies on the dog’s back as he 
valks about, and, if pulled ava> fiom him, cues, and 
then lushes aftci him and lumps up to his place again 
The dog defends the monkey fiom the attacks of all other 
dogs, and it was most amusing to sec the vay the two 
vent on togethei as the}’^ accompanied us lound the 
gai den 

A telescope was put up close to oui house, and befoie 
dmnei two gentlemen came to shov us some stais I vashed 
veiy much to see them, and was paiticulaily dehghted 
with Satuin, which, to my suipiise, was exactly like his 
pictures, and was much moie oiigmal than any of the 
otliei stais Venus only looked like the moon seen with 
the naked eye We saw ‘ Eigel,’ of whom I confess I 
had not heaid befoie, with Ins small attendant star. 
Sums, Castoi, the double stai, and the Nebulie neai 
Onon — its golden haze with the blight stais m it was 
qmte plam The moon, unfoitunately, lose too late for 
us to see it 

The weathei is quite waim now, but oui house is 
cool in the day, and the evenmgs out aie veiy pleasant 
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Tuesday 12th , — and I started off m a comfortable 
carnage tbia moming to drive twenty fonr miles to 
BaiwalJa Our way lay through different kmds of wood 
and jungle and m many places the lovely little rose, 
which IB BO abundant at Dehra covered the forest trees, 
and fell in pink cascades from all the branohea Then 
we saw the tall grasses which reminded D of his tiger 
shooting Some of them grow twenty feet high and 
are yeHow and dried up now with black marka on them 
so that D Bays it is difficnlt to diBtmgniah the crouching 
tiger from the jungle which la so much the same colour 
aa himself 

"Whan wo reached our camp we found it a very 
pretty one situated on a high bank overlooking the 
Ganges our tents shaded by groups of fine trees. We 
were rather hot and tired when we amved and were 
glad of some lunch and a rest but by four 0 clock we 
were ready to go off fishing We rode on elephants down 
to the river and then we did eayoy ourselves I D fished 
diligently throwing a spoon and I aimply eat on the 
banks and watched him and looked at the un Indjan 
scene. It was just like beingin Canada again and it was 
possible for the tune to forget the Indian Empire with its 
Burmah, its Algjianistan its rrontier its India Oflloe, 
its Civil Service Conumsaion and all its other cares 
Pot the first time 1 really appreciated the Ganges 
Hitherto it has never babbled to me of green fields as 
a nrcr should but has been associated in my mind with 
mlraculona cures burning ghflts crowds of bathers, m 
sanitation, and towns. Here it does not set up for bomg 
bettor than its neighbours and its clean green and blue 
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■v\atois floM on 111 all simplicity tliioiigli pebbly slioies 
and wooded banks, s\^allo\Mng up a turbulent little 
tiibutaiy and slipping !>> the Sawalik Hills. These aie 
a low range of mountains r\hich shut in the Dun, and 
in them some of the most mteiestmg fossils hare been 
discoveied , in fact, at Baiwalla the Ganges is quite 
unsopliislicatcd and countiilied in its behaMoui, and 
IS lust like any olhci ii\ei. Eieii the fish, unawed by 
the sacied chaiactei of the stienm, jumped about in 
a most tantalising maniici, and moic 111 fai too fiivolous 
a mood to bite While D iias tiynig liaid to tempt 
them, I made an excuisioii on a wondeiful kind of 
boat It consists of t^^o bullock-slaiis filled i\itli air, and 
acioss them a small bedstead (charpai) is tied, which is 
the seat of the boat , on it I sat, while the pufied-up 
animals, lying on then backs i\nth then toes m the 
ah, floated me Then two loose skins wcie tin own m, 
and two men, lying on then chests acioss them, seized 
dififeient sides of my bedstead with then hands and 
paddled with then feet You can’t thmk how funny 
the whole thmg looks, the foui helpless, fat, seal-like 
animals lymg m a low with a piim expression on their 
faces from haiuug then eyes and mouths tied up into 
little buttons as if they had died saying ‘Prunes and 
piism,’ a person sitting between then upturned paws, 
and the two men paddlmg vigorously with their feet 
It IS a most comfortable and safe machme, as it draws 
scarcely any water 

Colonel Lane is the Commissioner who looks after us, 
and we have only got Lord Wilham and Dr Findlay 
with us, so we actually sit down to dmnei so small a 
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party aa five. “We wfira a& very sleepy and tired and 
went to bed at nine o oloolc 

Wedn^aj/ 1 3 fA —We have had a most interesting 
and debghtfol day P began it early and went down 
to the nver for a ooaple of hoars fishing before break 
fast. I remained quiet and sat under the mango-treea 
while my ayah packed np and homed off to Hurdwar 
60 that Bhe might have tune for a dip m the sacred 
fftreflm at this most propibons tune, before I should 
amve there D was unsaccesafal, but was I think, 
quite happy in that hope which springs eternal m the 
ffaherman s breast, and ha went on trying his luck all 
the way down to Hurdwar We breakfasted first and 
then getting into boats were rowed to that place We 
went down several rapids and enjoyed it uamenBely the 
nvet looked lovely and on the water the weather was 
cool enough to be very pleasant Hurdwar is a moet 
picturesque and tfunous-lookmg place it consists of a 
row of vanoufl temple- and fort and palaoe-like-looking 
buddings at the very edge of tho water, a long narrow 
baiaar running at the back of these and a good way 
beyond Some of these buddingB are temples, and 
others are houses belongmg to great Hindu Hajahs who 
like to have reaidencoa at such a sacred place and who 
generally allow all tho pilgrims from their States to 
live m these houses when these come to bathe 

Tho fair at Hurdwar used to be enormous but since 
the railway has come near to it pilgnma vi^it it all 
tho year round and there is not so groat a rush of 
them for this Pnja or religious festival I landed on 
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a 'JOit of N\oo(lcii budge oi bniiicadc Mhich sliuts m the 
pinicipal bathing-placo. The stieam is so stiong, and 
the cio\\d so gicat, tlial the ■s\ealv niid old would luii 
gicat iisk of being cniiied away weio they not penned 
in The buildings foim a coinci licic, and the budge 
goes acioss the base of the tiiangic, wlnlc a gicat flight 
of stalls — a ghat — down from the baj^aai is the ape\ of 
it The liouses, ledges, little cupolas, and windows on 
cilliGi side weio filled with people, and a compact ciowd 
coveied the ‘=teps, there weiealso smallci winding staiis 
leading to the watei, and gaih diessod figures weie 
always going up and down these 

People from all paits of Lidia come heic, and you 
can t think how intciesting and amusing it was to 
watch the multitude both m and out of the watei. 
I sat there foi two houis, and D., w’ho anived a little 
latei, was equallj pleased. Some of the bathers stayed 
m very long, till they weie shiieimg with cold, but 
still theie was a constant change gomg on, and always 
somethnig fiesh to look at. Theie was a man support- 
ing two little gills 111 his aims, who seemed to enjoy it 
thoioughly They splashed eveiyone w'ho came near, 
and seemed full of fun Anothei fathei of a family 
came holding a young baby high above the water, while 
three women held on behmd and ciossed the bathmg- 
place till they reached some quiet corner, when they all 
held their noses and jumped up and down seven or 
eight times without stoppmg They had looked fully 
dressed when they entered the watei, but after a dip the 
cotton sheets which had coveied them stuck to them, and 
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expressed mach more than they concealed This hap- 
pened to all the women bnt nobody seemed to mind 
"When I) amved there waa a great shontmg and 
TTiilh- and rose-Jeares were thrown into the Ganges in hifl 
hononr Trays of the latter are kept there on pnipoee 
for the deTont to offer, and one man pays Ea. 760 a3rear 
for the pnvflege of eeDing rose-leavee there. The 
Brahmmfl are very busy all the time receiving gifts from 
the pilgmufi and I saw one old gentleman besieged by 
them as he decoendod mto the water He produced 
money from some comer of his limited coetnme and 
gave it mto the outstretched bands that were thrust in 
hw way I was very much interested, too m watching a 
woman who had evidently brou^t some of the ashes of 
her dead to oast into the water She poured them mto 
her hand out of a little bag and after much oonsui 
tation with a Brahmm paid him Bomething and oast 
them mto the stream Many people throw m money 
and jewels with the ashes and all over the bathing plaoo 
men stand with trays with which they ghovel up 
pebbles from the bottom and look through them in 
the hope of recovenng treasure 

Fakirs wore bathing m numbers and other holy 
people from afar were fiUmg vessels with the sacred 
water to cany home They say the water keeps good 
for ever and everyone likes to take away bottle* full of 
it Along the odge of the water on the wall of a house 
wore a row of niches in which fekirs and gods sat, and 
where offonngs were made and oppoate thorn on the 
oUier Bide there was a long ledge on which were porehed 
a number of pnest like men in orange turbans. Tho

highest Biahmins sat opposite us m the ciowcl on the 
-steps, and lAeie very fine-loolviug men ui pink tuihans, 
they aftenvaids came to be piesented to D. Thcie uas 
one fat man, a hathei, Ailio ^^ould come and seize my 
foot and talk to me, and I had gicat dilliciilty m getting 
him kept off 

Anothei excitement was the quantity of laige fish m 
the bathmg-place, Mhieli, being fed constantly, aie quite 
tame, and are not in the least alaimcd b}’^ the dipping 
and splashmg that goes on aiound them 

All the people looked so happy and good-humouied, 
they seemed thoioughl.y to enioy the festival, and, as I 
said befoie, we could haidly bcai to toai 0111 selves a^ay 
from it When ve did go we mounted a big elephant 
and sat in a splendid howdah, the aims of which weie 
silvei tigeis clawing silvei antelopes Tims enthroned 
we lode thiough the bazaai This is evidently the way 
to make a state piogress m India One feels so veiy 
grand and so veiy much bettei and highei than othei 
people as one looks into the uppei chambeis and on to 
the roofs of all the houses and down upon the foot and 
equestiian passengers and the little shops and the daily 
stieet-hfe of people m less elevated positions We had a 
procession of twelve elephants, but ouis was the biggest 
and giandest of all, and had much scarlet and gold 
embroidery hanging about him We ought to have been 
dressed m the same style, but alas ' we only appeared 
in tiaveUmg garments with sun hats, a smart' umbrella 
with a silver stick held over us improved om appearance 
a little, I hope 

As soon as we had lunched, we went to look at the

head of the Ganges Canal, one of tho great engmeenng 
■workfl of India. It is earned tinder nrers and over 
rivers and is about 500 mfles long Then tve proceeded 
to a dftTTi which regnlatefl the amount of water m the 
c-flnpf and there we saw a wonderful Bi^t — thousands 
and thousands of fish struggling to get np the strearD 
and jmnpmg m shoals fex out of the water in their vain 
efforts to pass the doors of the dam It was most 
ounous and one conld not have bebeved m the quantity 
of fish without seeing them I) tried to catch some but 
I am sure the water was much too turbulent and the fish 
far too well occupied with their endeavours to proceed up 
the nier to bite I wandered about the top of the dam 
and watched the smaller fish faying to get up at other 
gates and the smallest of all malmig their way up a 
fish ladder which has been built on purpose for themi 
but which none of the big ones condescend to ose. At 
five 0 clock we had tea and then went on by tram to 
Boorki Colonel and Mrs. Blood met us there and we 
are their guests. They have such a pretty drawing 
room it made me quite envious. It has a high domed roof 
supported bj four sets of pOlars which make a round 
centre to the room with large scmioircular bows or re- 
cesses beyond each She seems to have great taste in 
rooms and she has done this one np very 
prettfly TVe dmed alone with them, and m the evenmg 
there was a party in the garden and oil the station was 
presented to ns. 

Tlnmday l^th — D spent the whole ranming inspect 
mg ho<*pitals troops and workshops and I was ready 
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to go •with him, hut he peisuaded me to give it up, as it 
was so veiy hot, and as we had foity-five miles to drive 
in the afternoon , so I sat at home and talked to Charlotte 
Elood, who IS Sn Auckland Colvm’s daughter, and whom 
I knew at Cano D came m at one, ha'vmg been mteiested 
in all he saw, and we had lunch, and started duectly 
after I hate dii-vmg, and strange horses, but oui own 
met us twenty miles from Dehia, and took us through 
the Mohun Pass m the Sawahk Hills, a really lovely bit 
of road, "with immensely high cliffs and queer -shaped 
pinnacle rocks, and beds of iiveis, and all the trees 
commg out into blossoms and fresh green leaves We 
got home just m tune, as a dust-storm followed by lam 
came on as we got m The clnldien were all well, and 
had been ha'vmg some fun of then own, tdtmg and tent- 
peggmg at 7 A M 

The dinner -table had been decorated m the most 
elaborate way by oui servants 'with ‘Welcome, Earl of 
Huffeim,’ and cio'wns, all done m roses. This decoration 
is a sort of mania which they have taken up lately , and 
I beheve there is great iivahy betw^een the different men 
as to whether the Staff bungalow table or oms is the 
moie beautifully arranged The chief decorators were 
hidden close by to hear what we sard about it, and one 
wrote an elaborate note to Blackwell to ask her to come 
and see it 

Satin day, i6tli, to Tuesday, igtli —I was rather knocked 
up after my three long days m the sun and heat, so I 
have been takmg thmgs quietly, and had mdeed to lemam 
m bed all Sunday Friday and Satmday afternoons 
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Mr Gore and I had our hands fall Four hundred Jubileo 
coDection cards to be signed It proved to be quite 
a laboxir and we had to get m some help One servant 
wetted the receipt stampe with a hmsh (for who could hck 
400 stamps at a sitting ? ) another put them down on the 
right place I then ruled lines across the blank spaces 
on the card to prevent any farther coDection being made 
on it signed and dated and passed it on to Mr Gore who 
took down the number of it and the name of the collector 
This set came from Moradabadt wid the sum total 
amounted to Rs, 6 000 Most people there had put 
down their own names on their cards with the neoeasary 
sum ae a donation, and bad not aaked anybody else for 
more This money all goes to the North TTest Provinceft 
Branch of my Fund. 

D had two mornings quail shootmg which he 6n<> 
joyed and the children hare been nding os usual 

We gave our one dinner party here on Saturday 
night which was unlucky for me as 1 felt much inclined 
to go to bed and found it difficult to get through tho 
evening It went off nicely however 

Monday I wns to hare nsited n native school and 
tho Leper Hospital but Dr Findlay made me give up 
tbe latter I did do tho school It is an American 
missionary one for native CUnstmnB They have a fine 
house and grounds and seem to give a very good oduca 
tion The suty pupils all boarders wore eonted in rows 
and all wore plain ulute sans over their heads When 
I was Boatod thov began to smg somethmg a httlo sliriJl 
Then a child got up and taking a stick m her Iiand 
advanced to a blacliboard on which some problems from 
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Euclid weie dia\vn m chalk, and as fast as she could 
speak and point -with hei stick she gabbled ovei the 
explanation It had a veiy funny effect. Thiee moie 
gnls followed suit Then they did geogiaphy m the 
same way, but as I felt a httle moie at home on this 
subject, I could see that they really had leaint the map 
m a veiy piacticsil way There was Enghsh readmg and 
moie smgmg, and I toiled all over the house, feehng very 
weak , I asked foi a hohday for the pupils, and refused 
to make them a speech, and got home as soon as I could. 

I missed a httle Gooikha Eeview which D. and the 
children were at, and they came home dehghted with 
it. The gnls lode, and Mis Bechei, the wife of the 
Colonel, took them about, and they followed the details 
of the sham battle and weie not the least alaimed by 
the fiimg which went on, and weie much amused by the 
whole thmg, and by the cheeiy and excited demeanour 
of the sturdy httle Goorkhas A new battahon of them 
has just been raised, and they have qmte a large estab- 
lishment here called the ‘ Goorkha Lmes ’ These soldiers 
are never moved, except for war, so they are able to 
settle down comfortably 

Tuesday was oui last day at Dehia, and we had fixed 
upon it for a garden party as a sort of acknowledgment 
to aU the xieople who had written then names m the 
visitmg-book We had it at the body-guard hues, and 
it was very successful There were two tenms-courts, 
and tent-peggmg and tdtmg, and everybody seemed 
amused, and aU the ladies wondered why they had not 
tilted before, and deter mmed to get it up here at once 
Basil had been out m the moimng to try tent-peggmg. 
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find having taken three he WRB mnoh encouraged and 

•went on at it the whole afternoon, gumving everybody 
elae He was not quite sncceasfn] before spectators, but 
he has greatly improved m his nding, and he enjoyed 
himself immensely Henme and Yictona tilted The 
Hehra people said they were so sorry we were gomg, 
and that now the season was over and they would be 
so dulh I suppose that onr cavaJcadee on the road and 
aH the bustle connected with sneh a big estabhahment 
did enhven a little place Uke this 

We have been very sorry to hear of the wreck of the 
Tatmanxa the ship we came out in The oaptam who 
was drowned was such a mco man and it is a sad end- 
ing to his career He was so airoous to get a shore 
Bppomtment, poor man and D had done wliat h^. 
could for him without success We knew many of the 
people on board of her 

Wtdnt$day 20t/i — We left Dehra m the morning and 
had a long drive to Saharanpore The wind was very 
high and very hot and the dost fearful but we got 
through it and the children seemed as usual to enjoy 
everything We were glad of tea on our arrival at the 
station Then we had an hour and a half m the tram 
and awoke into Viceregal life ogam at HmbaUa where 
guards of honour bands, carnages and four a salute 
and fill the signs of it come to remind us of our o ffing l 
poQtioD after a month of pnvate hfe- We put up at 
the hotel for the night and eat out all the evening 

ninrtday 21st — Wo had a very quiet mommg and 
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diove ovei to Pmjoie m the afternoon. This curious 
httle place, -with its watei falls and fountains and canals, 
its illuininations, fireworks, and tinsel decoration, delighted 
the children, and they weie also immensely pleased at 
havmg to sleep in tents You know Pmjoiejwell by this 
fime, so I need tell you no more about it. 

Fi iday, 22 nd — ^We did om long, long drive up to 
Simla, and were veiy glad when we got there Simla 
opens agam a new chapter of our life, and so I will 
not begm upon it to-day, though it looks so very like 
itself that, havmg aheady described it to you steadily 
for two yeais, 1 do not know what I shall find to teU you 
this year that will be m the least new 01 mteiestmg.

I lia^e been gomg tliiougli the list of oui enteitain- 
ments at Simla last jeai, and I tbmk it may amuse you

F) iday, 2yih — The Queen’s Ball this yeai was, I 
thmk, a paiticulaity nice one The weathei was lovely, 
the people weie smait, and all seemed to be m the humoui 
to enjoy themselves, so that theie was a gieat deal of 
sinrit about the affau There weie such numbei s of new 
ladies that I felt qmte a stiaugei among them The 
dancmg men I nevei do expect to laiow 

Tuesday, "^ist — klj" hfe is a bin den to me by reason 
of my annual chanty fete ' I had lathei an important 
letter to write after yesterday’s meeting, but found it 
difficult to collect my ideas, and to keep them m any 
sort of Older, when baskets of goods and notes kept 
pouimg m the whole moimng, and when, at least twentj" 
tunes duimg its composition, I got up to unpack the 
things and to adjudicate upon then value, and to thank 
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the donors and to see tliat their baskets were retnmed 
to them One moment I was deep m vital qaeetionfl 
concerning the Agra school and the next I was t hinking 
whether a doll was worth one rupee or two It was a rest 
from theee labours to go to Annandale for tent-peggmg 
and tilting 

In the evening we went to the play m the new 
theatre It is a very pretty httle place and is nicely 
decorated with pink mnslin onrtamfl in each box and 
gold and white paint ‘Wo sit near the stage, and not 
only see the play very well but all the people m the 
theatre too which adds to the amusement 

Fndoii June 3rti to TTcdnctdoj; Uh —'We are de- 
stined to silver the greatest anxiety about the weather 
for onr fSte- Every year it pours the day before and 
threatens ondwomee us up to three o clock on the real day 
and this year it eorpaased itself m this aggravating hue. 
After two months of excecmve heat and drought it must 
needs come down in a heavy shower on Thursday evening 
and on Friday become positively vicious in its conduct 
A terrific gust of wind at one o clock m the day covered 
our rooms with dost and sent us all flying to the win 
dows to shut them and then darkness came on and a 
deluge rattled upon the roof and great hailstones fell, 
snd despair filled my min d A ft e r one passionate 
squall it settled down into a steady downpour and the 
Inwn, which ha» hitherto looked like a desert was soon 
converted into a marsh Friday morning things looked 
letter but the clouds hung about and occasionally a 
black one would jwisa o\cr the blue sky just to teoso ns 
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appaiently, foi it never came down, and we ended by 
having a gloiious day I had not daied to put out any 
of the piecious goods initil thiee o’clock, and they weie 
scaicely aiianged vhen the people began to aiiive The 
glass vas a little damp, but we had down caixiets, and 
eveij^one was leally glad to be neithei hot noi dusty 
The whole thing was vei}' amusmg, and the lesult was 
good 

I can hand ovei Es 4,200 odd to the Eipon Hospital, 
and I have about 140 thmgs left fiom my table which I 
value at Es. 400, and of which I am going to make one 
laffle foi the pool of Simla I shall divide the lattei 
sum amongst the cleigy heie foi distribution m the 
wintei 

This bemg the 4th of June, D dmed at Sii F. 
Eobeits’ with all the othei ‘Eton boys’ that could 
be collected kli Lyall, the Lieutenant-Goveinoi of 
the Punjab, and Sii Aucldand Colvm weie among 
them. 

Tuesday, 21st — Obseive the date* I have wasted 
a week and a-half, and can only give you a bed-and-sofa 
account of the gayest ten days of the season > As my 
jomnal is giowmg deadly dull, this is a pity, and you 
must imagme how veiy mteiestmg it would all have been 
had not this msidious climate knocked me over for a 
tune, with what might m j)opulai language be teimed 
a ‘ fingei-ache ’ I will fiist fimsh off with myself and 
my symptoms, and will then give you a second, thud, 
and fomth-hand account of the gaieties I have missed. 
Monday I awoke with the veiy slightest headache, but. 
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mth an nnoonquerable dmnclinatioii to get np bo sup- 
ported by the doctor s aHHorance that twen^ four hours 
m bed would cure me I remamed where I was for that 
time Tuesday I got up quite well, but most absurdly 
weak and so I immediately gave up all idea of going to 
ft dance that night and about lunch time I resolved not 
to receive visitorB as I was bound to do that afternoon 
Wednesday I still felt weak, and on Thursday I was up 
and prepared to receive gnests at dinner here and to sit 
out a dance after However I felt very cross m the 
afternoon the servants passing the window my book 
fallin g down everything and nothmg made me im 
table Such a very extraordinary mrcumBtance as this 
made me look at the thermometer and 1 fonndmy tern 
}>eratnTe, and my temper were at loi a crrccmsiance 
which has never happened to me in India before. I 
meant to say nothing about it, bat as the doctor hap- 
pened to come in I did confide the matter to him, and 
he sent me to bed at once. Friday I remamed there, 
Saturday ditto and Sunday I was up most of the day 
but etill weak. Some time during this penod I caught 
cold, but otherwise there seemed to be nothmg whatever 
the matter with me, Testeirday I went down to lunch 
and dinner and to-night I hope to go to the Boberts 
funcy baD, so I must consider myself convalescent, 
though feeble. Certainly there is soraetlung of the 
vampire about this climate it extracts your strength 
and you know nothing about it until some very shght 
ftilmcnt reveals the melancholy fact 

Thursday there were races and a big dinnor and 
dfinco hero both of which I was able to follow from my

"bed immediately above. Fust^ a clatter of swoids near 
my door, by which I know that His Excellency has been 
fetched, and that hainng descended the stairs, he is being 
taken lound the guests. Lady Eobeits, Sn Piedeiick, 
Ml and Mis Duiand, Sii Auckland Colvm and ladies 
thiee, the French Consul, Mis Levet Yeatts, and thirty 
moie I hcai ‘ God save the Queen,’ and I Imow they 
are maichmg in to dmnei, the Viceroy and Lady Robeits, 
Blanche and Sn' Fiedeiick, and a long line foUowmg, 
Blanche in a state of extreme nervousness at the very 
idea of sitting m my place, and assuring Sn Frederick

I don’t know what happened on Friday, but Saturday 
was most excitmg Theie was a hoise show, and all 
-our favomite steeds weie exhibited The childien went 
down at 7 A ar to see it, and came back mdignant and 
excited My beautiful ‘ Hack ’ and Yictoiia’s were, they 
said, pronounced by the imbecile judges to be too fat, and 
weie put aside at once. ‘ Euby ’ got no prize, and eveiy- 
thmg was most ‘ stupid and unfau ’ However, m the 
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afternoon thing s unproved Ixord ‘Wilham rode my 
No Name for o trottmg pnae, and as she performed 
before the stand everyone eiohumed What a beantifnl 
pony I and she got the first pnse Enby it tamed out 
got seoond m one olaas, and was Highly commended 
m another class. Bat by what sort of a pony do yon snp 
pose we were beaten ? By a Lady’s Hack with broken 
knees. The judges preferred broken knees to a becoming 
amount of fat and said They had made up their minds 
not to notice the former defect Vlotona s Diplomat ' 
got a second pnse for jumping and Basil appeared at 
dinner covered with commendataonB and blue bowa and 
pmk tape which he said had aH been given to bis beloved 
httle Sams.

Wedimday 22rul — LadyBoberta /ubflee Fancy Ball 
19 over I was not quite strong enough really to enjoy it 
but it was undoubtedly a very pretty ball and a very 
Buccessfol one.

fully as poeaible Then we eiammed the most illustnous 
Order of the Bon The ribbon is a pink watered one 
with two narrow green Imes at the edge and the jewel 
hanging from it la a half soil The centre is a 'moon 
face with diamond lays half round it The star is a 
whole sun The centre of it is also a Persian beauty 
face, nith very round fiat cheeks very black eyebrows 
and black hair some of which comes on to the cheeks 
like ntuakers This is a sort of enamel and the rays 
round it are all diamonds 

Next day the same ceremonial was repeated except 
that on this occasion I handed the CoubuI General mj 
autograph letter to His Majesty the Shah The 
Viceroy read a long Persian speech which I did not 
understand and he also presented the Ambasaador with 
a handsome gold medal as a souvenir of Ins visit here 
I behevo he is mudi pleased with it Of courso I wore 
my Order nightly and also at this second durbar The 
Persian leaies to-morrow Ho is longing to getaway 
Irom Bombay where Uo is always 21 and to return to 
Teheran or better still to be made Amha'^sador at somo

Fi om His Mcujesty tlie Sliah of Persia to Her Excellency 
the Cowntess of Dufferm. 

I (The seal on the top of the letter reads — The Erngdom 
belongs to God. The Sultan, son of the Sultan, Nasir- 
ud-Dm Shah-i-Kajar ) 

Dated Shavral, 1304 (Jtme-July, 1887) , 

‘ Takmg mto view the perfect friendship and unity 
■which have existed from of old between the two glorious 
Governments — Persian and Enghsh — and which with 
the help of the Most High God wiU be on the mcrease 
a,nd growmg day by day — it (friendship) requires that we 
should by good means reveal and give expiession to the 
sentiments' of our heait — the panorama of pme friend- 
ship — to the holders of the high ofidces of that Govern- 
ment. Therefore we have sent as a piesent the Insignia 
■of the Imperial Ordei of the Sun of the Subhme Persian 
Empire, which is one of the new and illustnouB Orders 
introduced by this Government of everlastmg foundation, 
and which is specially mtended for ladies of high rank, 
for Madame la Comtesse Harriot Dufferm, the esteemed 
wife of Ehs Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General 
of the Indian Empue, so that Her Ladyship may adorn 
her virtuous breast therewith and remain under the pro- 
tection of Gracious God ’ 

Wednesday^ $ist. — ^I thought I would hke to see what 
the Zenana Mission m Simla were domg, so I arranged 
to visit the school m the bazaar and to see as many of 
the women as could be assembled m one house. 
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Blanche was with me and we went down hillfl and 
stairs till we reached the room where the school is 
There were shoot twen^ of those pretty little Indian 
girls who always look so attractive m their bright- 
coloured garments and eAver anklets bracelets and 
other jeweflery They sang to me and read and wrote 
Bengah They seem to be eitraordmanly qmck and 
clever m learning everything and os their education ifl 
such a very short one generally ending at twelve years 
of age it IB a good thmg that they are 

I next went on to the senana where the women to 
whom IT.iflfl James gives lessona m their own houses, 
were collected together There were about seventeen 
or twenty there, and th^ welcomed me most warmly 
The lady of the house was a remarkably pretty woman 
and did the honours charmingly After liiad ehokon 
hands with everyone and sat down they all showered 
flowers over me and each one gave me a bouqnet The 
mterpretor was like most mterpreters and would answer 
mj remarkB and theurs herself instead of repeating 
everything we all said this makes it eo difficult to 
carry on a friendly conversation One of the women 
road English to mo and I was given a cup of tea and 
a quantity of cakes were spread before me but as I could 
not possible cut them then we took them away with 
us m a tray 1 The honso belonged to a Babu m an 
olHco hero and looked very comfortabJo with pioturos on 
the wall and some special iltcortitions of flowers for me 
Tlieso women learn reading and work and l\Iiss James 
snid our ho^tesi was a porticnlnrly good accountant It 
must bo a great comfort to them to have some such 
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occupations Of couisc^in c'\ci3’‘casG \\ticic tlicsc lessons 
aie leccncd, Cliiistianit^ is taught as ^^t]l 

Tlic afternoon looKcd ^ely tlneatening, ncicithe- 
Icbs the Lyalls came o^el here, and we took tliem to 
see the Chadwick wateifall Sucli a descent ' And 
such an ascent' I walked down, but came up m a 
jhampan, and often seemed to he standmg on m}’- feet 
in it 

Thio 'idau^ Scpftiidit) ist — I am ti} mg to stait a small 
"W'oik Society heie on the pimciple of se^elal English 
ones I know of each mcmhei to undeitake to make 
(oi give) six ai tides of clothing a yeai foi local chanties 
I had a little meetmg to set it going, and we decided to 
woik foi two oiphanages, the hospital, and one lepei 
asjdiim neai heie ]\Iis Madden undcitook to he secie- 
taiy of the giown-up pait of it, and to leceiie and giie 
out the patterns, and I ha\e got Mis Ciaigie Halkett 
to manage the childien’s blanch I hope to get loo 
memheis, who will pioduce 600 gaiments, and these will 
he a gieat help to the mstitutions selected 

When this meetmg was ovei, I w’ent foi a few' 
moments to a conceit m aid of the E C Chinch It 
was got up by the congiegation, and theie weie quite 
a difleient audience and difleient peifoimeis to those 
of the Monday Pop I had to attend anothei chanty 
conceit on Satmdaj’', and I was so tued of music that I 
deteimmed not to go to one on Monday, but when the 
day came, and I found that a Menibei of Council was 
to pel foi m, I was leally obliged just to look m to heai 
him ' 
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Wednaday Octobir had sach a Tery pretiy 

httle school feaet tcnlay for the Zenana Mission Girls 
School In En^and it would hare been considered a 
feat for there was nothing to eat the only attempt at 
refreshments was a bagful of sweets for each child to 
tale away with her There were sbont twenty two 
children and they did look so pretty and so merry 
playing about on the grass Their gay sans and their 
silver anklets were not very convenient for blmd man e 
buff and some of the jewellery had to be taken off till 
the games were over hirst of all they swung three at 
a time m Victorias swing they looked at some con 
jtinng and performing birds and then they romped 
about. They were not in the least shy and seemed per 
fectlj happy Just before they left they were assembled 
in the drawing rocun and 1 presented them with their 
prires and gave each one either a JnhDee medal or 
a Jubilee card and the bag of bonbons 1 had m 
vited about twelve small Earoi>ean children to meet them 
and a few ladies who are interested m the schools One 
httlo English boy was much impreesed by the gold 
ribbon plaited m with a girl s hair and I had difBcnlty 
in keeping his hands off it.

mg, and cheeinlg is gonig on, and I am sine all aie 
enjoying themseh os much Gicat aiiangements haie 
been made foi this holiday In tlie eiening we went 
down theie at nme o’clock "We found the whole 
place beautifully illuminated , a guaid of honoiu on 
the caipeted pathway which led to the theatie, can- 
nons gouig off at mteivals, and at the entiance to 
the house wffiich opened into the Shamiana an aiiay 
of aimed men on hoises — of Aimsdell manufactme ' 
The men had cocked hats and blue unifoims and diawn 
swoids, and the hoises looked veiy spmted and difficult 
to manage The gmis weie diawn up at one side, so 
that the mfantiy, cavahy, and aitilleiy of the AimsdeU 
Volunteeis weie aU lepiesented The Shamiana itself

You can t think how we all enjoy this bit of country life 
the first we have had since we came to India We are 
m a forest on the top of a hill and we look upon roll 
mg ranges booked by magnificent snow mountains 
we throw on a hat seixe a big stick and go glovelaes 
and nnaocompamedu at our own sweet wills and at all 
hoars of the day roaming through the woods and taking 
real walks m the morning then m the afternoon we 
send ont tea to some sequestered spot andnde to it and 
sit on the grass and see the kettle boil while the chil* 
dren eat a big tea and enjoy themselvee thoroughly 

One morning while roaming we saw a smart lady 
from Simla rushing out of her bouse to meet ns and we 
had to pay her a visit which sounds much too civiliBed 
but she confided to us that she had been mfikirtg a 
pudding when she saw us commg so that qmte restored 
the romance of the situation The beat of all is that 
D IS really domg nothing and that ho reads a novel 

and says This la peaceful and delightful and so 

on at intcrvalfl 

One dissipation wo had and that was a grand picnic 
given byLord Wilham near here It web held m a cJulteau 
built by an Italian pastrycook Tbe dining room walls 
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aie news of Naples and Sicily, sunny skies and volcanoes, 
pictinesque peasants and advoniuioiis goats The other 
sittmg-iooms aie goigeoiisly coloiiied, and theie aie 
busts on the stans made by the pastiycook liimsclf. 
Loid William had mnted a goodly company, andne sat 
at small tables of eight and leally did enioy it all We 
weic x^hotogiaphcd m a gioup, and w'e shot at taigets, 
and played badminton, and swung in a maivellous 
and most alaimmg-looking swing, and fmally lodc home 
lust m time to escape a thundeistoim In the evening 
we iilay loiind games, with aeoins foi counteis — we aie 
nothing if w'e aie not iiiial.

Sunday, i6th — Our hohday is ovei, and we go home 
this afternoon Aftei bieakfast we went foi a walk, and 
as we were gazmg at the magnificent view I spied Fied 
and Blanche iidmg home fiom Naikunda on the load 
below , we called and waved 0111 handkei chiefs, and as 
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soon as they realised our jiresence and knew tliat we 
were still here they tamed ronnd and came np to 
spend the day with ns The weather is perfectly lovely, 
BO fresh and so Bonny and delightful We are sitting 
on the balcony and ehall nde home after lunch This 
will be our lost week at Simla and so I could not afford

here and I have not much to show m the way of books 
read either I I need not add that the children have 
been equally idle 1 

Monday ijtk to Satunlay 32m/ — Our plans have 
been somewhat disarranged There are a few cases of 
cholera at Quetta and m some of the surrounding distnots 
and as so many servants travel with us who will dnnk 
water on oi-ory possible occasion, and as the Yicoroj s 
presence m the place would bring aH sorts of people 
together from all sorts of villages it might esause an out 
burst of the disease both m the neighbourhood and m 
our tram and so we have to leave interesting Quetta 
altogether out of our tour We do not now go from 
Simla till the 3rd of November 

On Saturday D gave a tamasha to all tbe work 
l>eop\o engaged on the new house — about i ooo men 
and women Tlio games were in the adjoming grounds 
and at cloven o clock wo went up to sec them The 
T\orki>ooplo were qU squatting round a flat racecourse 
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iind ^^e sat on a teiiacc al)o^e It was most amusing. 
Thcie weie men with lecl masks, golden helmets, 
ghtteimg jackets, swoids, and baie blown legs, jumpmg 
about aimlessly affcei the maimei of clou ns Theie weie 
long-beaided and ciouiied pantaloons, theie weie imita- 
tion nautch-gnls, theie ueie men diessed as Langouis, 
the costume consisting of patches of cotton-wool gummed 
on to the naked skin, and entnety coveimg all but the 
face, uhich appealed to be black-leaded The entei- 
tamment opened with an addiess to the Viceioy and 
with the singmg of laudatoij' songs, then theie was 
wiestlmg and fencing and laces of all soits, and a 
lepiesentation of a cheetah hunt Two veiy lespectable 
deei uith fine hoi ns and shawl-coveied bodies, with two 
men mside each, weie attacked by a man diessed as a 
cheetah, who spiang about on aU fouis, and managed 
a vei}’ long tail with gieat dex;teiity. "When he suc- 
ceeded in jum^img on to the deei’s back that animal fell 
down dead The gieat jut'ce de icsistaiice then came on 
It was a laige wooden tigei borne aloft on men’s 
shoulders , a long bai jiassed thiough his mouth, at 
each end of which sat a man m costume, holdmg a laige 
swoid, withm the tigei’s jaws lay a boy, also diessed 
up, and aUowmg his head to hang down m a most un- 
comfoi table fashion , and behmd all sat the Goddess 
Devi I tiled to photogiaxih some of these cuiious 
figuies, but they have no notion of sittmg, and always 
make a pomt of bemg particulaily active at the most 
ciitical moment As soon as I took the caj) off, Devi 
changed hei swoid from hei light to hei left hand, 
and the mortals weie equally unreasonable We stayed 
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looking on for a couple of liouis, but tbe fete lasted till 

Sunday 33nf — This \ra8 our silver Tvedding day 
"We received a great many kmd mshes and a number 
of lovely presents from friends here and at home 

At dinner Bit Donald 'Wall^ proposed our healths 
in a very kmd and pretty speech and D replied I 
thmk vre both felt rather chokey for we have mdeed 
had five-and twenty very happy years together, and the 
termination of a quarter of a centnry of h/e ahnost nn 
oloudod by great sorrows and fnh of many blessings 
ifl a real epoch m one s history

Nom-iider 3 TO December 15 

Tlnusday, Noicmhei pel — We left Simla at eight 
o’clock Gnaids of honoui, bands, and celebiities to 
see ns off, and a family to leave behind. They aie veiy 
happy, howevei, and have eveiy mtention of enjoymg 
themselves Fied and Captain Bum aie the ADCs 
■who tiavel with us 

I found the diive of nmety-six miles veiy long, and 
though we enjoyed it foi a few houis, we thought the 
last two 01 thiee very weaiy An escort met us neai 
Umballa, and some beautiful umfoims appealed at the 
station We dined quietly m the tiam and slept m 
a siding Ml. O’Meaia, the Simla dentist, who has just 
been on a piofessional ■nsit to the Amu at Cabul, dmed 
with us The Amu had his teeth diawn and his new ones 
put m m open duibai, and he lequested Mi O’Meaia 
to teach one of his armourers how to make a set foi the 
Govemoi of Cabul As the man felt that his head 
would probably be cut off if the teeth were uncomfort- 
able, he proved a very apt pupil 

o 2 
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Friday 4lh — ^Wc started off early in the monunp and 
got to Kapurthalla about twelve o clock The Haliaiajah, 
who at Bawal Pindi two years ago was a boy ifl now a 
young i pwri He has grown very much taller, and ib very 
bright and pleaaant-lookmg He was married lost year 
He always dresses very magnificently wears bright 
turbanB and baa a lovely red velvet coat embroidered with 
gold- He met the Viceroy on the way and drove him to the 
Resident a houae 

Colonel and Mrs ITossy represent onr host Their 
house la very nice with lofty rooms and surrounded by a 
large garden In our programme 1 found a list of events 
for the aftemoon that looked fomudable There wore, 
as usuah two durbars for D one here and one at the 
Itajoh s bouse a garden party a state banquet, and 
an evening party However it tnmed out there are 
only six Europeans hero w> theee six were the garden 
party and the banquet and about ten native gentlemen 
also apxicared in the garden and afterwards formed the 
evening party Before dinner we drove round the httlo 
town wluch was Olummated 

Saturday ^th — The gentlemen all started early to go 
out shooting but Kra Mosey and I did not follow them 
tail ^ator o had aomo way to dnve rQong an oxceflent 
road m a enmege drawn by mules which went at a great 
pace- Then wo mounted elephants and rode across a 
praino to a tent laid out for lonclioon The sportamon 
had to confess that they had killed nothmg but they 
were quite ready to try again after they had fortified 
thcniBclvcs with some food* Accordmgly at tlirco o clock 
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the nmeteeu elephants ■^eie oideiedto the tent-dooi, and 
eveiyone tiied to lemembei which was his paiticiilar 
animal, and havmg done so he got mto his howdah, 01 on 
to his pad, 01 mto his silvei tiay All the elephants had 
then tiunks and faces elahoiately pamted, and all weie 
coveied with scailet cloths hoideied with led and yellow 
patchwoili and \Mth gieen hinges When we maiched 
foiwaid side hy side, slowly pacmg thiongh the jungle 
glass, we looked veiy imposmg, I assine you A com- 
liany of mounted soldieis accompanied us to maik down 
the game The fiist excitement was a pig, which lan 
along the Ime and which leceired many a bullet hefoie 
he gave up his life Seveial moie followed, and the 
scene was most hvely and excitmg, but the shootmg 
looks exceedmglj’’ difficult Both the pig and the black 
huckaie almost hidden m the glass , the foimei you can 
scaicely see at all, and the lattei give gieat bounds m 
and out of the covei, and m both cases you geneiaUy have 
to tiust to chance shots aimed at places wheie the glass 
is seen to be movmg This is what most people did, and 
neaily the whole aimy of sj)oitsmen had a tiy at each 
animal The excitement was added to hy the veiy gieat 
dishlte the elephants have to the pig. On appioachmg a 
wounded one, they would stait back and bellow, and I 
could feel mme tiemhle eveiy time he saw one D. got 
thiee pigs, one of them a veiy hig one We did not see 
many buck until neaily daik, when it was impossible to get 
them They aie such lovely httle animals, one cannot help 
lejoicmg that they have escaped the bullet when one sees 
them houndmg along Two nilgai weie also seen at dusk. 

I enjoyed the afternoon immensely, and eveiyone was 
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content mth the bag which consisted of eight pig and six 
deer TVe agam gaUoped home and had a qmet erening 

Sunday, — There is no church here so we had 

semco m the drawing room When it was orer I went 
to the palace to visit the ladies The Maharajah met me 
on the steps of the palace, and condncted me behind the 
Bcreens which were arranged in front of the door There 
I found the ladias awaiting me and we walked mt-o the 
drawing room together The visit was mnch easier and 
less formal than osoah 

After lunch we went out in boats. There is a 
charming rrver on which joa can get an eight miles row 
It looks qoite English and had it not been for glimpses 
of pohcemen on the banka nnxionalj endeavouring to 
keep their eye on the Vicaroy wc might have imagined 
wewfireathome Their pictnreaqne drees however dis- 
pelled the Qlasion and besides m England P is not 
under poUce supervisHm — as a rule. We amved ot a 
certain httie promontory on which tents were pitched 
end a five oclocd. tee banquet was spread, and there 
we landed and oiyoyed it. The afternoon was a very 
pleasant one bat wo ratber regret that this restful visit 
should corao at tlio bcgmnmg instead of m the middle 
of our tour wo don t deservo it yet 

On onr xmy homo wo irtopped to see a lovely httio 
temple or Bopulcliro which has been built to hold the late 
Bajnh e ashes It is of red atone and nil most iKantifally 
enrved m openwork pottenw quite in tlio old BeDil and 
Agra style Tlio mnrblo floor at tlie bottom is not 
finished and the ashes now present the flpjwanmcc of a 
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heap of moitai* lying m the midst of the ‘woikmen’s tools ; 
they mil eventually he placed under a tombstone. 

Monday, ytli — We have had another day’s shooting, 
-exactly like the last I described. Tents sprang up in the 
•wilderness, and tables spread with all the luxuries of the 
season appeared ready for om lefLeshment at the hungry 
hour of two. There themneteen elephants, mth all their 
^ay trappings and scarlet attendants, knelt to receive us on 
then backs, and we had a very enjoyable afternoon. On 
the way home we made the huge animals race, and we got 
well shaken about m om howdahs as they jolted along. 

After dinner Colonel Gordon Young, who is a grand- 
son of Young the actor, read to us. He has inherited 
the talent, and he chose some very good pieces for the 
pm pose, and gave us a very nice enter tamment. 

We sleep very soundly after the long days m the an, 
and besides the plams are much moi e sleepy than the hills. 

Tuesday, Stli. — D. went out shootmg, and I did 
some sight-seeing on my o'wn account. I visited the 
stables, which are very substantial edifices built men cles. 
The inner cucle is formed by a series of coach-houses 
openmg on to a good coach-yard. The back of this round 
buildmg is divided mto loose boxes, and the horses are 
either m these or are tethered outside m a mde space 
between then own homes and those of then syces, whose 
houses form the outer cncle of the estabhshment, and 
whose doors and wmdows look immediately on to the 
horses. Then I went over the offices, and saw all the 
clerks at work The buildmg is new and is very 
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Eoropeftn looking but as the officials do not core for 
tables ajid prefer sittmg on the floor to do their bnai- 
neee one feels they would probably be happier and moro 
comfortabls m an old ^ishioned den than m these 
lofty and hare apartments. There is no formturo at oU 
m them— just a drugget on the floor and a couple of 
ordinary chests m the comers and the men eit about 
anyhow with small pen hoses beside them and heaps of 
papers round them They are doing the busmesa of the 
State m this, to our eyes nnbnsmeas-like manner but I 
dare say they work as hard as those who at on chairs and 
have more of the poraphemaha of the scriho about them* 
The record office was rather interostiDg Ail tbo papers 
ore kept on shelves and present the appearance of 
thousands of many-colonred bundles for they are 
Trapped m tanous cloths the four comers of which are 
tied together and they are then piled up to the celling 
Each bundle bos a ticket on it which shows to which 
\-iIlage it refers and any paper wanted can be produced 
directly The central part of these buildings is to be a 
durbar boll It is very largo and lofty and will bo verj 
handsome when it is quite finished I climbed on to tlio 
roof and saw from it an extensive view of Kapurtballa 
In the afternoon wo went to the Ihyah a tennis part} 
and wlicn wc had had tea wc wero conducted into the 
drawing room ITo takes great pleasure in this room^ 
and rc-arrangcs the furniture in it every Sunday mom 
mg All his Uttle omnments are m very good taste 
and ho has some lovely colourctl photographs of Mrs- 
Longtry ^fary Anderson and Mrs Brown Potter ' A 
schoolroom in a severer stvic opens out of this boudoir 
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and D showed limi on the globe all the places he has 
been to The Mahaiajah piesented a poitiait of himself 
to the Viceioy, pamted by a caipentei of the place. It 
IS leaUy Yeiy good, extiemely hke, and with a qiiamt- 
ness about it which makes it look hke a veiy old pictine. 
The Eajah is lepiesented sittmg m a high-hacked chan, 
the gold caivmg of which has the effect of an mner 
flame to the pictme, the colommg is veiy successful, 
and the Eajah weais a splendid led gaiment, while his 
tiuhan is coveied ivith jewels The hame is of caived 
wood, and the whole will look well on the walls of 
Clandehoye 

Aftei dinnei we said good-bye to eveiyone and 
diove to the lailway station, theie we slept m the 
tiam, and staited afresh on oui journey m the middle 
of the night 

Tlmisday, loth — We travelled all yesteiday thiough 
a dreaiy countiy, and all mght too, leachmg ‘ Eohii 
Bunder ’ at hreakfast-time this moinmg 

This place is on the hanks of the Indus, and is 
exactly opposite to Sukkui One can undei stand that 
it may he a dieaiy and dieadful place to live m, and 
that the glaie and heat of the sun must he ten iff c, m 
the summei, hut a tomist m November is lathei struck 
by rts chalms There rs the rrver, there are palm-trees, 
and there are mud-covered huildmgs, whrch somehow 
pile themselves up mto sohd squares and towers, and 
manage to look rmposmg The great pomt of rnterest 
to us rs a big budge which is to cross the Indus here, 
and we went down m a steamer to vrsit the works It 
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•win not be fimahed for another two years. Having seen 
it, we spent a couple of honre on the nver, for all onr 
railway carnages had to be transported across it, and 
that was a work of time. We had lunch on a barge, 
and got off again at about four o clock. 

Two httle things amused us here one is the Bcmde 
hat, which consistB of a gold brocade chimney pot hat 
worn the wrong side np and the other is the way m 
which the natives go out fishing They have large 
earthenware vessels, with a hole m the top Over this 
hole they he kicking their legs m the water to guide the 
frail barque and ufling their arms to hold the hne. When 
a fish IB caught he is immediately dropped mto the pot. 
The man camee Ins net on his head when he is not using 
it, and 60 be travels about very light, I must not 
forget to mention the fort at Bukkur, which is a very 
largo one of the most old fashioned and fragile typo, 
and another buildmg which at one time was covered 
with bngUt-coloured tDcs there seven mystenons ladies 
lived and were buned 1 don t bog however, that this 
gives them the least title to fame. 

Friday 1 1 More journeying through the uninte- 
resting desert of Bcindo scrubby bushes and cactus cover 
mg on immouBe sandy plum Colonel Wallace is with us 
and Mr Lightfoot is the accompanymg railway ofBciaL 

Wo nmvod at Knmclu tins aflomoon It presents 
the appcoranco of a bran new town set down in a sandy 
desert but it has a harbour and it has great nspim 
tions and it has a raflwny question which made us feel 
a little like amnng at British Columbia m the days of 
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the gieat agitation theie. The addiess at the station 
•was full of the question, and all othei addi esses have 
■continued to he full of it ; hut, although D can piounse 
nothing, he does fully sympathise with the natuial desne 
the inhabitants have to see then town become the capital 
-of all India, as they thmk it might — 01 peihaps, to put it 
moie model ately, with then wish to connect themselves 
by land with the best paits of the countiy, mstead of 
bemg cut off horn the commeicial woild as they now 
aie Theie is only one ladway which passes thiough 
the deseit of Scmde, and which goes north, and daily 
posts aie unknown heie This poit is one day neaier 
to Emope than Bombay, and Kaiachi sees eveiy leason 
why this foitunate cncumstance should eventually make 
it the successful iival of that now flomishmg town. 
While J) was expiessmg his sympathy at the station, 
the camels m the neighbomhood cheeied loudly 

We had a quiet dmnei m the Commissionei’s house, 
wheie we aie stay mg Mi Piitchaid is his name 
Theie was a levee afteiwaids 

Satin day, 12th — ^We had a long expedition to-day, 
and the Bobeits, who have aiiived horn Quetta, weie of 
the paity We diove to the tiam, and went a httle way 
m that, stoppmg foi a few minutes to open a budge. 
Then we got on boaid a steamei and went outside the 
haibom We weie to see some toipedoes go off, and 
weie caiefully told wheie to look. Accoidmgly we gazed 
and gazed, with om heaits in om mouths, but the buoys 
weie bumped m vam, and nothmg went off While we 
weie still earnestly fixmg the spot mdicated as the site 
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of tlie torpedo, an erploaon occurred and wo all stared 
wildly about the ship to see what bad happened, and 
only at the very moment the last drops of water sank 
down into the calm did we realise that on the other aide 
of the ship a torpedo bod gone off properly 

After thifl we hod a great lunch and whether eatmg 
dnnlonR or talking we wore never safe from the photo- 
grapher who took shots at ns ell the time 

Later m the afternoon we landed looked at models 
of forts models of harbouTB, chalk lines marking out 
defoncoa, The ladies escaped for a tame and had 
wme tea on a delightful wmdy elevation looking over 
the eea and I cUmbed to the top of the hghthousd, and 
had a \^ood. view of the oceans of sand landwards, as 
wUl as of the real ocean almost Burronnding us, which 
at the moment 1 was helping to dlummatc, 

Wc went home by trolly steam launch and carnage, 
and then there wne a dinner party and fv reception, and 
ho ended a bnsy day 

Surulag i^ih —I went to church twice and heard two 
sermons m fa^ 0 Tl^ of mv Fimd Tlic offtrtonos rcro for ik 
Between the services I was provided with a great 
plctisurc I was allowed to make an assignation with 
Katie ‘ who eat at one end of a wire m Teheran whilo 
I eat at the other m Karachi and ao we wore able to 
convirse I was really oatomsbed at the rapidity with 
winch it was all done It ■ccmcil ecarcely possible aho 
should Imve read what I had to say before elic rephod 
to it and I fiU some unrcoflonablo imj>atlonce tlrnt the 

Mj tlitfrr— tjuly MeQl*<m— of the Ch»ntw d Affaire#. 
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macliinc Mas not able to accomplish just a little moie, 
and let me heai oi see hei Sa^mig good-bye was the 
woist of it, foi it leally did seem like begmmng a new 
teim of sepal ation. Fied and D assisted at the 
seance. 

Aftei this MC dioic to the Zoological Gaidens, which 
aie new, but mIiicIi piomise veiy Mell It is lathei 
funny heie to find oneself expected to admne the tiees, 
and one looks a little bewildeied until one has thoioughlj’- 
digested the fact that they have only been planted foui 
yeais Seen m that hght they aie admii able, and qmte 
gigantic. Without it they aie only shiubs few and fai 
between 

Monday, 14th — I had a bus^' moinmg I visited tvo 
schools and looked at the Roman Cathohe chmch The 
fiist school was a Piotestant one foi boys and guls, and 
the second a convent school foi gnls 

Then I letmned home and leceived His Highness 
the Mn Hasan Ah Khan He is a gieat Mahometan 
noble of Hydeiabad, Semde, and he came to see me 
about my Fund. He was beautifully and cuiiously 
diessed His loose ‘ Tuikish’ tiouseis weie stuped led 
and gieen His shoit coat was scailet velvet and gold 
His jewels weie wondeiful a gieat belt of them lound 
his waist, anothei acioss his shouldei, biacelets of 
magnificent flat diamonds lound his aims, rmgs of 
immense stones on his fingeis, and othei splendid 
tiifles m various dn actions. Then his hat ' It was the 
‘ chminey-pot’ leveised, but it was coveied with gems 
lOund the edge of the bum (which you lecoUect is the 
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top of the Imt) a row of large pearls while more jewels 
covered all the reat of it Hia sword handle was beantafol, 
too and I had ranch to look at while his flattermg Persian 
speeches were being translated to me He spoke very 
nicely of the nsefulnefla of my Scheme and said that m 
the hftrfimH m Scmde not even a man s picture is ad 
mitted, much less a hve doctor and therefore that 
female medical aid is truly necessary there. 

I mnst tell yon that Hyderabad Scmde has taken 
the thing up warmly The mnnicipahty have engaged 
MiBa EUaby M D from Bombay They pay her salary 
provide quarters and are to build a dispensary They 
are also going to open a training school for dhais X 
have nowhere seen the Scheme start under more favour 
able ciroumatances 

I forgot to tell you that when His Highness the Mir 
was talking to me I saw with dismay that he had lost 
four large pearls off the run of his hat and that one 
more was on the point of going However I suppressed 
my mclination to tell him this and I heard afterwards 
that he had had a httle accident on bin way bis horses 
having begun to fight in the carnage but that he had 
saved his pearls When he was driving off I saw that 
one of the horses had bis head muffled up in a red 
cotton handkerchief So the equipage was not quite 
up to the requirements of bo splendid a person ns mj 
visitor I 

When this nobleman had gone I saw about twelve 
gentlemen some of them merabers of the aforesaid 
mumcipahty and wo ventilated our mutual ideas and 
had a very satisfactory conversation I am itiry much

pleased at this Hj^deiahad affaii ; and they have collected 
a good deal of money in othei paits of the piovince 

I vas occupied thus till luncheon, and so, when I was 
called upon at 3 30 to go out in a veiy hot sun to see 
two stones laid, I begged off, and am wiitmg my letteis 
instead. 

The Commissionei had a dinnei paity, and afteiwaids 
we all went to a hall m the Fieie Hall It was a veiy 
good one The 100m is a fine large one with a beautiful 
floor, and the supper was m an immense tent Imed 
with led and white and piofusely decorated with plants, 
so that, looking at them, it was difficult to believe that 
we weie in the midst of a sandy deseit. A stan- 
case had been put up for the occasion from the hall- 
100m down to this tent , it was covered ovei and diaped 
with phulcairies of difteient lands, and the whole thing 
was extremely pietty D danced all the time, as the 
best way of expiessmg Ins sense of the civihty done him, 
and we did not leave the ball till two o’clock, when we 
drove straight to oui railway carnage and there slept the 
sleep of the tired 

We left one of om party behind. Fred seems to have 
got a little touch of the sun, and had some fever, and so 
he remained with kind Mr. Pritchard, but wiU, I hope, 
catch us up in a few days. We all liked oui visit to 
Karachi, and found om host and all the people there 
very hospitable and friendly. 

Tuesday, i^th — ^We had a long day in the tram, and 
weie glad when it was over I changed caiuiages before 
bedtime, as mme is too long to take up to Quetta. 
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Hare I told you ^ve are going there ? D hae always 
been distressed at having given up that expedition and 
so at last he determined to cut one day off Karachi and 
to manage it We are now full of pleasure and excite- 
ment at the idea. We hear that it is extremely cold, but 
as we have so far been extremely warm we qmte lihe the 
idea of being chilled. 

The cholera seems to have disappeared from there 
which enables us to do this. 

]r^netday i6Ui — We have had a most mteresting 
day through a most extraordinaiy country It is very 
difficult to give you an idea of it it is bo unlike anything 
YOU have ever seen The whole is absolutely barren 
and it looks like a great storehouse of the earth s matenai 
rather than a finished portion of our world There are 
piles of rock, and piles of sand and piles of gravel, and 
piles of mud ready as it were to the Creator b hand, hut 
not yet used up All is the same colour and none of 
the prettmesaca of hfe have any place here There are 
no trees no grass no flowers nothing ornamental or 
frivolous ! But porta of it am very grand m a weird 
and uncanny way The Chappa Bift for instance 1 To 
SCO it wo got mto an open car and started from a station 
facing a lull in which there appeared to be just a ' nft 
and nothmg more. As wo opened it out we saw there 
was a great gap m the hill and that a httlo iron bndgo 
WQs thrown across it at a height of 300 foot To get up 
to this wo had to go some May round, tlio railway 
ascending ono m thirty five. Wo passed through tunnels 
and over skeleton bridges and across this Chappa Rifl 
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and tliioiigh a goige wbeie the piles of lock ^^ele pai- 
ticulaily gigantic and oppiessn e-lookmg At the bottom 
of one tiemendoiis cliff we could see befoie us a tiny 
hole, the openmg of a tunnel thiough which we weie 
about to pass. We did mdeed look miseiahle httle atoms 
m this desolate legion of stupendous locks, and we 
should have felt small mdeed had we not lecoUected oui 
gigantic intellects, and gloiied m the powei and the m- 
genmt3M\hich ha\e conqueied the difficulties and opened 
a way thiough this ‘impossible’ coimtiy > The en- 
gmeeis have had haid and dieai}’^ woik heie, and the 
piles of giavel weie paiticulaily tiouhlesome to them. 
The hiUs made of this soit of shmgle look as if they 
weie leady to slip down at any moment, and so they did 
when they weie mteifeied with In some places masoniy 
tunnels had to be built and then coveied ovei with this 
stuff In othei places the tunnels aie thiough lock with 
wmdows left open m the sides 

The expedition havmg been planned m a hmiy, I was 
not able to accompany D to the Kojak Pass, and you 
will lose, therefoie, my impiessions of that militaiy post 
of vantage I came straight to Quetta, while he went on 
to the pass 

Sn Fiedeiick Eobeits, Geneial Elies, Su Theodoie 
Hope, and Sn Ohvei St John aie with him We also 
have many 1 ail way authoiities to look aftei us, foi 
tiams heie aie apt to lun away, and gieat piecautions 
have to be taken to check this disposition on then pait 

Ladj'' St John met me at Quetta, and I am staymg 
with hei . So fai I have been quite warm and comfoi table, 
but it IS fieezmg outside 
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the Geneial m command lieie. Sn Okvei and Lady St. 
John, with whom we aie staymg, have made ns veiy 
comfoi table m then nice little house. 

Fiiday, iStli — We came to Quetta by the Huinai 
loiite, and we letuin by the Bolan The Bolan is a iivei, 
but tbeie is no watei m it now, and the tempoiaiy lailway 
slaid in its bed That is natuiall}^ not a veiy safe place 
to he m, and a new hne, which wiU be moie abo^^e the 
floods, IS now undei consideiation The watei s come down 
quite unexpectedly, and no one can tell wheie 01 when 
they will buist foith. The descent is veiy steep, and at 
fiist we went m small carnages downhill, making the 
most extiaoidmaiy twists and turns Aftei a little we 
got onto the bioad gauge agam, and lode foi some time 
in an open cai to see the most wondeiful paits of the hne 
It IS impossible to desciibe the sceneiy One can only 
say that it is the veiy last place in the woild wheie you 
would expect to find a 1 ail way The gieat baiien hills, 
gigantic chfls, and lough iivei comse, all seem at vaiiance 
with any evidences of civihsation, and the whole thmg is 
moie wondeiful than beautiful, except at smiset ' Then 
these baie dust-colomed mountams seem to offei caite 
blanche (of a muddy tmt) to eveiy atmospheiic effect, 
and eveiy xibase of fadmg sunlight is lefleeted on 
their seamy sides, and they aie foi that shoit time 
gloiifled 

This mteiestmg ]omney took up almost the whole 
day, and it was daik when we leached Sibi and oui 
dmnei 
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a finely iDamted caiiiage afteiwaids, the hoises stood 
on then hmd-legs, and -wonld not be quieted, so I came 
home in a humble dog-cait 

Monday, 21st — The Viceioy had a duibai this morn- 
ing foi the Beloochi chiefs, and when it w'as ovei he had 
a luivate mteiTiew with them and tallied Peisian to them 
They diess m white, indeed, they will not take seivice 
uuth us, though they aie thoioughly loyal, because they 
ob]ect to wealing unifoim, and say white is the only 
coloiu fit foi gentlemen. Then ‘gieat coats,’ howevei, 
'aie in blight gieen and led biocades Then hair and 
beaids aie ^eiy long, and they have stiilong featmes 

We left soon aftei this, and the load was agam hned 
with the two thousand mounted Beloochis followmg 
then chiefs They have the tubal system, and cany it 
so fai that it is said the chief says all the pi a} eis neces- 
saiy foi the whole tube They aie Mahometans, but 
have no mosques On oui way to the steamei, the 
hoises I diove with yesteiday agam stood on then hmd- 
legs, and this time they bioke the pole of the cairiage 
I was not m it. 

We had such a dusty journey back The lails aie 
simply laid down on the loose sand, and we weie so glad 
when we had got ovei this tempoiaiy pait of the line 
and were back m om own nice clean carnages foi the 
night 

Tuesday, 22nd — Eveiyone has gone to Deia Ismail 
Khan to-day, but I was veiy tned, and so lemamed 
qmetly m the tram I should have had two horns m a 
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and fil'e^^olk8 ^^ele let oft', and fiic-balloons sent up, and 
blue lights and icd lights iiansfoimed the scene into 
something ^el.y like a gigantic pantomime. One of the 
pietiiest things uas to see a light wandeiing about in a 
galleiv hcJnnd ti\o feet thick of salt The tianspaiency 
and coloui of the salt ueie seen so uell, and the light 
looked so mysteiious 

We made anothei little )omney aftei this fiom 
Kbeiiia to Ghilliamvalla Theie we Msited the battle- 
field, and saw thememoiial to the soldieis mIio fell theie, 
and the tall lush cioss laised to then memoiy by 
Loid Ma^o Ml and Mis Knov met us heie, and gaie 
us tea He is the Gommissionei of this distiict 

Thinsday, 24th — We tiavelled on till five o’clock 
to-day, passing ovei the Attock Budge and gettmg 
a good view of the Foit, and leachmg Peshawai befoie 
sunset, m time to admne the tiees — which look veiy 
flesh and flouiishmg after the sciubby bushes we haie 
seen lately — and all the flags and decorations and gay 
umfoims which lighted up the station The escort 
was composed of a tioop of ‘ Slannei’s Hoise ’ Then 
unifoim is blight yellow, with red belts and tuibans 
They look very handsome and showy Mi. and Mis 
Lyall aie om* hosts, and they have borrowed Golonel 
Wateifield’s house foi the occasion We are glad to be 
m a house, for it is exceedmgly cold at mght, and D 
and I aie both strugghng to keep off httle coughs, which 
aie partly due to the constant changes of tempeiatuie 
we have been passmg through and partly, I thmk, to 
the quantities of sand and dust we have swallowed m 
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be given a rupee, 01 peiliaps two, befoie be leaves, but 
tbis donation has to be made m piivate, else they 
would figbt ovei tbe money on tbe spot When aU had 
passed by, D lead his speech m Persian, and it was then 
lepeated m Pushtu 

We diove thiough the city m the afternoon It is 
not very laige, and all the houses aie of mud with flat 
loofs, suiiounded by a paling, behind which the women 
live A man must not budd his house higher than his 
neighbouis’, so as to oveilook this female court , if he 
does, he has to pull it down again On this occasion 
eveiy house was hung with gay-colomed cloths, and all 
were crammed with people from the top to the bottom 
We recognised as we passed many of the ‘ ragamuffins ’ 
of the duibai. 

We stopped m one place to receive an address, and 
went to the top of a house to see the view Unfortu- 
nately the weather is misty, and the hills which surround 
Peshawar were scarcely visible We drove back through 
the cantonments, past the grand stand of the racecourse, 
and thiough some very fine gardens. In the evening 
we went to see an amateur burlesque It was most 
wonderfully well done, and the scenery was beautifully 
managed 

Satin day, 26th — We have had a great day diivmg 
thiough the Khybei Pass We started at eight m the 
morning, wrapped up in every sort of fui cloak and with 
hot bottles at our feet The carnages were drawn bj’- 
aitdleiy horses, and we were followed by an escort The 
first ten miles out of the city were through a flat bare 
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tlie Fort It Clowns a high hill, while on aU the siii- 
lounding hill-tops aie small lonnd toweis foi defensive 
purposes. The sceneiy is that of a wild and baiien 
legion, one lange of hills succeedmg the othei, the 
foits giving a soit of waalike mteiest to the place and 
making one leahse the lawless chaiactei of the mha- 
hitants The Indian Government, howevei, pays the 
tubes a small subsidy to keep the pass open, and they 
aie consequently om very good fi lends. The chiefs 
all met the Viceroy as he passed up and weie veiy pohte, 
but waifaie and blood feuds aie always gomg on between 
the tubes, and men aie often shut up m then own 
foitified villages foi a month at a tune, afraid to ventiue 
out They sometimes make peace duimg the sowmg 
season, and as soon as the haivest is ovei they lecom- 
mence then fights 

At the foot of the hiU is a smaU mosque, fiom which 
the Foit takes its name , that I photographed too, and 
also my own escort, which was taken from ‘ The Giudes ’ 
Then Mis LyaU and I toiled up the hill on foot, I 
caiiymg an umbrella like a smaU tent and feelmg very 
hot m the warm gown which had been necessaiy m the 
moinmg Even though I had peeled off a fur cloak 
and an ulstei, I still had fai too much on foi the mid- 
day sun When we got up, there was not much to see, 
but I mspeeted the guard and did the Viceroy’s duty for 
him. Before startmg on tins walk I received a tele- 
gram from D from Lundi Eotal, telling me not to eat 
all the luncheon This was the first telegram erer 
sent from there, the vnre havmg been put up for this 
occasion, and thej’^ had great difficulty m peisuadmg a 
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W'e diove thiougli the town to these places, and 
thus saw it m its eveiyda}^ gaib The ivomen m then 
hinkas, a ivhite gaiment which goes oiei the head and 
co^els them completely, look most mysteiious and ghost- 
like A bit of openwoik ovei the eyes enables them to 
see then way With this on, they aie qmte fiee to go 
about, which is much bettei foi them than being shut 
up in a house all day, and it is ceitamly a veiy efficient 
disguise We stopped at a little shop m the bazaai to 
see a man do a kind of wavwoik of which I haie sent 
you a specimen He had on his thumb a gieat patch of 
sticky white stuff, made of huseed oil and white lead , 
mto this he twisted a steel mstiument until it was wnll 
coweied with it, and then he diew' it quickl}^ ovei the 
pattern on a piece of cloth in a thm white hue , this he 
flatted down with his wet fingei — and as he letuined it 
each time to his mouth I w'oiideied whethei the pioceed- 
mg weie not extiemely likelj’’ to poison him Aftei this 
he spimkled a httle powdeied mica ovei it , and with these 
simple means he was leiy lapidly pioducmg a most 
showy httle table-covei . 

A caiavan came m yesteiday, which we had seen when 
passmg Jumiood — all the camels weie then collected ui a 
yaid, sometimes 1,700 come m at a time To-day we 
saw a gieat many of them about the town You may 
imagme how amusmg it is to see the hfe of the people 
in the streets — all the httle shops with then wares and 
the cuiious figmes m them , the bullocks and asses and 
camels all laden m peculiar fashions , the wdd men 
specially known by then glass sandals, &c , &c 
Peshawai is much moie of a Cential Asian than an

^Mdows The ladies belonging to the CMS heie aie 
paiticulaily nice, and aie leij^ much liked by eveiyone 
j\Iiss klitcheson told me an amiismg thing about hei 
hosintal It is veij’’ difficult to get -women to come mto 
it, and they paiticulaily feai the clean sheets They 
thmk that if they go into them, they ivill ceitamly be- 
come Chiistians They aie not neaily so much afiaid 
that the lehgious teachmg she gives them -will have that 
effect. 

Tuesday, 2 gih — D had quite lost his fevei to-day, 
but he lemamed in his loom, and I took a long diive 
lound Peshawai and went foi a few minutes to a legi- 
mental gaiden paity 

Wednesday, ^otli — "We left to-daj^ by tiam forEaval 
Pmdi, and reached that place at five Theie was a most 
biilhant gatheimg of officeis at the station, which was 
decoiated with flags , and aftei an addiess had been lead 
and answei ed e di ove to the Commissionei ’s house It is 
the one m which the Amii was lodged, and oui hosts 
aie Colonel and Mis Paiiy Nisbet The doctoi and I 
together prevailed upon D not to go to the ball, and per- 
suaded him that a dinner party before it was quite 
enough for him to do I was very glad when I got theie 
that he had been wise enough to stay at home, for it was 
very cold Great pains had been taken with the decor- 
ations, and theie were the most private and the most 
chilly little seats arianged everywhere, which were ex- 
cessively pretty and extremely dangerous I lemamed 
till suiipei was over, and then went home 
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to do m ceitain cases, and what never to do in any 
When I asked them a few questions relating to common 
methods among such women here, they answered with 
qiute a chorus of disappioval, showmg that at least they 
had unleained some of then most ignorant practices 
There were eleven pupils 

The leper asylum is m the imddle of a grove of trees, 
a mce situation All the women were sittmg on one 
door-step, and all the men on another , they looked very 
impassive, and showed no sign of mteiest m then visitors 
Such an assembly is a sad sight The worst of aU, how- 
ever, is to see young babies m the aims of these pool 
diseased mothers Theie aie seven married couples m 
this place, and it is teiiible to think of the almost ceitam 
fate of these wretched children I do wish somethmg 
could he done to enforce the separation of men and women 

D came home covered with dust The mihtaiy 
busmess lasted more than three horns, but I don’t thmk 
I know much about it, and so will spare you any account 
of the sham fight 

In the evenmg there was a dmner and a large party, 
endmg up' with a grand supirer, 

Fnclay, 2ncl — We spent the whole day at the cavahy 
camp at Lawrencepore Dnectly after breakfast we 
left Eawal Pindi by tram and retraced om steps some 
way towards Peshawai. Then we got mto a carriage 
and drove to the camp General Luck is m command 
of it, and there are eight native and one Enghsh 
cavahy regiments under canvas there. A great mound 
has been built up m the plam foi the spectators to 
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stand on, and we had an excellent view of the pro- 
ceodings. 

The troops were in one hne when we arrived and the 
Viceroy ComiPBnder m Chiefi and the Staff rode along 
it first it extended a mile and a qoarter Then they 
took np their places oloee to os, and there was a march 
a trot and a gallop past Alter this came a battle, 
where sm^e men carrying red flags represented whole 
sqaadrons of the enemy, and were shot at by the two 
battenee of artillery and ndden down by the opposing 
force without showing mnoh sign of diflcomfitnre. 
■Whenever we searched the honxon and saw nothing, we 
were toM the army was reconnoitring and m a aham 
fi^t I And that they are often engaged m thu dnty 1 
came to the oonolosion that a review of mixed troops u 
more mteresting The mfantzy don t often disappear so 
entirely as the cavalry do and I like to see them march 
All the men were in khaki which is the some colonr ss 
the sandy plain- The fooction ended by the re formatjon 
of the long lino, which advanced to the salnting post. 
It was now three o clock and wo were very glad to be 
ordered off to the ItmcUeon tent where General Luci 
had provided a great banquet 

After this come tont-pegging and vanons sports bnt | 
wo had to leave in tbo m/ddla of them and dnve hack to 
the tram 'Wo dined and slept ih it, bnt did not move 
on till tbo morning 

^(ttnrrfay ^rd — We got to Lahore at five o clock to- 
day and although most of the gay world were attending 
race* there was a goodly show of officers jn uniform, 
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and of natives, at the station to meet the Viceroy. We 
had a quiet dinnei, and theie v?as a levee afterwaids 

Sunday, 4^7? — ^We attended seivice m the Cathedial. 
It is quite new and veiy unfinished, hut it is a fine 
building, and is entnely due to the eneigy and self- 
saciifice of the piesent aged bishop (Piench). He is 
leavmg now, and is to be succeeded by Aichdeacon 
Matthew It is hoped that, as a memoiial to him, 
sufficient money may he collected to put down a maible 
flooi 01 to finish the loof 

We drove to the Shahmai Gardens in the afternoon 
and hack through Meean Meei, which is a dreary-lookmg 
station This year it has been very unhealthy, and the 
troops there have suffered both from fever and cholera. 

I have quite made up my mmd that when I have 
to hve m an Indian bungalow I will have no garden 
You can’t thmk how dam]i and nasty they are The 
beds are sunk mstead of hemg raised and there are 
ditches cut round each one, and the walks are kept wet 
and muddy, and eveiything looks soaked and ugly. I 
can’t imagme havmg any pleasure m such hogs as they 
become No ; the proper and the healthy thing to do is 
to have a gardener, hut no garden — his duty hemg to 
provide you with flowers at youi neighhoms’ expense, so 
that you always have as many as you possibly can want, 
and are spared the disagreeables incident to growing 
them foi yourself I did not mvent this system 

Monday, ^th . — I went over the Lady Aitchison and 
Mayo Hospitals, and saw aU the female students at the 
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college, I also aeaisted at the operation of vacanatmg 
a baby from a calf. It will have tvro bad annfl poor 
httle thing 1 

JIrs, LyaH had a garden party m the afternoon then 
came a dinner and lastly an evening party in the Law 
rence TTalT. This we enjoyed very much The room ih 
a splendid one, and there were quantities of native 
gentlemen os well as Eoropeans which always makes it 
more mteresting, I think I) had quite a lev^ at one 
end andl was asked to go to the otiier to create a diver 
man, and there a nomber of native ofiBcera were presented 
to me. I also saw a holy man whom I remember tailing 
yon about at the time of the Rawal Pmdi durbar Than 
he used to carry about Sir Norman Md/eod s photograph 
but this tune he also produced that of D from bid pcnch. 
He reaDy is a very good old man who gives up all 
hiB worldly poeseesions to the poor and evidently he is 
greatly revered by the Sikhs, for I saw a long line of 
native officers stoop to touch hia feet, and put thoir hands 
together m a praying attitude to him and bow thoir 
beads for him to lay his bands on them He looted 
such a httle figure swathed in white cotton, and they 
such smart soldierly men — it was pretty to see them 
show this rercranco to goodness. 

Tttada^ 6th — This day appeared on the offioal pro- 
gramme ns a day of rest, but we fillod it up pretty fall, 
os you will see 

I Went out at 8 k.v to ndo on on elephant throogh 
tlio city and I was quite os much struck with ft ss the 
first time I saw it though I have been to so manj 
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Indian cities since then. Eidmg m at one gate, we saw 
hefoie us a gieat aichway and a fine mosque coveied 
with colouied tiles, and inoceedmg thiough the nairow 
stieets, wheie caived shutteis, and cuiious pamted how 
windows, and httle shops filled with native waies abound, 
we came upon a mosque with golden domes, and lode on 
thiough more pictmesque stieets to anothei gate, close 
to which there is the fcit and a large mosque, and back 
thiough a perpetual park and garden to the Government 
House 

Havmg begun with elephants, we went on to camels. 
One was brought round after breakfast with a side 
saddle beautifully fitted on to his hump , and after seemg 
Mis Lyall perambulate the garden on him, and after 
photogiaphmg her, I mounted myself As the camel 
sat down it was veiy easy to ‘ vault ’ mto the saddle, but 
when, bemg told to rise, he gave a sudden jeik upwards, 
thiowmg me nearly over his tad, and then another 
equally violent m the oiiposite duection, I found it 
necessary to hold on very tightly mdeed. Once up, how- 
ever, eveiythmg was easy. I held the lems, which were 
passed thiough his nose, and which lay on his Marie 
StuELit cap, and gmded Inm without difficulty round the 
place He had, however, a caieless and mdifferent way of 
gazmg about bim and of chewmg the cud, whde he took 
an occasional look round at me, his lidei, which made me 
feel that he utterly despised me, and only condescended 
to obey me out of good nature. When he came to sit 
down, his spasmodic jerks were even worse than when 
he was gettmg up He feU on his knees with a thud, 
then he fell on his hmd-knees (a jomt pecuhai to camels) 
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■with another then he ehut up an tmexpeoted hinge in 
hifi fore-legs and each time I fell forwards or backwards 
as the case might be and wondered when he would erer 
get to the ground. 

Directly after this we went out sight-seeing First 
we viflited the new Law Oonrte- They are very hand 
some built of red stone, a good deal of red marble bemg 
mued with it The archways of the verandah are per 
forated stone carvmg Bit Meredyth Plowden and some 
of the other judges showed us the building Then we 
went to the School of Art and looked at drawings and 
wood earvingB, and so on to the Fort. I was glad to 
see it all again, but I will not repeat my descnptions 
of it We also revimted Bunjeet Rmgb b tomb and the 
mosque. They are all vary lovely and cnnoos Here 
^e separated. D drove through the city and Mrs. 
Lyall and I went to a Native Ohnstian Normal Girls 
School, which in future is to be called by my name. 
We found a very mce set of girls there who are prepared 
for the University Entrance Examination and who will 
be vary useful as teachers and some I hope as medical 
women. The Alexandra School which I viflit at Amntsar 
to-morrow is an oflshoot from fhiR one but I llincsy it 
has outstripped the parent institution at any rate it is 
bettor known 

We got home just in tune for luncheon and had 
almost immediately after to dn\e to the races. There 
■acre not a great many people there and the entortam 
ment was a sort of garden party with races as an excuse 
for meeting • 
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Wednesday, yth — Aftei a dinner paity at Lahoie 
last night we diove to the station and moved on m the 
(-tram to Meean Meei, where we slept Eaily m the 
mormng we started for Amritsar, where I m my carnage 
was dropped by the wayside D travelled on without 
me, and stayed at Meerut for the mght So it is with 
my sohtaiy adventures that you have to do to-day. 
Mrs Lyall and her niece, Captain Johnston, and Major 
Cooper were the party who met on the platform when 
we began to think of breakfast, and there Colonel Lang 
apjreaied to take charge of us for the day. He drove us 
to his house, where we feasted, and immediately after 
we set off to see the various mstitutions which I had 
come on purpose to visit 

Miss Hewlett is a missionary lady who has been most 
successful with medical work here, and I have long been 
anxious to see her and her estabhshment It consists of 
a general hospital with an out-patient and an m-patient 
deirartment, and of a school of midwifery supported by 
the municipahty of Amritsar In connection with the 
general hospital there are four dispensaries, and both 
hospitals are used for tra inin g purposes Native Christian 
girls aretiamed for work among women, gomg through a 
medical course, and also leceivmg mstiuctionm nuismg 
and pharmacy Twenty-two dhais are also bemg tiamed, 
and some of these have passed then exammations and 
are ready and fully quahfied for employment 

To give you some idea of the work such a mission 
as this can get through, I may add that 4,000 visits 
to patients m then own homes were made last year, 
and that the out-patients numbered 31,000

MiBsHewlotthcrself IS a very remarkable person ftnd 
IS greatly reapected by the nativec It is she 'who has 
■worked up thos mstittition, and the members of the / 
municipality ore always ready to help her She and her 
colleagues hve m an old eenana m the to'wn, and the 
general hospital Bt Catherine b opens out of their 
quarters on the other aide of on enclosed court ^Ve 
went over it, and also saw a little class of blind ■women 
being taught to read and to make baskets I also had 
a talk •with Miss Hewlett which ■was ■very interestmg 
to me- Then we went on to the matormty hospital 
and saw the classes of dhois 

Our next -viBit was to a native girls school and 
after that we went to see the Golden Temple, where we 
had great difficulties with our shoes which we had to 
take oiT Mrs Lyall said there were sixtoen buttons to 
her boots and kUss Ly^ had as many more, and there 
was no button hook and what was to be done when we 
came back ? However we resolved to risk it, and the 
boots were unbuttoned and velvet ahppcra were put on 
and we trudged down the stei>8 and along the mar ble 
pavements m these soft and flabby soled tlimgs, and this 
time I saw the place unprejiarcd for grand visitorB and 
m its everyday dross. There wore fewer people about, 
and the jewels were locked op and there was no amgmg 
going on and no one was baptised os a BQch but still 
it was ennous and mtcrostmg and the fine old soldier 
guardian of the place got up from bis bed when ho heard 
I was there, and put on Ins Orders and came out to meet 
me I was very glad to have seen the Golden Temple 
again 
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Colonel Lang, smgmg a little song at mteivals, next 
took us to see a caipet manufactoiy just bemg staited 
keie Lovely and not veiy expensive caipets weie bemg 
made, and oideis have aJieady been leceived both horn 
London and New Yoik. 

Aftei this came anothei school — the Alexandia; it 
also is a school foi native Chiistian gnls, which has a 
high leputation and is domg good woik. These visits 
took longei to do than to desciibe, and it was neaily 
lunch-tune when we letmned to Colonel Lang’s house, 
and then we had to get to the station and to start off 
in diffeient dnections Mis. LyaU went back to Lahore, 
and I pm sued the Viceioy to Meeiut, wheie I caught

S(Tticrday loi/i,— Allahabad- Bm Auckland Colvm 
met me at the station early this morning and we drove 
straight to the Government House her© His secretary 
IS a nephew of his mth a very pretty wife and there 
are two girls unmarried nioces also staying with him 
I havo charming rooms m a wmg of the house and look 
out upon a mce garden and lawn and the most lovely 
roses you can imagine. 

I went a long dnvo with Sir Auckland and talked 
FuniL 
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Sunday, i itli — I got up eaily, and went down to the 
station to meet Nelly, who aiiived looking extremely 
well, and not at all the woise foi hei Yeiy tnesome 
journey and two mghts m the tiam. It was veiy nice 
to have hei back, and to heai aU about everybody and 
everythmg she had seen duimg her year m England 
We went to church at the new Cathedral, which is 
unfinished, 30,000?. bemg wanted to complete it, and in 
the afternoon we drove to the Fort, and looked at the 
junction of the Jumna and the Ganges, a view which 
must be a very fine one m the rams. 

Tuesday, isth — D. arrived in the afternoon. He 
had had very fan sport at Bhuitpoie, and had enjoyed 
two of the days very much The Duke of Montrose came 
down to shoot with them, and had an amusmg day aftei 
deei and pig. 

Wednesday, i^th — Nelly and I left early in the 
moinmg, and found the children at the station full of 
excitement at meetmg us. Each one held a dog by 
a chain, and we got much mixed as we embraced, and 
became quite a tangle of people and dogs Eied and 
Archie had come down half an horn sooner to give the 
Simla party then breakfast 

The whole family came into my carnage and we spent 
a very merry day together. We had all sorts of games 
when it got dark, and then went to bed early to rest for 
to-morrow. 


Thursday, iSth — Here we are once more at Calcutta, 
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begmmng our foarth Beason m India 1 D goee to 
Benares to-day to open a great bridge The Montroses 
join him there, and they all start to-morrcn? for 
outta. 

We were bo busy all day unpacking and settling 
our rooms and were quite tired out with bo much 
travelling and bo much work. 

The house looks very nice The state drawing room 
haa been redeooTOted. The verandah on which we live 
has the most lovely convolvulus out and my aviary 
ifl almost covered with creepers. The weather is quite 
perfect 
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CHAPTEB XIV 

OAIiCUTTA 

December 17, 1887, to Maeoh 28, 1888 

Satin day, Decemhei 17th — I saw Lady Wilson and 
two other ladies, who came to talk about the fete we aie 
getting up foi the ‘ Little Sisteis of the Pool,’ and latei 
m the day came Sn Steuait and Lady Bayley, who are 
now estahhshed at Belvedeie in the seat of the Eiveis 
Thompsons The day and the season, however, leaUy 
began at five o’clock, when, as a spectator, I assisted at 
the Viceroy’s reception at Government House He had 
come by a new route, ciossmg the Jubilee Budge, and 
gettmg out for the first time at the Sealdah station This, 
and I hope other circumstances, caused him to leceive 
a parfeiculaily warm welcome fiom the people m the 
streets. The guard of honour m red was drawn up m 
hont of the house, and the steps weie covered with high 
officials and native gentlemen. The cannon at the Fort 
let us know when to expect him, and soon the body- 
guard piecedmg him rode past the door, and then an 
escort of Mounted Volunteers, and lastly the carnage 
and fom arrived with the Viceroy in it, and the Duchess 
of Montrose by his side The children, bemg m tennis 
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dressee looked on from a balcony upstairs but I was at 
the door to meet them 

I heard rather an amuffrug little story yesterday 
One body guard officer who went to England for the 
JubDoe was asked what struck him most there. 
He replied Oh, the pohteneas of the people Ton 
could not tread upon a person b toe there but they 
immediately said Thank you In Hmdufltani there is 
no word for Thank yon, and I never realised until I 
widied to flay it m that language how very often it is 
upon one s hps so the man s observation htm some 
truth m it and is very comphmentary to John Bulb 

Friday 23ni — The drawing room took place to-day 
and happily everybody's gowns arrived from England 
m tune and bo all annetiee on that ecore were spared 
A few native Brahmo Somaj ladies came for the first 
tune and looked very well m their own pretty dress. 
They made their national Rfilim.Tn mstead of an English 
cnrteey and one of them laid down her bonquet as she 
did BO Sir Donald Wallace picked it up and gave 
it to me. When we went upstaira— where the gentle- 
men had waited for their ladies and where I hear 
mtonso annoty was expressed by fond husbands and 
fathers as to bow their wnres and daughter* had gone 
through the ordeal — we found a large party aasom 
bled and our state drawing room looked very bnght 
and handflomo in its new silk The very beat gowns 
and the uniforms made the people as smart as tlio 
room and this first party of the season is always 
enjoyed. 
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Satin day, 24.tli . — I "was iared next day, and did not 
feel np to tlie laces, so, although it was Cup day, I 
shpped down to Baiiaclipoie by sea, and left my family 
to lepiesent me on the comse When I found Loid 
WiUiam had won the Cup I was lathei sorry not to 
have been present. It was unexpected and created 
great excitement, and if one ought evei to wish any 
one to he successful on the tuif, one was justified in 
wishmg h i m , a tmn of luck in that dnection, foi he 
has had several misfortunes lately, and his best horse 
died of fevei a week ago. The family came down by 
tiam just m tune foi dmner 

Sunday, 2Sth — Though Christmas Day, this was 
spent just like other Sundays, for to-moriow is to be the 
clnldien’s day. We went to chmch, and afterwards sat 
under the tiees showmg off oui chmate and om place to 
the Monti OSes, and we walked to see the elephants, of 
which there are a gieat number this year, and came hack 
to dmnei and to a httle fire, which is very enjoyable m 
the evenmg 

Monday, 26th, to Sunday , Janiiai-y 1st, 1888 — Having 
the children with us this year, we felt it necessary to 
keep Christmas m a ‘ meiiy ’ way, and I have now to 
teU you how far we succeeded m domg so I thmk that 
the previous shoppmg was a great pleasme to the afore- 
said children, and that they spent many a dehghtful 
half-hour in pmchasmg presents and m dmdmg then 
money so as to provide somethmg for each of the 
people they wished to remember. Next came the ques- 
tion, ‘ How, and where, and when are these gifts to be 
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presented ? They finally invented a most original 
method for disp ensin g the Chnatmas boxes. All did 
np and addressed their parcels and then proceeded 
to hide them nnder tablee and chairs and eofas m 
the two drawing rooms and after Innoheon the children 
were let m to hunt for them. The plan succeeded 
admirably and all were remembered and pleased with 
the loads they had to carry away 

After the presents had been found and admired, we 
went off to a very mdifferent oiroufl which, however 
amused the children and then m the evening we had 
some games. Lady Sykes who is once more m Calcutta, 
dined with us and Sir Thomae Baker and Mr Bucane 
his AJ) G came too and we bad musical ohairs Sir 
Bogor and the TempSte and bo ended our merry day 
The week has passed away without a daily record of 
our proceedmga but I can tell yon what we hare been 
doing The King of Oude died m the autumn and 
wo all went to see his plaoe and his house I had 
visited the animals there before, but the Viceroy had 
never been able to go to this ex king’s habitation, so it 
was all new to him. Most of the fl.TiiTna.1fl have been 
sold and the grounds look tidy and well kepi They 
ere very largo and we drove about for half an hour 
wmding round bungalows and bear houses and tanks 
for water fowl and cages for monkeys doer and birds 
and sheds for camels and places for pigeons The bun 
galowB ftU had marble floors, and m every room there 
was a bod witli silver feet and no other fumitnro wliat- 
cver The walls however were covered with pictures — 
questionable French prmtaand Scnptnro subjects mixed 
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mdisciiminnt^ly Tlie i)ark is situated on the rner, 
and A\ould be lo'voly ■were it a little less zoological The 
Iving died in a loom on the gioiind-flooi, openmg into a 
small comt ^\hlch M*as full of monkeys and pigeons — 
extiemely suggestive of fleas. Upstans theie veio some 
much nicei looms, and vc saw some hooks of plmts^^hlch 
he hadcolouicd himself, theyvcie leally \ciy v^ell done. 

His ladies Mere iieaih as numeious as his animals, 
and the^ aio now being despatched to then o^\^l homes 
as quickly as possible. Thev go at the lato of se\en oi 
eight a daj, but theie aie still a gieat mimbei left, and 
when the Yiceioy approached then habitation the,y 
collected behind some \enctian shiitteis, and set to ^^ 0 Lk 
to howl and weep with all then might. The effect was 
most extiaoidiiiaiy, but did not excite the pity it was 
intended to e\ oke I am sure they will be much happioi 
with then o^m httlc mcomc, guaianteed by the British 
Goieinment, than they evei could have been shut U 2 ) 
togetliei, the slaves of a haid-hearted old man who 
caied moie foi his cobias and his wdd beasts than he 
did foi them. These being my sentiments, I thought 
the lamentations weie moie amusmg than melancholy 

We have attended a conceit m the Town Hall m aid 
of the Volunteer Band, and a ball at Belvedeie, and we 
have had a good many touiists passmg through — among 
them Dick Houston, who is staymg with us. Eaces have 
been gomg on duimg the week The Duke of Monti ose 
has gone off to Burmah, and the Duchess lemams with us 

Monday, 2 nd — A loud salute and a feu de joie le- 
mmded us early in the mornmg that the new yeai had 
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begun and that the proclamation parade was being held 
at Barrackpore and ftt all other mihtary stations m 

TnilTfL 

Directly after break&et we returned to Calcutta and 
then I had to go to a boEoar at the Zoologioal Gardens 
That was an ordeal 1 Fancy running the gauntlet of 
all the holders of twenty stalls each one for a diflerent 
chanty 1 

In the afternoon we had the first of a set of Email 
tennis parties which Nelly and I are going to give be- 
tween na She mvites the players and I take advan 
tage of the at home to meet people whom I want to 
talk to 

In the eramng there was our large ist of January 
dinner eighty two gentlemen and five ladies at it and 
eight more men after it I always like this dinner 
First of all it looks well m the Marble Hall, and then the 
guests are all Personages and one sees them ooUeoted 
together whereas on other occamonB only a few at a 
time are present and are lost in a crowd of ladies and 
other people 

Tr<dR(nd<T5 4i/{ — I went out directly after breakfast 
to visit the Lady Dufferm Dispensary Smee I saw 
it last year it has been found possible to establish a 
few beds and Mrs Poggo the now English doctor is 
working hard and is moat successful 8mce she 
enmo m July she ha^ had over 17 000 ont-pationtn and 
the seven beds are generally occupied We wont more 
mono} to bmld a proiwr hospital m a more healthy 
Hituntion 
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At tbiee I had a Committee meeting. When this 

was o\cr, I ^vent oft to sec the ‘ Little Sisteis of tlie Pool ’ 

They have bought a new' house, and ivc are gcttmg up a 

great bazaai to help to pay for it. Then old people 

always mteiest me much As usual, w'e handed lound 

the cake and w'uie rve had hi ought w'lth us. One old 

gentleman, wdio had lecened a fiddle as a Chiistmas-bo\, 

played it all the time w'e were theie, and another old 

Spaniard danced to the music w'lth an evceedmgly 

ancient lady, rvho is said to be deaf and dumb, but w'ho 

imitated her partner’s movements very successfully 

The new' house is a veiy line one, and the estabhshment 

looks less porert3'-stricken than befoie, but then it owes 

a lakh, which it will be haid to make up, and its plumes 

are at present borrow'ed On m3' retiun, Sister Lucy (a 

Clew'ei Sister) came to tea w'lth me, and we had a very 

long gossip indeed upon offaiis that mteiest us both.

Thiusdmj, sth — The Mahaiaiah of AEysoie has come

Satmclay, yth — ^We had a grand reception this morn- 
ing for Lord and Lady Reay They got to Calcutta at 
some unearthly hour , but did not leave the tram till eight, 
and by that time the red cloth was down, the servants 
lined the steps, the Private Secretary was ready to meet 
them on the bottom step, the Lieutenant-Governor on the 
middle one, and the Viceroy and his ladies at the top A 
guard of honom and a band were opposite, and they soon 
drove up m a carnage and forii, preceded and followed

by an eficort of the body guard The ffun has come out 
ft gain and the clouds which have been hovenng over us for 
some days have disappeared, but it is cold and I broke 
with some trepidation to Lady Beay, who likes beat, the 
fact that we breakfast out of doors. 

Sunday Sih to Wedmtday iit^— The weather has 
been perfect Barraokpore bad its usual sucoees, and 
we spent Sunday very pleasantly Our visitore Kked 
the nver voyages there and back, the outdoor life under 
the trees and the peace and qmet of the real country 
We asked the Commandant and the clergyman with 
their wives, to dinner and I drove Lady Easy to see 
the elephants These gaieties were mBd compared with 
those we rushed into on our return to Calcutta and 
Monday was too hard a day especially for the servants 
BO many things came together which were never mtended 
to do BO 

First there was an unexpected durbar The Maha 
rajah of KapurthaEa arrived, and had to be received at 
I 30 That disarranged aSourpreparationfl for luncheon 
and prevented the large dinner tables for the evening 
bomg prepared. Then D had to return the Maharajah s 
visit at three and at the same tune Iiord Beay had to 
pay some state calls in another direction bo that Lord 
Wniiam had to have out three teams of four horses at 
onco and that was a little strain npon our resources 
At four wo had the tennis party which, like a snow 
ball grows as the weeks roll by becoming by degrees 
almost a garden party and tlion camo a big dinner for 
clglity-Bix people m the Marble Hall and after that an 
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ovGnmgpaii 3 \ The jMalmiajabs of Mj^soic and Kapiii thalla 
came in the afternoon and c\ enmg, and the lattei played 
tennis Mgoioiisly. In an oiange \\aiBtcoat, white shut 
tails, tight white tioiiseis, and a hig tuihau, he made a 
gieat contrast to the English gentlemen in tenuis gai- 
ments, hut he held his own with them in play. The 
Mahaiaiah of Mysoie was in ‘ seveie ’ giey cloth, but m 
the e^en^lg he had on one of his beautiful \ehet coats 

"We had asked some of the uatne society to this 
paity, and a selection of theEinopean, pimcipally people 
who don’t dance, and wdio aie theiefoie moie difficult to 
enteitam. It was a ^ei}' pietty paity, and the piesence 
of so many stiangeis made it inteiestmg. The Pimce 
of Tippeiah was one of oiu guests He is a lemaikable 
;^oung man, with a Taitai tj^pe of face He is self-taught 
— speaks English well,pauits poitiaits and landscaiies m 
oil, plays the piano, and photogiaphs , and Ins manner 
IS veiy good D ad^used him to take some diawmg 
lessons at the School of Ait' heie, and that he is now 
domg. The officers of the Bacchante w^eie aU piesent, 
and theii uuifoims helped to hght up the paity The 
Binmese exile-Pimce was also theie. I had a httle 
music, a few songs, and a quartette or tw'o, to which 
nobody hstened, but which gave some pomt to the enter- 
tainment 

Tuesday afternoon we had an enormous garden party. 
As far as I am concerned, this enter taunnent consists 
of the announcement of a name, a shake hands, a mm- 
mmed ‘How do you do?’ and a drm perceptron that 
by degrees the passing stream has become a crowd, 
and that the lawn is covered wnth animated figmes.

Friday 3nf — I have had such a visitor to-day She 
IS tho wife of the Prune Mmister of Nepaul, and a more 
picturesque or gorgeous figure you never saw 1 I remember 
deecribmg some Nepalese ladies to yon before but this 
one was much more splendid and more cheorfol The 
house had to bo freed from the presence of all men and, 
though tho Ticeroy was allowed to seo her ho was told 
not to shake hands but only to bow to her Nolly went 
down to meet her at tho door and to bring her np 
Walking IB a work of dUBculty in Nepalese garments, and 
sbo needed help on tho stairs. Her face was very pretty, 
and painted but artistically done Tho ejes had a good 
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deal of black lound them, and weie lovely ones Her 
teetli -weie good, and sbe had a hvely and pleasmg 
expiession. Hei headdiess vras most mdesciibable It 
consisted of a diadem "woin just on the foiehead so as to 
hame the face. It was an aiiangement of fioweis and 
leaves in magnificent diamonds, with laige bunches of 
giapes m emeialds, pendant just behind the eais, wheie 
the wieath ended. I nevei saw anythmg at aU hke it, 
and theie weie emeiald flies setthng on the floweis, 
winch lepeated the coloui veiy cleveily. The body of 
hei diess was of pietty hght j)mk gauze, and hei sknts of 
the same weie so volummous that she had an aimful to 
cany when she moved, and it was impossible to say how 
they weie made, oi whethei they weie made at all. She 
had pmk velvet shoes, and on hei hands Enghsh dog- 
skm iidmg-gloves, ovei which she woie diamond imgs 
and diamond biacelets, such as I am sme you have nevei 
seen — gigantic ones. 

If you can imagme this veiy quamt figuie, submeiged, 
so to say, m hei clouds of pmk gauze, takmg up most of 
the sofa on winch I sat dowdily beside hei, m my eveiy- 
day moimng gown, you will see that I was a veiy small- 
lookmg peisonage mdeed When she diives she is 
buttoned mto hei caiiiage with leathei bhnds, and she 
might just as well be ui Nepaul as in Calcutta foi all she 
sees of the outei woild. So I suggested showmg her the 
view fi-om my veiandah.

In the afternoon we all went to a fancy bazaai. The 
gieat success of the day was the cafe chantant. Eveiy 
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one \ma comfortably seated and had a nice cup of tea 
■while a seneB of amuBmg songs from The Mikado 
lolanthe &c went on the singers being dressed m 
coetmne This was for the Little Sisters of the Poor 

In the evening there were some tableaui vivants of 
statues which were good and after dinner 'we went to 
Bee them The entertainment lasted on hour and a 
half and there was music between each group 

Saturday — To day there has been a Cbiipter of 
the Most Eminent Order of the Indian Empire, which 
was a very grand ceremony It was held m an enormous 
Shammna which had the throne at the back, all the 
spectators bemg ranged on either side. "When the Viceroy 
came a salute of thirty one guns ■was fired and he 
marched m state to the throne on which he took his 
Beat His robes, which are of a deqi purple lined with 
white were home by two pagee who stood by him 
durmg the coromony Lord Connemara b mvestiture 
was most imposmg as he wos made a Grand Cross of 
the Order and bad not only the nbbon but the robes 
and the collar to put on. The English Knights were 
struck with the sword Arise Sir So-ond So but the 
Indians do not go through this part of the ceremou} 
The Secretary to the Order was in a white sntm robe 
and ho bowed and backed and announced the names of 
the gentlemen with great stateliness and propnotj I 
will send 'vou the paper descnbmg the whole ceremonial 
and so need not tell \ou more about it. The sight was 
very mterestmg and tho procession back to the house 
with robes and collars and golden umbrellas wasToryduo 
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In lh(> nftoinonn ^\c> wont n^nin to tiu' foto, \\lncli

Monday 5 /A — We hod a Jong day out loavmghonn 
at eleven and only gcitmg back at six We did tin 
same expedition I made last year climbmg over ScncIiaJ 
post the chimneys of old barracks and down again 2 ocx 
feet to a httlo bungalow where we luncliod and tlicr 
up to Jellapaliar, where wo had tea with Mrs Keith 
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D. got sepaiated fiom us m the eaily part of the 
day, and we only met agam at luncheon. Mis Keith 
dmed with us, and we had the Bhootia dance with the 
hon and the peacock to look at aftei dinnei The air 
to-day has been qmte lovely and leheshmg Sir Donald 
jomed us agam, and is quite well 

Tuesday, 6th — We weie all diessed m oui habits 
by ten o’clock, and lode off, a gieat cavalcade, to plunge 
almost mto the plams below We descended 6, coo feet, 
ridmg thiough tea-gaidens and lovely woods to the 
liver Kunjeet The day was perfect, and we did not 
feel the changes of climate nearly so much as we evpected. 
The descent was ten miles long, and we were glad to get 
off om pomes at the iiver and to amuse ourselves for a 
time by ciossmg the very cuiiou. budge that hangs 
across it It is slung from bamboo poles, and is itself 
hke a very long, narrow, and iickety old basket Two 
bamboos laid lengthways foim the pathway, and the sides 
are of veiy hght and open wicker woik The whole 
tlimg sways about m the wmd, and only one person may 
cross it at a time, and when he gets to the middle, where 
his weight bends it most, the sides seem to close m upon 
him The bamboo walk up to the level of the bridge is 
very difficult to chmb, and to come down the only way was 
to sit upon it and to toboggan When we had enjoyed 
this amusement foi a httle and had admired the river, we 
had to remount our rather tued ponies and to begm our 
ten mdes ascent Happily, when we had done thiee, 
we reached the bungalow where om luncheon was ready, 
and even the most hardy of the pmty were glad to have 
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a rest and Bome refreshment After luncheon I got 
into a dandy for about an hour and was earned up but 
the others rode the whole way Bome of them -mited c 
tea plantation en roiUe and we all stopped at a Bhootia 
temple and assisted at a servioc if so it may be caHed 
The chapel was m an upper room reached by stairs 
from the outside. It was a long, very low roofed place 
On one side was the altar or shrme for the Buddha with 
lamps burning m front of it and on either side were 
rows of pigeon holes which held aU the sacred books. 
The T.lflTnftfl there were dressed in dnll red loose garments 
and they set to and played their various instruments for 
us drums cymbals sii feeHong trumpets and vanous 
sorts of horns all going at once m this httle room made 
a wonderful noise as you may imagine. Hung up on 
wooden pillare which formed archways m front of the 
altar were some cunous grotesque masks which are worn 
on festive oceamonB 

There was another chapel below at the door of which 
was one of the largest of praying wheels while inside was 
Buddha actually sitting m company with two Hindu 
goddesses ! 

The way homo from this place was quite beautiful 
There are such fine trees m tho forest and such a 
variety of foliage, and the tree foms especially are so 
very lovely Even at the end of our twenty mHcs ndc 
we wero able to admire them But wo were rather tired 
and stiff 

U tdne$da^ yth — Our expedition for to-day was sup- 
I>oscd to bo a short one but miles at Baijoohng seem to 
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be veiy long, and, staitmg at t-welve, we did not reach 
onr destination till 2 30 We rode along a Yeiy pietty 
load till we came to the Ghoom Eocli It is leally a 
cm ions place an enoimously high loch rises out of the 
ground without apparent ihyme 01 leason, m the midst 
of a forest, where the tall trees look small beside it , it 
IS a very strikmg object The side of it is qmte perpen- 
dicular, and we rode a zigzag path through the wood 
to get to the top of it The mYahiable khidmatgais had 
aiiiyed there before us, and had spread out a temptmg- 
lookmg meal, for which we were aU quite ready I sat 
on the edge of the lock and looked down horn 'giddy 
heights’ oTei the mountams and TaUeys before me — a 
■veiy splendid view Then we rode mto Ghoom station 
and caught the mail tram there, by which we letmned 
to Darjeelmg 

As we approached om* house we heard a great 
trumpetmg and diummmg, and saw flags and strange 
costumes maichmg along the road These were owned 
by Llamas, who were commg to dance for us When all 
was ready we came out on to the verandah to see the 
performance The dances were lehgious, and had all 
to be gone through before sunset The chief Llama sat 
on a chan with a httle table before him, and solemnly 
beat two cymbals together He was dressed m dull red 
and wore a mitie on his head, and nothmg could have 
been more grand and stately than his appearance 
Smaller Llamas sat on the giound on either side of 
him m a long row They also wore led clothes and 
high pomted red caps, and looked very strange and 
mysterious 
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He first dancers who appeared were common 
looking masked mdividuals, who awkwardly Itimbered 
about. Then came on aboat twelve or fifteen men in 
silk robee with long sleevee and enormoofl round hats 
with peacock hand-screenfl stuck in the top of them and 
many veila and odds and ends flying from them These 
men also flopped about slowly but m time to the music, 
which was played for them. They made their exits one^ 
by one and then returned having changed their hate for 
large and groteeqne maRkH and in these they danced 
agam 

To suit our European impatience each act was cut 
very short, and after this performance we had tune to 
see another dance of a more comic character Three 
men were wonderfoUy dressed up with red and gold 
faces and great wigs of yak e hair and another appeared 
as a lady with red petticoats a majik and a large red 
bonnet She had a sword m her hand, and she went 
through a senes of sham fights with the men. A boy / 
also appeared on the scene his naked body was painl^ 
round with white stripes, which with the natural colour 
of his skm between made a most respectable brown and 
white jersey I was trying to photograph these strange , 
jicople, and was just getting this group mto position when 
the boy suddenly stood on his head and all the others 
began to shake and gesticulate m the most bewilderuig 
fashion. Thiswas theirideaofsittmgfortheLrphotogmpb 
and it had the funmest eCTeot Two dancers appeared 
as dead men all whitish ivith ribs painted on them and 
flesh hangmg about as m Albert Duror s pictures 
had printed histones of iheso dances to read, but the 
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pieces -were too much cui tailed for us to be able to follow 
the plots veiy well 

Thursday, 8th — Duectly aftei breakfast we saw some 
aicheis. They were Lepchas, dressed m theii national 
costume. It consists of a blue and white striped cotton 
lug, caught up on the shoulders, and held round the 
waist by a belt, so as to form a loose and graceful tunic 
endmg at the knees On then heads they had wickei 
flowei-pots of a reddish colom, with a peacock feathei 
stuck m each On then backs weie slung bamboo cases 
foi the arrows, and they earned then bows They were 
most pictmesque-lookmg cieatures, but then shootmg 
was only moderately good, and I don’t think they ever 
leally hit the maik They have a sort of bow and aiiow 
game, which is pretty. The arrow has a whistle at one 
end which sounds as it goes through the an, and the 
archer aims at a gong which also sounds when he hits 
it. 

We have a small war on hand, and smee we came 
here some of om troops and a couple of guns have gone 
off to Sikkim, where a Eajah has been misbehavmg and 
has been allowmg Thibetans to make themselves at home 
m oui temtoiy D. has had some busmess to do here 
m connection with this, and he is at this moment 
havmg an mterview with a Llama m a long yeUow sdk 
diessmg-gown and high white-soled shoes 

Neai the Bhootia temple, or Gompa, m Darjeehng, 
io8 new praymg-flags have been put up aU by one man. 
Ml. Paul, seemgthis great work of merit, said to another 
native of the place, ‘He must have committed some 
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great em ! ' Tes, Tvluspered this one he has been 

Belling powder to the Thibetana 

On onr way to the station we looked at a collection 
of bntterflies and beetles made by a very mteHigent 
TTian who told UB mterestmg things about them 

We filled four trollies and ahd down from Ghoom 
to SiHigon with great snocess It is a delightful 
amooth and noiseleea journey We dined at the last 
named place and met there some of the officers starting 
for Bikkim Eimangst them G Heyman who is gomg as 
surveyor to the party He dmed with us. We spent 
the night m the tram and when we got up m the mom 
mg (Pnday 9 th) we found it pouring with raim This 
cools the air and we feel the change to a warm climate 
much lees than we should otherwise have done 

The ram had ceased when we got to Oaloutta but we 
only just reached Government House os a dust-storm 
followed by ram and thunder, came on, and all the 
windows had to be abut qmckly to prevent the^estruc 
tion of everythmg m the rooms — 

Blanche and the Duchess of Montrose have been 
enjoying themselves much dormg our absence The 
Duchess leaves to-night and stays with Lady Beay till 
the Duke joins her Ho has shot a tiger and is havmg 
some good sport m Nepaul 

Jfond^lf i 2 th — I visited the Calcutta Free Schools 
this mommg They ore for boys and girls and the 
two buildmgs are very fine large ones. All the children 
wore dressed m white and even m this warm weather 
looked cool and comfortable The object of these insti 
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tntions IS to piovide education and maintenance foi 
destitute childien D gave mea silvei medal to piesent 
at each school. 

In the afternoon I went to see a home just oiiened 
foi destitute women It is to he a soit of Piotestant 
‘ Little Sisters of the Pool ’ establishment The tiades- 
people of Calcutta have given the fuimture, and it looks 
so flesh and clean and comfoi table, the house itself is a 
veiy nice one, with plenty of an and space lound it 

After this I went on to watch the final games of a 
temus tournament, and saw some very good play The 
weathei was thieatenmg, with such a high wmd blowmg 
that m the midst of the heat it seems qmte cyclonic, not 
to say uncanny > 

D had one of his special httle dinners for men, so we 
ladies had engaged ourselves to a native dmnei -party 
Two ADC’s were admitted, and oui hostess’s sisters 
dmed with us, while her mother and sistei-m-law only 
lomed us m the diawmg-ioom afterwards. 

Om first pioceedmg was to diess ourselves piopeily 
for this festival, and as soon as we got to the house 
we were taken mto a diessmg-ioom, were divested of oui 
own gowns, and weie diaped m sans. Mme was a most 
successful aiiangement The sari was lovely, bemg 
made of a soit of silk muslm with silver borders, and I 
submitted entnely to the hands of the costumier, so that 
when I was finished I found myself m a very pretty and 
cool costume We also put on a httle extra jewellery, 
which was lent us, and proceeded to the dmmg-ioom 
The floor -table was veiy large, for each person requires 
a great space to dme m this fashion , the cloth laid 
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on the caxpet nearly filled the room and on it ^76^6 
candelabrae and m front of each Beat from twenty fire 
to thirty httle sflTer bowls filled with aU sorts of to our 
eyes rather messy foods One large silyer dish, with a 
pile of nee m the centre of it was before each person 
and the edges of this we had to use instead of ordinary 
platee. I was seated at the top of the ‘ table by myself 
with a velvet cushion behind me and I was afterwards 
much complimented on the ease with which I managed 
my dinner seated like a Baddha on a mat I was told' 
that I did it as well as any Bengali, and that I looked 
like a Hmdu goddess. It was difficult to eat, for the 
food had to be manipulated with tmaided fingers and 
yet the dishes were of rather a soft and greasy kind and 
some of them would have required a spoon rather 
than a fork to lift them with btul either nnple* 
ment been allowed The native ladies showed great 
dexterity m working up these savoury morsels with the 
dry ncG so as to form httle balls but we were not equal 
to that and had to eat in a much more imtidy fashion 
I can scarcely tell you what the thmgs wore, bat 
there were very small portions of a great number of 
diabes end when one came to eatables which one could 
recognise one found about twenty samples of fruits on 
the some pinto Two strawberries two shccs of cucum 
her two bits of tomato a few almonds, part of a rosc- 
npple a bit of melon a pistachio nut, do. homoDO- 
IMitbio bolpmga of each variety Then in tlio way of 
Bwoots thoro wore dishes of all sorts of sugary cakes 
and cocoanut paste fmits and bowls of a sweet milky 
stuff with bits of green nut floating m iL I dipped my 
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finger^- into ono di'ih iiftci unollu'r, niul fmnll} 
^^rtshod them in a sihor ha‘'in punulccl foi Iho inii- 
posc 

AVc nil enjojod (lus diniior ^or\ mncli, and when it 
wa*^ tnei we leeoned. in nddilion to tlie wieaths of 
ilowcrs which alroad\ adorned our necks and heads, 
lai‘;c bouquet ‘J, and a piece of pan, to sa> nothing of 
bits of ‘^jnee handed loiind in a siKoi \ossol Oui 
boste^s*^ ‘Jwcel-looKing niotbei, pretty ^ollng Mstcis, and 
si\lcr'in-law' talked to me in the diawing-ioom, while 
the hand played out'^ide, and about ton o’clock we took 
ofi 0111 natno costume and letuincd home, our liobtoss 
in^'isting upon presenting us each with the sans we had 
^wrn, 

'Jmsdatf, 13/// — This afternoon we went to see the 
Maharam of Kuch Bchars lelations, who Inc at Lily 
Cottage. Her father was Kcsliuh Cliundcr Sen, who was 
the founder of the Bialimo Somnj form of religion, and 
whose memor} is greatly venciuted b} his followcis. 
The widow is a ^oly sweet-looking poison, and all the 
famil} aic nice The two giandmotheis, an aunt, some 
cousins, and several sisteis woie collected togethei to 
meet me, and we wcie iminediatoly coveied with gar- 
lands and hung with necklaces and bangles, made 
partly of flowers and partly of tinsel, which gave all 
the effect of large lubies and emeralds on pearl chams 
A crown of the same kmd was prepared foi me, which, 
however, I could not attemxit to jilace on the top of 
my fashionable bonnet We had tea and some native 
sweets, and we went all over the house, and I saw the 
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bed of the ■widowed motber which is of hard boaxd as 
m her ' sorrowful condition she •would not make use 
of any luxury and then we deecended to th^ garden 
in which stands a monument over the ashes of Keshub 
Chunder Sen Off thi n garden ifl the chapel, in 
which hifl marble pulpit is covered with flowers and 
pictures and where stands the silver flag of the New 
Dispensation Prayers are performed here every mom 
mg but no one is as yet allowed to use the Prophet e 
pulpit One lady present was a very nice-looking woman 
and OB she spoke English it was poeeihle to talk with 
her She wore a beaubfol cmnson satm embroidered 
san, and did the honours very gracefully They were 
all moat kind and friendly so that our visit was very 
pleasant Some of the sweets were sent to ns after and 
a white sugar statue of a seantfly clothed lady was 
placed before D at dessert 

TVednetday — 1 was dragged from my bed at 

6 x-iL to go and see a paper eteeplechose, the winner of 
it to get a handsome cup Lord "William returned from 
Mocrut at that very hour mounted at once the box seat

vimt received from Mrs Ghose a native lady to taH you 
of the splendid reception we had at the Town Hall in 
the evening 

We entered by the grand staircase at ten o clock, 
were received at the door by a large number of Kajahs 
judges, and other Indian digmtanes and were condaoted 
between hnee of Volunteers up the etairuase to the big room 
which was beautifully decorated and which was cram full 
of people European and native The stairs were carpeted 
with our colours, blue and yellow and these were largely 
used m the other decorations. A page m white satm 
presented me with a lovely bouquet of orchids and many 
of these beautiful flowers were to be seen m the room Two 
of our own largest and grandest chairs (Burmese thrones) 
were on the dais and bebmd them wore tiers of smart 
Indies while before us was a dense crowd of friends Sir

In the afternoon I \isited an inleic^'ting chanty 
which ha^ ‘^onie eonnection with the Kintals It is a 
home for de‘'liliile gnls, and nio^'t of the imuales aic 
taKon fioni thc^e tcinhle places, and all fioni diunKcn 
and di'=repntahle paients 'riie'^e degraded cicalnies aie 
\cTy, glad to gi\onp then daughtcis while they aio small, 
but as tho} glow up thej want to get them back to make 
mone> out of them, and !Mi and Tilis Ilnmngton lla^o 
often tiouble in pi c'sening the gnls fiom this fate. I 
looked at theii willing and sums, and heaid them sing, 
and was much pleased with all I saw and hcaid, especi- 
ally when 1 found that theic aieno paid teacheis in this 
institution Thcie is a mail on who Iices m the house 
and helps with the youngci ones, but all the lessons aic 
gnenhy ladies wlio dccotc ceitnm houis a day to it, and 
they must lla^e been veiy' icgulai m tlion attendance to 
produce such excellent icsults It is leal chanty m a 
climate like this to gn c time and laboui to such a piupose. 
I feel as if I was only just finding out how many good 
people there are here 

I met D aftei wards at the School of Art, where a 
great number of students are being trained m diawuig, 
wood engiaving, cal^mg, silver w’oik, &c

The Nyaetaranga is 
the most extraordinary of all and you will probably 
mutter something about travellers tales when I tell 
you of it The performer puta the mouthpiece of two 
trumpets to the outaide of his throat and with a very

* God save the Queen m this way with great success

Thinsichnff Mauh 2gi]t, to 'J'hinsday, Apiil 12th — As 
I lia\e been going o\eL old loimds tins week, I not 
tionble yon ^Yltll many details, and ndl attempt no 
desciiptions of the sights Iha\e been showmg Heimie. 
Diiectly after bieakfast on Thursday, 29th, we took what 
will piobably be oui last faiewell of Calcutta. A great 
crowd of natne gentlemen and our Enghsh friends were 
collected on the steps of that lovely house to say good- 
bye to us 

The carriages and the troops, the band and the red 
cloth, and the crowd were drawn up as usual 

We journeyed on to Allahabad, where oiu party 
divided. Sn Donald had been very ill m the train, and 
was carried off m a dhoohe to the hospital D and his 
Stafl; made for Eewah for two days tiger -shootmg, and 
Nelly, Her mie, and Major Cooper went on to Agra with me 
The Maharajah of Bhurtpore enteitamed us, and we 
were very comfortable in a mce house of his, where we 
managed to keep jiietty cool. We saw the Taj, and the 
Eoit, and the tomb of Etma Dowlah, and we looked m at a 
moonhght picmc at Secundia, where a number of people 
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■were enjoying tlienifielveBJiitli© dark, for the moon did not 
rifle tiU eleven , and we went all over the F e mal e Medical 
School and Hospital and the girls did the gaol with Sir 
John Tyler while I saw vanoufl people connected with the 
Fond 

On Monday evening we left and haMng spent the 
night m the tram, ve got ont at Cawnpore in the mom 
mg and viaited that sad place the Memorial Chnrch 
and the Memonal Well 

I got a telegram from D at the station eaymg that 
on their first day b shoot they had killed two tigars, one 
of which had i^en to hia own gnn 

We reached Lucknow at eleven o clock and came 
to Bit Auckland Colvin e hoase Archie appeared for 
luncheon and we drove ont ofterwardB to see him play 
polo and to viflit Lick Houston The latter is ni m 
Clandeboye s bungalow, and i» going on well hia tern 
peratnre being normal but it must be very tiresome for 
him to be laid up bo long in a strange place 

This morning (April 4th) there was a public meetmg 
m connection with my Fund here It was at y 30 A.11 
a trymg hour I think for speeches and nhon helly m 
poUte accents told Sir Auckland who bad spoken for 
an hour that she enp/Kwed the time did seem much 
shorter to the person Bpeakmg than to those who were 
hfltonmg he was much amused by the candour of the 
remark and said ho should never forget it 

There is a ^vnrra wmd but I find that the stiiflinefls 
of the house is the most tnmg part of the bent here 
Pcrsonnllv I prefer Lot air to none at all but those who 
understand the climate nlwavs shul nj) every window 
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and I suppose they Imow best "We have good accounts 
of Sii Donald, and he 'will be able to come heie mth D. 
to-moiiow. 

D has wiitten me an aceoimt of his day’s shootmg, 
and I cannot do bettei than copy it foi you He says . 
‘We spent yesteiday veiy quietly, and I made up my 
mail, but m the eveurngwe diove out about seven miles to 
this place, "which is on the edge of the jungle We have 
been domg thmgs veiy leisuiely, foi we did not stait 
this moinmg till ten We diove a few miles, then lode 
anothei mile, and walked a few bundled yaids fiuthei 
to the place which was to be the scene of om exploits. 
You must imagme a rough basaJtic plateau at the foot 
of the hiUs, spaisely coveied with clumps of jungle, and 
with a not veiy deep nullah oi goige lunnmg thiough it 
Neai the edge of this nullah theie uses a black and 
nearly precipitous lock to a height of some sixteen or 
twenty feet, on the top of which we found a caipet, 
chans, and a battlemented paiapet Similai basaltic 
locks marked the face of the country m every dnection 
Havmg seen us fairly estabhshed, oui host started off 
to the head of the gorge, where a crowd of beateis "with 
tom-toms, drums, and bugles were dia'wn up, and, after 
waitmg about an horn, we heard them totoomg as they 
approached us Owmg to the he of the ground and 
other precautions, any tiger that came was bound tfo pass 
m a particular dnection, t e along a fairly open space on 
om left, and not far from om castle I had been particu- 
larly enjomed not to fire at the tiger as he approached 
us, but to wart until he should give a good side-shot as 
he trotted along his allotted path We — that is to say, 
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Bmniiig and I — therefor© maintained a Tigilant look 
out and all of a endden we saw a great deal of excite- 
ment m the neighbourhood of another rook correspond- 
mg to onr own, but Bom© two hundred yards off, and 
presently Mtyor Barr came back and informed us that 
there were two tigers who had ©nsoonoed themselves m a 
passage or cave m thia rock, and that they were going 
to frighten them out by firing blank cartridge at them 
A-ccordingly a few minutea afterwards a tremendous 
fusillade b^an m which Bill Beresford and the Doctor 
jomed but the beasts would not move At last, how 
ever, one of them the tigreaa as we thought bolted — at 
first in the wrong direction but eventually she was 
turned and we saw her cantering up the hill towards ua 
Bemembermg my host s mjonctions not to fire at her 
end on but to wait until ehe turned along the path mdi- 
cated I abstamed from shooting but the disloyal brute, 
flying m the face of Providence kept on her way and 
passed immediately under the rock on the wrong mde, 
BO that my chance was gone Luckily Major Barr who 
was on a sister rock just behmd me, managed to get a 
shot at her as she was going away and knocked her over 
In the meantime the party round tlie rook m front of 
our nmchun ware still trying to turn the other creature 
out, Vut bt TtfuBed to move uni at last tuey sent an 
elephant round for me to kill Inm m Ins hole Climbing 
up the basalt mount on the top of which the whole 
society was now congregated I was told to look down into 
a narrow cleft at my feet and there I saw a tiger s one eye 
glcommg at us out of the darkness At first it was very 
drfbcuU to distinguish anjilung more than this simster 
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liglit, but aftei my sight had got a httle accustomed to 
the gloom I saw half of his forehead about sixteen oi 
eighteen feet below me. Taking a steady aim, I filed, 
but nobody could see whether he was lolled oi not, foi 
he was too far down to be i cached either by a lance or 
by any irole, nor was it possible to distmguish any poi- 
tion of him on account of the naiiowness of the cievice 
At last a gentleman appeared with a bow and arrows, 
and when the beast made no sign after two or three of 
these nnssiles had been fired at him, pubhc opmion began 
to credit his demise, of which hitherto they had been 
very doubtful Indeed, great pressure was put upon me 
to fire another shot at him, but I did not wish to spoil 
the skm, as I was sme I had already hit him. This 
proved to be the case, for my bullet had enteied exactly 
between his eyes, and had broken up his whole skull 
and biam He was eventually dragged out, but alas ’ 
when brought mto camir, the sexes of the two beasts 
were found to be the reverse of what we had ipiagmed, 
the one Ban killed bemg the male and mme the 
tigress. It was not a very spoitmg achievement, but 
it was a smgulai mcident m tigei-shootmg We then 
lunched, and came qmetly home to our bungalow in 
the afternoon The day was cloudy, so that we suffered 
no mconvenience either horn the sun or the heat, and 
are all very flour ishmg ’ 

I received this letter m the moinmg of Thmsday, 
and D himself arrived m the evemng 

In the early moinmg I went to see a hospital and 
tiaimng school for nurses, which is a most piomismg 
mstitution. 
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Friday 6th — I took a * European morning after 
having had three days of going out before brea kf ast and 
read and ^vrote all the day tfll five o clock, Tvhen we went 
to see the 17th Lancers do a mnsical nde That is 
always a pretty sight In the evening Sir Auckland had 
an flluminated gMden party The trees were hung with 
httle lamps of varioua colours, and great candelabra were 
placed about the lawn It all looked very gay and the 
talukdars and descendants of the Kings of Oude with 
smart clothes and diamond headdresses beautified the 
scene Two bands were playing m the garden and we 
had a very pleasant party 

Saturday yVi — We went all over the Eesidenoy this 
afternoon Colonel May explaining the vanous poaibons 
to D but as I told you all my impreaaionB of the 
siege as denved from General Wibon I will not repeat 
them The old Bailhe Guard was agam oeaembled, 
and this tune D was able to see them and to speak to 
them 

A native lady came to see me She was corned m 
a large moslm-covared palanquin which was set down 
at the drawmg room window and when she was about 
to crawl out of it a piece of stuff was held up to hide 
her from all curious eyes She was ven small, and 
very talkative and bright and pleasant looking and os 
sbo was nnnoua to salaam the Viceroy I oFtkod if ho 
might come m hut she said Iso lie must bo bobmd tbo 
purdah I opened D s door pulhng a curtain in front 
of it and elio shook hands with him round tlio edge of 
it The Ham chntte<l away quite comfortably to the 
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shadow of the Viceioy, who could see thiough the led 
stuff that it was a veiy tmy cieatme he was conveising 
with 

111 the evenmg the taliihdars of Oude gave a paity 
and piesented a veiy complimentaiy addiess to D. A 
deputation of them in fine clothes and diamond head- 
di esses came to fetch him, and diove aftei him to the hall, 
which, with the gaidens suiioundmg it, was beautifully 
illummated The place was ciowded with people, and 
the way was Imed with men of the 17th Lanceis, 
at the end was a dais with thiee veiy smait thiones 
upon it The Viceioy sat on the biggest, with a gold 
umhieUa ovei Inm, and leant his aims on the heads of 
golden lions, the Lieutenant-Goveinoi and I took oui 
Xilaces on eithei side of him The addiess was lead, 
fiist m Enghsh and then m Peisian, and D lead his 
leply Aftei this we weie decoiated with the most 
splendid golden gai lands They aie said to be woith 

Es 300 each, and aie made of gold hi aid, with laige 
lound pieces of stiff emhioideiy They aie veiy long 
and heavy, and men always look veiy stiange and Loid 
Mayoiish m them Ornamented with these magnificent 
wreaths, other people decoiated with less beautiful ones, 
/ and all the Lancei guard with golden garlands on, we 
went on to the verandah to look at fiiewoiks They 
always give me the idea of a world gone mad to see a 
garden suddenly burst out mto wheels and flames and 
sparks, to see eieiythmg twistmg and twnhng and 
puffing and snoitmg, and to hear a bang here and an ex- 
plosion there, and a whiz of a rocket somewhere else — has 
somethmg of demoniacal possession about it, especially 
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■when^ aa ib often the case the sulphur and smoke nearly 
choke you as you gaze bewildered at the restless scene 
I am sure Tndmn fireworks are much more fidgety than 
any others 

Sunday Zth — At this time of year one s life is 
entirely ruled by the sun We go to church before 
breakfast m order to avoid him, and we stay m all 
day till five o clock, and keep the windows shut and 
only juflt before his bedtime do we venture to walk or 
drive It la not really very hot but the weather is 
most disagreeable for between 9 aju and 6 pji a 
strong wind blows, and the air is full of dust which 
has all the effect of a mist, if the window is open for 
a moment everything blows about, the doors bang and 
the curtains fly and one e writing papeir is covered with 
gnt and it is altogether very imtating This is the 
way the hot season begins and day by day the wind 
gets hotter and hotter till it eoorohes yon as though it 
came out of an oven The sound of a strong wmd on 
a warm day is very depressing — there is something un 
natural about it 

Wo have been so disappomled We were just going 
to start for Kashmir but cholera has broken out on the 
route and we have to give up our journey there IV 0 
are too large a party to go anywhere piIra at a moment s 
notice and so we ore forced to return to Simla at once 
Even that place la full of disappointment and difficulties 
The now house is not ready and wo have to get into tho 
old ono once more Three of our bungalows nro lot and 
Blancbo and Fred will be a long way off and we shall 
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feel veiy unsettled and uncomfoitable Oiu seivants 
are on lea^e, and oin goods on the road, and oui horses 
and saddles are on then 'way to Kashmn, so it is all most 
incon'venient. We shall also put out all the people who 
mean to go up to Simla on Saturday, as the road must 
be cleared for us, and they may not be able to get another 
dak for a long time. 

Tuesday, lotk — D has been very busy dmmg his 
stay, makmg himself thoroughly acquamted with Luck- 
now He has studied the siege and all the positrons, 
and has been to the Couits of Justice to see the native 
magistrates sittmg, to a District Board, and to a round 
of schools, begmning at the primary and going upwards. 
He received another Mahometan deputation, who pre- 
sented a very complimentary address. 

Wednesday, iith — ^We left Lucknow this morning, 
and are, alas ’ bound for Simla Every day the news 
about our house gets worse and worse, and its state of 
unpreparedness is hopeless 

TiaveUmg is pretty hot now, but we arrange to have 
short days, and stopped at Moiadabad for the night. 

Saturday, to Thuisday, May ^id — Here we are 
once more, havmg slept at Pmjoie and driven up on a 
lovely day. Simla looks qmte pretty this year, so much 
greener than usual, and "with rhododendron-trees covered 
with the most lovely flowers 

The httle cottage mto which we have to squeeze is a 
tighter fit than ever, and the guls’ maids greatly object 
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to Bleeping in the same room and cannot believe that 
I am not concealing from them vaet empty apartmenta 
Tvhich they might inhabit 

We could not resist -wallang up to see how the new 
bnildmg looked, and I must say the outside is m a very 
unpromifling condition Stones and stone cutteirs, and 
sheds and scaffolding occupy the whole front the road 
IS like a mountam torrent and the boilers for the electric 
machine are only now being dragged up the bill. Inside 
also there is much to be done and if we get mto it m two 
months wo shall ho lucky I do want to live there 
very much, for the hoose la beautiful and the views 
from it are qmte splendid Simla scenery is seen to 
greater advantage from it than from any other place I 
know 

Owmg to our audden return here our establishment 
IS not at oU complete The body guard le absent Some 
horses and saddles are making a tour m Kashmir The 
stores ore on the road Half the servants are on leave 
and the formture m my rooms is partly m old covers 
matching the curtains here and partly m new ones 
matching those in the other bouse I no sooner arrange 
the drawing room thou a large sofa disappears and 
leaves a vacant space and I nm told it is gone to bo 
re-covered — so I feel that I shall get more and more nn 
comfortable and untidy looking until I take up my abode 
in tliat palace on Observatory TTill 

We are dropping into all our old ways hero ndmg 
round Jakko and workmg at something or other all the 
morning 

Wo oro beginning to Oiink atxint tho Annual Chanty 
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Garden Fete, which is to he on May 26, and hy way of 
novelties I am going to hai e a dog show, and an evhilii- 
tion of silver Loid "William has some heaiitifiil hoiils 
and lacing cups, and we ha,ve some lovely address boxes, 
so that it vill be quite worth seeing 

The Duke of Oilcans stayed a few days 111 Simla on 
his wa}" to join the 60th Eifles at Chakiata His shoot- 
mg expedition v as most successful. They kiUcd twenty- 
one tigers, besides hundreds of deer and small buds 
The Duke got eight tigers to his own gun, and had on 
one occasion a leal adieutuie There was a tigei m a 
sort of cul dc sac, and he attempted to enter it on his 
elephant The ground was soft, and the elephant knelt 
on his for e-legs to get dovn some little hank , at this 
moment the tiger jumped on to the hovdah m which 
the Duke was, bioke his gun, and happily also the 
side of the howdah MTien that gave way the tiger 
fell off hackwaids, the elephant lan away, a branch 
of a tiee swept the Duke out of the remains of the 
howdah on to the back of the elephant, and two guns 
were fined off m the scrimmage He had a wonderful 
escape 

I must not get on too fast, however , and must tell

Tkunday 24 ih — The day of the State Ball and par 
tioularly interesting to me as Hermie came out at 
it The ball was a very good one people seemed so 
gay and the night was so lovely that many sat out and 
our httle house did not get too crowded* 

Friday 2 SOu — The house is turned upside down for 
my annual f%te ! In the conservatory all my goods 
are coUeoted* In the drawing room a platform has 
been put up for the sjagers in the caf6 chantant 
The ball room is now a regular theatre with a stage at 
one end and rows of chairs filling it The dming 
room IS entirely token up as an exhibition, silver cups 
boxes trowels ^ bemg displayed on tiers of shelves 
put up thme We the mhabitauts have to hve in 
the A*I) C.S room which is the only unoccupied one 
downstairs Our lawn has three largo and two small 
Shnminnas put up on it for our tea our stalls the fish 
pond the raffles, and the old woman whohves in a shoo 
Tho bank is m a summer house there and a photo- 
grapher IS to perarabolato the grounds and to take 
pictures. A fortune-teller will sit in a recess on tlio

^\Gathcl hold up, ‘ thcie’s millions in it ’ 

In the e\ening we had a leheaisal of the little pieec 
io be pel foinied to-mori ow afternoon, which is called ‘ The 
Rose of Stinging-nettle Faun,’ and the actois, Colonel 
Chainheilain, Mi. Williams, ^Ii Luke, kfi Ilohlay, and 
!Mr Hemming, dined with us before. 

Saiuiday, zGih — The weathei pci feet, and all oiii 
piepaiations gomg on apace Jack and Loid Binning 
worked awayputtmg tables and chans, Chinese lanterns, 
and othei decoiations m then cafe chantant, and eieiy 
one else was as busy as they The dogs began to aiiivc 
about twelve, and the baiKing sounded most cheeiful, 
especially as eachbaikei had paid twoiupeesfoi showing 
himself The judges began then woik eaily, and had 
not neaily finished by lunch-time We w^ent down with 
them afteiw'aids to have a piivate view Theie w'eie 
120 dogs, and it was a veiy good show The big ones 
lay undei tiees outside, and all the little ones weie m 
stalls under a Shamiana Heimie was so disappointed at 
not being able to show' hei ‘ Petei,’ as he has got piickly 
heat badly, and did not look pietty enough to be

Monday 4t}i —Sir Fredenck fonnd that his annual 
Eton dinner would be so small this year that he asked 
all the ladies of the Etonumu femihes to dine too There 
were ten Eton boys present, and Sir F made a mce 
little speech Lord Binning bad a dress rehearsal and 
could not come but we took Ihck Houston mstead Sir 
Fredenck s son was the yoangest present and D and 
Mr Bayley a Bombay judge were I suppose the seuiors 
Colonel Morton who sat on one aide of me had also been 
at Mr Walton s D b first school It was a pity tliat 
Archie was not hero m tune for the dinner

Tufsitay $th — The Simla races began to-dav and 
the weather caused everyone the greatest onxiotj 
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Captain Buin, who lias been staning foi weeks, and who 
has just leached the piopei u eight, is most anxious to 
get the laces oici that he may cat and dunk again, and 
othei officeis who haie onlj’^ come up to Simla on shoit 
leaie, bimgmg then lacehoiscs uith them, aie equally 
feaiful of then being postponed. "Wlien theie has been 
lain heie, the giound gets so shppeiy that the sharp 
turns on the tiny Annandalc couise aie positively 
dangeious, and all the iideis aie ncivous on that score 
Houevei, they decided to iisk it, and they did manage 
to have tuo laces, but duiing the second one a tie- 
mendous stoim came on, and Captain Bum won it m a 
dowmpoui The spectatois all ciovded mto the stand, 
and watched with amusement the jockeys, giooms, and 
natives who had no sheltei One man turned up the 
tails of his long coat, squatted doim on his heels, and sat 
thus, motionless, undei a thin white cotton umbieUa, 
thiough which the lam came fieely, foi a good quaitei of 
an hour, and until the advancing puddles invaded his 
toes Others got undei the Shamiana, wheie the cloths 
on the lefieshment- tables had tinned blue with the lam, 
and a large party of men walked about under a long rug 
which they had taken up from the ground It can lam 
here, and you would scarcely believe how soon dry giound 
becomes a lake, and how the water pours off the roots in 
sheets and comes out of the pipes in toi rents It was 
hopeless to wait till it was ovei, and we had to pass 
thiough some very respectable little iiveis across oui 
^ path as we went home This lam is rather disagieeable 
commg so near the monsoon, which it wdl not dimmish 
m the very least 
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Sunrfoi/ Jxihj 15 — I ■went np to the new house this 
afternoon and it did look lovely It was one of Simla b 
moet heantiful momenta between showers when clouds 
and hillfl and hght and shade all combme to produce 
the most glorious effects. One could have spent hours 
at the window of my unfumiahed boudoir looking out 
on the plains m the distance "with a great n\er flowing 
through them at the vanoosly shaped hills m the fore- 
ground brilhantly coloured m parts and softened down 
m others by the fleecy clonds floatmg over them or 
neetlmg m the valleys between them The approachmg 
sunset too made the horizon gorgeous with red end 
golden and pale-blue tints The result of the whole was 
to make me feel that it is a great pity that we shall have 
so short a time to hve m a house surrcmnded by such 
magnificent nows 

The house too now that it approaches completion 
looks BO u ell and perhaps this is a good opportumty to

the weather was very tolerable, and our beds got up here 
dry , 

D and the girls did not come near the place till dinner 
tune when eTerything was bnihantly lighted up by the 
electno hght It certainly le very good and the lighting 
up and putting out of the lamps is so simple that it is 
qmte a pleasure to go round one s room touching a 
button here and there, and to experiment with -various 
amounts of light 

After dinner we went down to look at the kitchen 
-which IB a splendid apartment with white tiles aii feet 
high all round the walls looking bo clean and bright 
We Bit in the Buialler drawing room which is still a httle 
stiff and company like but it -will soon get into our ways

Tuesday 24M — The fog closed round us this mom 
ing determined that, iliongh wo might rejoice over the 
mside of our house wo should boo nothmg of the viowa 
from it Wo had a httio ndo in the afternoon 
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Wednesday, 2Stli — Weatliei monsoonisli to a degree 
An ambulance lecture m the afternoon, and the ‘ Over- 
land Eoute ’ m the evenmg. I was glad to see the play, 
as I have heard of rt all my hfe. It rs rather too long 
and a httle old-fashroned now, but rt was very well done. 
The scenery was really excellent, and one felt almost as 
rf one was on a P and 0 . when one looked at it The 
actmg, too, was very good 

Wednesday, August 8 tk — I don’t thmk I have given 
you any information about the weathei for some time It 
IS perfectly dieadful Even the official reports, which 
make out that days which one describes to one’s friends 
as ‘ pouimg wet ’ ones, have only been ‘ cloudy ’ or 
thieatenmg,’ or perhaps ‘ showery,’ cannot, when they 
come to figures, hide the fact that it is extremely damp 
I have one of these veiacicus records before me, and what 
it says 18 this ‘Ramfall at Simla last 24 horns 412 
niches ’ This it calls ‘ diizzlmg ’ (a most improper official 
word, to say the least of it) Smce June ist it allows 
that 31 52 mches of ram have fallen upon us, and then 
it discourses upon the ‘wmdcnculation’ and the vagaries 
of the barometer . My unvarmshed account of the same 
' time IS, that the ram falls m the most vicious manner, 
with the plam mtent of entermg our new house and 
of discovermg every weak place m it , that it carries 
away half orn carnage-roads just at the time we want 
them , that it entnely hides our lovely views and 
rather spoils our angehc tempers , that it brought two 
large stones thundermg down the side of a khud on 
the highway, and that Hermie had to jump from her 
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rickshaw to escape them that a stable m the neigh 
bonrhood has come down bodily and that a hotel fall 
of guests IS hangmg by a thread to the side of a very 
shaky hill These effects are all produced by dnislmg 

On Tuesday the Minister from Hyderabad who is 
here with seven other gentlemen was received m aur 
bar the first held m this house Dr Lawne the Civil 
Burgeon there came with them* and I saw him after 
lunch He has a Female Medical Class at Hyderabad 
and the Minister is doing his very best to forward our 
Medical Scheme 

We had our first entertainment m our new bouse to- 
night It looked perfectly lovely and one could see that

Monday, Sepicinhci loth — Sii Thomas Bakei is stag- 
ing with us. 

The weathei is quite peifect now', and we aie able to 
make afternoon engagements without any feai of being 
stopped by a deluge We went to tea with Mi Scoble, 
wrho had some pietty Indian cottons to show' us 

Colonel Lang, who came out m the Tasmama with 
us, dmed heie , he is most cheeiy, and we talked o^ei 
the events of oui passage out and of the lessons m 
Hmdustani which he used to gl^ e us on boaid We w'eie 
gomg on to a ball gnen to us by the Masons It was 
m the Town Hall, and was a veiy pictty enteitam-

JVednndag -Snch a temhly wet day 1 There 

IS a cyclone going on which has spread nearly all over 
the country and we are now having the tail of it The 
ueatber map is most cunoas the direction of the wmd 
being marked on it A small circle begins in the Bay 
of Bengal and getting wider and wider it reaches to 
the West of India and takas in the whole centre of the 
continent "We could not go ont all day and had our 
first bad night of the season for a large party 

General McQueen who is to command the Black 
Mountam Expedition sat by me. He is a very plea 
eaut nice, and cheery man He knows moet of the 
frontier tribes well and told me some interesting thmge 
about them He said that wounding their men punishes 
them much more severely than kilhng them, as they 
have the trouble of Joohsg aSUir the yretzsAed asd the 
Bight of them is a perpetual and disagreeable remmder 
of the Bnghsh whereas the dead are boned and for 
gotten at once. Ho told me that two days after a 
fight with some Afndis the cluef brought a wounded 
man and hud him at his door aaymg, There you 
wounded him, it isyour busmesa tocurohim General 
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McQueen had the man attended to for two months. 
Another of the late enemy came and hoi rowed money 
fiom the General to buy a wife (which he honestly re- 
paid) , but unfortunately the story did not end well, for 
she was No 4, and the borrower told the Geneial after- 
wards that he had never had a moment’s peace since he 
took her home. 

Many people were prevented by the weather from 
commg to the dance which followed the dinner 

Tuesday, 2$th — In the evenmg a splendid farewell 
ball was given us by the Simla Club , m fact, by Simla 
society in general The Town Hall was beautifully de- 
corated with blue and yellow muslins, which were draped 
so as to cover the whole of the bare walls. 

At either end were two large crescents and hearts, 
which are oin crests Everyone was m full dress, 
and the ) oom looked most biillrant At supper General 
Chesney proposed D ’s health in a very nice speech, just 
the light length, light, and comphmentaiy m a pleasant 
way D. was equally fortunate m his reply. I hope 
both the speeches will be m the paper, and that I may 
send them to you We remained tdl the very end, and 
all came away dehghted with the enter tamment 

J) had a telegiam from Gnathong, which you may 
know better as Sikkim, to say that General Graham 
had had a decisive victory , 400 of those foolish people, 
who would not make peace, were killed, while on our side 
we have only two seveiely, and eight slightly, wounded 

Thursday, 27th — This afternoon I had my fancy ball 
foi childien It was the most lovely sight, and all the 
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dear little children that are here looked charming There 
was one Cnpd "who Tvaa faBcinatmg to a degree — Gny 
Anderson by name m a light pink silk body flesh 
coloured tights and white feather wings he looked the 
character to perfection He does not speak very plainly 
and kept telhng everyone 1 s tnpid which he certainly 
did not look. 

Guy was one of the most successful characters As 
a Viceregal A.T) C he looked a real httle gentleman, 
and D says he had evidently formed himself on 
Captain Bum and Lord William Bereeford combmed 
Hib bows to me always secured the applause of the 
spectators and I hope bis photograph m the drees will 
do him justice. He wore the medals of the Crimean and 
Chmese wars 1 Little Each Behar bad the pth Lancer 
Tmif ftrm perfect m every detail the girl was a gipsy 
There were more Cupids and some dear httle old 
fashioned dresses and several beaunfuUy made utnfonns 
but it IB impossible to attempt any real account of the 
costumes 

I divided the spectators mtotwo sets asking some at 
one hour and some at another the children came from 
4 30 till 7 30 The first half of the entertainment was by 
daylight but when tea was ready the onrtams were 
draini and the eleotnc light ehoae forth, and the party- 
went on crescendo I The boll opened with a grand 
march which showed off all the dresses and was exceed 
mgly pretty Then wo had the singing Lancers and 
the Swedish Bonce — a sort of Sir Boger In every case 
the partners marched mto the room singmg Tea wai 
at SIX a hundred and fifty children were seated nt 
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lOUTid tables m the dining-ioom, and by that time they 
weie Yeiy glad to sit still and eat and lest Wlien they 
came out, liowevei, it seemed as if the tea, oi the light, 
had got into them heads, for they all began to dance and 
lumiD about in a -way they had not attemiDted befoie 
One mite, diessed as the Biitish baby, a sweet little 
thmg, got so excited that hei parents weie bewildeied, 
and said, ‘We don’t know what has come to hei, she 
has become so mdependent,’ and so they tooJi: hei to an 
empty diawmg-ioom, wheie she lan wildly about buttmg 
the sofas with her head and gettmg iid of hei exubeiant 
spnits m safety. Towaids the end one child said to 
me, ‘ We aie asked to go at half-past se^ en is it time ? ’ 
but Ye had a good many extia dances, oi lomps, foi 
them 

Monday, Octohei Sth — I went to Mis. Madden’s 
early m the afternoon to assist at the distiibution of 
the clothes pionded by our httle Woik Society. It has 
been wondei fully successful, and this j^eai Ye have had 
ovei one thousand new garments to give to the foui 
chanties foi which we woik.

I Goidon Young icad a scene out of ‘ The Pavals ’ and Mis 
Smlonson and Mi Bint sang a leiy pietty duet out of 
the ‘ Tiovatoie ’ 

Sii Alec Wilson came up fiom Calcutta to ‘^tny with 
ns He has nevei been hoie before. 'Ilic sumniei at 
Calcutta has been exceedingly hot, and the tliei nionioit i 
Ihbie IS still 01 ci ninety, so he cnioys the eluinge 
immensely 
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Tuetdaij gih — I was ‘ at home to Yifutore this 
rooming early m the afternoon D received the Rajah 
of Nahnn m durbar and I had a very long Committee 
meetmg We were disoussing some very unjwrtant 
questions and did a great deal of busmess. We gave 
some farther grants-m-aid which will be very welcome 
to the institutionB which receive them and decided upon 
setting up a permanent office and paid clerk. Then I 
took a long walk with Sir Alec WAson and Hermie and 
only came m just in time to dress for dinner 

Tr«dntf»d(iy loth — In the evening we had a dinner 
and our last Indian dance People are beginning to go 
but stOl we bad a goodly assembly and everyone seemed 
to enjoy it very much 

Tlnirtday 1 — I went to give pnsee at the Mayo 
School the Bishop presiding The school is as success 
ful as it is possible for a school to be, and the mspec 
tor B report was Bfitisfactory in every way Colonel 
Waterfield is with us now 

F^day 12th — I have been on an expedition to-day 
A rehgious festival is held once a year on the top of 
a steep hiCi in t’nis neighhourhood called Tara Ben 
Sacrifices are offered to Bovi and the people who come 
to worship also manage to aumse themselves during tlio 
two days devoted to the feast Wo started off from hero 
at eleven o clock our nding part> consisting of Sir 
James and Ladj Lyall Homue Mrs 0 Gorman and 
mvBclf with Colonel Waterfield Bir Alec Wilson, Major 
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Coopei, and Mi Pennell We lode down the Tonga load 
ioi some way, and then made a veiy steep ascent to a 
place wheie a tent was intched and wheie, befoie Me 
moved on fmthei, we had luncheon The day and the 
view weie lovely, and the loads weie coveied with gailv 
diessed people on the way to the tan Latei m the 
afternoon we walked up to it, and watched the foiest of 
whu’hgigs, a senes of baskets which i evolve hke the 
fans of a wmdmiU, and which to a spectatoi aie veiy 
suggestive of the inal dc met. They weie filled with 
the most biiUiant tuibans and sans and pau's of legs 
packed away mto the smallest possible space The 
Pia]ah of the distnct, who presides ovei the ceiemonies 
of the day, anived soon, and pioceeded to ciawl mto a 
httle temple, wheie he said his piayeis When he 
emeiged thence, a numbei of slendei -necked goats 
weie leady foi hnn, and, as soon as he had anomted 
them, they weie placed m fiont of a led wooden god, 
and Muth one blow of a shaip swoid then heads weie 
seveied horn then bodies and i oiled at the feet of the 
god The execution was so veiy mstantaneous that it 
did not appeal ciuel, but we thought that the thiclc 
necks of two buffaloes which weie next to be sacnficed 
piesented moie difficulties, so we letned horn the scene 
befoie they were offeied up We walked down the hill, 
stoppmg half-way to have tea, and then rode home 

Saturday, I3t// — ^We had to-day oui last big dmnei 
heie, and om last gieat function anywheie I am mi 
piessmg upon the leigning Viceroy that nevei raoie Mill 
he sit upon a throne and peifoim legal ceiemonies, but 
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he does not seem to mmd m the least He had to hold 
a Grand Chapter of the Orders of the Star of India and 
of the Indian Fmpire It was m the evening and the 
new honse shone forth more Bucceesfnlly than ever as a 
Government House and the ball room proved an ex 
cellent place for holding dorbars 

"We had a dinner party first at which several native 
gentlemen talnhdara from Onde dined, as well as most 
of the gentlemen who were about to be decorated. "We 
had also asked a great number of people to come m the 
evening to see the invesbtnre The Viceroy’s throne 
was at the far end of the ball room and seats for two 
hundred persons were arranged down either mde which* 
when filled with full dreesee looked very gay and 
pretty I had a place near the throne The Chapter 
of the Btar of India was first held. A proceemon was 
formed which marched along the gallery and up to the 
throne. First came the Under Secretary of the Foreign 
Department then Mr Durand* the Seexetarv of the 
Order robed m white satm Imed with pale blue then 
followed the members of the two Orders and the 
Ticeroy’s suite and lastly His Excellency the Grand 
Master m hia pale-blue satin robes, and wearing the 
msignia of the Order of the Star of Indio. 

As soon as ah were seated, the Secretary informed 
the Viceroy of the busmess before the Chapter and 
received permission to go on with it First came the 
mvestiture of the Bfljah of Nohnn with the GOBI 
which entailed the putting on of the ribbon robe and 
collar of the Order and took some time After him canle 
Sir James Lyall who had to bo knighted and some other 
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gentlemen lio w ei e made Companions When this Chap- 
tei was o^er, the piocessioii le-foimed and walked out 

Tile ne\t ceiemoiiy was the mvestituie of seveial 
gentlemen wath the Most Eminent Oidei of the Indian 
Empuc The Becietaiy, the Giaiid Mastei, and Sn 
ITedciick Eobeits woic the lobes and insignia of that 
Oidei, which aie iioaily black, and which look veiy 
handsome The same pioeeedmgs weie gone thioiigh 
as befoie, and at the end the inocession maiched away to 
miiobe, and the spectatois dispeised mto the diawmg- 
loom and lefieshment-ioom The ceiemony was leaUy 
\ ery beautiful to look at, and has made a good official 
endmg to oui duties heie 

Monday, 15 /// —I thmk I have aheady told you 
that Heimie and I weie planning to deseit om* family 
and to go on a little tup mto the mteiioi. It is an 
expedition which has been ananged each yeai, and 
always given up at the last moment This we feel is 
om' one chance ; and as neithei D noi Nelly will come, 
we have decided to go by oiuselves, gettmg Majoi Cooper 
and Jack to accom^iany us 

We weie anxious to make the fiist day’s journey 
as easy as possible, so Lady Elhott, who lives ueai 
Mushobia, asked us to luncheon, and by diivmg part 
of the way, then gomg in rickshaws, and then iidmg a 
shoiii distance, we got to her house without any fatigue. 

Fagu was the iilane we stopped at for the night. 
TJns was oui first expeirence of stoirpmg m dak bunga- 
lows ; and as we wanted to make the change fiom home 
as great as possible, we brought no jnovisions wrth ur 
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and resolved to leave everytlmig to the man m oharge of 
the htmgalcrw I dont know -whethei you understand 
wlmt a dAk bungalov is It ifl a house kept up by the 
Government for travellere. The only fomiture in it 
conaifltB of chaiTB tables and bedsteads, and the trav^et 
pavB one rupee a day for the use of these. The food 
provided by the m charge is paid for separately but 
it la not necessary to comader the good of the house 
iind people often bnng tbeir own provisionfl with them 
Everyone has a right to spend twenty four hours m a 
dfik bungalow but at the end of that tune he mnst turn 
out if it ifl wanted for new arrivals. Should the house 
l>e quite foil it is ordained m the rules that half of it 
>,hould be given to ladies and travellerB who are absolute 
strangers often have to double up together 

We found our apartmento most comfortable such 
^ood fires and such a mce dinner and our own warm 
blankets on the obarpoy of the country We dined and 
went to bed early and hod a very good night I had 
had some doubts about this for with Hemue m my room 
I also had to have Peter and as before bedtime be 
Imrkod loudly at every sound I feared he would have 
^,0110 on domg so all night Happily ho was sleepy too 
and remained qmet 

1 uetdatj i 6 ilt — We breakfasted at eight and started 
on our way soon after Fagu and tho way to it, was 
ugly but to-day our nde began to be very beautiful — such 
fine mountain scenery and such lovely woathor for ou 
jo\-ing it Tlie snowy ranges m tlic distance uoro dear 
tlie nearer mountains of various beautiful colours and 
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all the little \ alleys and sides of the hills along which we 
lode pai'ticnlaily blight and waim-lookmg, with patches 
and small fields of hiilhant oiange and ciiiuson, the 
eolouis of a paiticulai ciop, of \ihich there is a great 
deal lieie, hut foi -which I cannot dlsco^el the Enghsh 
name 

"\Ye M allied and lode till about one, when we sto^iped 
by the wayside and had a %eiy good lunch and a long 
lest, and then we lode on again to Mattiana, wheie we 
spent the night The bungalow' lieie is most comfoit- 
.ible, and has alo\elv mow from it After w'e ai lived we 
took a walk along the to]) of a spin, and passed by the 
tent of an unfoitunate couple who hare been turned 
out of the bungalow foi us. This is the e\cuse, but the 
real truth is that they have been heie foi fifteen days, 
that the^ have paid foi nothmg, and that the man m 
chaige IS only too glad to get iid of them. They will 
liaie a veiy cold night, I feai 

t 

Tledncsda?/, lyth — We haie had a leal haid day of 
mouiitam w alking Theie is a high i oad between Mattiana 
and Naikunda, but we had been stiongl}’ advised to climb 
01 ei the lange instead of going loimd it, and I think the 
views we saw' did lepay us foi oui laboui We started 
at nme o’clock on oui horses, but veij' soon had to 
abandon them as the paths were so excessively narrow 
and piecijntous, m many places more like staircases than 
anything else. We had two dandies with us, m which 
Heimie and I weie occasionally earned, but we walked 
' a great part of the w'aj' The scenery was leally splendid, 
and some of the vieivs of the snowy ranges most extensive 
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and Himalayan What more expresaive adjective can 
I find than that ? 

Onr road lay throngh a fine forest, and some of the 
ascents we had to make were very steep indeed We 
halted about twelve o clock and eat on a bank enjoying 
the rest and the sunslune while lunch was got ready 
That meal was highly appreciated and after it was over 
we remained where we were for an hour reading novels 
Then we took cp our long sticks again and determined 
to walk mto Nortunda Hermie managed it but I had 
one lift m my dandy /or hill after hill and staircase after 
staircase succeeded each other and although I was not 
very tired I disliked the constant getting out of breath 
which IS 80 trying in these high mountains and bo could 
not climb them all without help As we approached 
Narkunda the view of the snows became still finer and 
from the bungalow there winch ^es the whole range it 
IS quite lovely 

A neighbouring Eana sent me m a dolly conmstmg 
of a ebeep and some fruits and spices he had also built 
up a beautiful bonfire which has just been blaring and 
bohmd it we saw the distant snows We rested for a 
couple of hours after our arrival and then had a very 
good dmner and a game of cards before gomg to bed 

Tltnrvlay —I think that on this tnp which is 
mode by numbers of people every year this day's eicur 
Bion is considered the lionlost work of all but we found 
the clunb np Hattoo much less severe than yesterday b 
walk* Wo had as usual an oxcoUent breakfast at eight 
o clock and after U started off on our pomes Wo had a 
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^nod loiul foi about a milo, and then found oui selves at 
the bottom of one of those mountain stnn cases Iimmc- 
diatoh got ofi '^'o Kamc ’ and had iccouise to a dandy, 
and IJcimie ‘'Onn follo\\ed in-\ evamplc Tlie gentlemen 
walked It was a most ])cautiful load, tliioiigli a fine 
foie'll of ‘^pnuo and pine, e^ergiccn oak and maple, 
with frcqm'ut open glades and giass} slopes, fiom winch 
we looked out at the splendid lange of snow -clad hills 
which enciicled the hoi i/on The weathei was absolutely 
pi 1 feet, biilli.int ‘sunshine beaulif^ug e\ciy foiest and 
lalJu as tlici kn hefoio ns, and making us io23'ha2?2>J 
and comfoi table. 

AMien we weie2uelt'\ neai oui destmalion, we got out 
of oui dandies and walked up to the top of Ilattoo. We 
theic found ouischcs on a long gl<lss-co^oled spin of 
a high mountain, the immediate foiegiouiid bioken by 
01101 mous loeks standing siiaight up fiom the eaitli, 
with 2^atches of daik-giocn shiiihs giowmg louiid them 
and out of e\ci} cicMce m then sides Fiom a cann, 
winch IS the icmams of an old Gooikha foit, ive gazed 
upon the woiideiiul view which suiiounded us on cseiy 
side It IS quite impossible to desciibe it, foi the finest 
mountain sceneiy defies descii2)tion The snows foimed 
a comiiletesemiciicle m the distance, while between them 
and us, and all loimd us, weie eveiy ^allety of hill and 
moimtam, some coveied with foiest, some baie and biight- 
colomed m the sun, eveiy one a difieient shape, and 
the sides of the neaiei ones cultivated while m the 
distance a distmct daikhne hkea shadow maiked wheie 
even the haidiestdiee lefuses to giow We sat lookmg 
at it all foi a long time, makmg out the glacieis fai away 
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and the httle TiUagea near and then we found that Simla 
was yiBible, and that our own new house oould be seen 
like a httle beehive on a far distant lull Hattoo is 
lo 500 feet high and is about 45 miles from Simla 

We found a shady spot for luncheom f^d there we 
spent three pleasant honrs before we set forth on our 
way to Baghu This place is beautifully situated, and 
we were able to sit out m the sun some tune after we 
got there I am now writing before dinner m Hemue s 
room and mme Two charpoys two chairs and a table 
IB all the furmture m it but we have a good fire and 
are moet comfortable 

We brought one ayah with us who is carried ah. 
the way m a jhampan holding on her knee a round 
plated box in the upper tray of which she baa a oomb 
and a looking glass, and underneath that a senes of 
compartments like those m a spioe box for her pan 
betel nut dx Our tram as we go along the road con 
Burts of a number of coolies who carry our baggage on 
their backs of ten JhampaniB m red who carry our 
dandies and of our syces — Hermie s and mme also m 
red My jemadar and some khidmatgars ore with ns, 
and attend to our wants and wait on us at table But 
tins retinue is I assure you a ven small one and we 
ore supposed to be roughing it 

The view to-day well repavs us for the journey and 
the trees and general look of the country here is quite 
different from Simla I am very sorry B has never 
been here for if ho bad ho would feel he had seen the 
nimnlayas which at present he does not consider tfint 
ho has done 
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Perhaps \ou \\ouI(] like to kno\\ ^^]la^ v^c ]ia%cfoi 
(hniiei in a dak lmn<^alo\\, and as cacli day’s bill of faie 
IS imich (he same as the last, it is ^cly easy to tell yon. 
Indeed, I nun as well hegiii with hicakfast, which is 
as substantial as all oiu othoi meals. Mutton-chops, 
chkkon-ciitlels, omelette, and chupatties aie ivhat we 
bi-gin (he da\ on. tliese support us till lunch-timc, W'hcn 
(lie mutton of tlicda‘\ befoic becomes lamb, and is eaten 
witli mint-sauce cold chicken also graces the tablecloth 
lound which wo sit on the giound,and Inscuits and veiy 
good biittei finish the meal nicel,^. Dinnei is a very 
solid one. Fust theie is soup, and then follow a joint 
of mutton, cuiiy, loast chickens oi pheasants, and 
pudding We ha\e tiled hard to see whcicm lies the 
loughnigit, and can onl,'^ discoiei that we have to do 
without champagne and without cheese, and that foi 
three clays out of the fire we hare had no cohee attei 
dinnei . ^Wiat destitution ' 

Fiulai), \gih . — The iidc fiom Baghi to Naikimda is 
perfectly loiel^ I hare newer seen such beautiful 
foiest sceneiy The trees themsches aie leiy fine, and 
the haid-wood laiieties are led and yellow, w’hile the 
Yngmian cieepei chapes many a dark and stately fii m 
a tempoiaiy ciimson garment The clifis and gigantic 
locks too, through which the load hes, are most magni- 
ficent , and the glimpses of hiilhant snow-coieied moim- 
tams which one obtams through each openmg m the wood 
make the whole scene one of siupasemg splendom. 

* We lode quite slowly thioiigh this ‘ foiest piimceval ’ 
foi eleven miles, leaclimg Naikunda about twelve Theie 
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-we rested a couple of hours and then rode on again 
ftnother eleven nulee to Mattiana Here we have just 
arrived and there ib a great excitement outside my 
room at this moment 

I have told you what the d&i bungalow system is 
hut when a Viceregal x^orty is coming the ComniiBeioner 
gives notice that the bungalows on the way are closed to 
the pubhc on the days we want them ^e manage to 
fill each one pretty well hut now a whole host has nn 
expectedly amved and it is too late for them to go on 
The ayah says Plenty people come three big and seven 
little Hprmie and 1 are not dressed and cannot go 
out to see but I suppose we must take less room and 
get them all m The children are stamping about on 
the vemndah and Peter is barkmg at them and there 
IS much confusion and on our part amusement I 
must tell vou the end of it all after dinner 

The party consisted of three grown up ladies and 
seven childrem They all squeezed into two rooms for 
tho night ond did not seem to mind the diBComfort at 
nil Indeed I offered them a third which they could 
have had after our dinner but they said most cheerily 
tlioy wore all right 

Sctiinlaif -Oth ■ — ^Ve had a twenty five miles ndo 
hpmo, but we stopped for two Uouth m tho middle of the 
day to rest and ham lunch I have immensely enjoyed 
my tnp^^ut am verv glad to be at home again 

11 filnetimj 24//1 —I gave tho cliildron of tho Zcimna 
Schools a trout this oltcmoon Thirtj httlo girls arrived 
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in .ilmmpnn*-, nHa\r(l iii biillmni clotlics, and making 
nin<^io \\]ioi<noi llioy Axanl \\i(li anklets and biaeolets 
and n'WoK of man} KimK.

tuhuting tlun piizes pi'st hefoie they went away I gaie 
taeh one a liag of sweets and a smait ciackci M the 
gills got dolls, and those who aic about to be mamed 
icceived a putuic in addition to a doll, as a piece of 
fuinitiue foi their homes 

Thm^dny, 25/// — I had a difteient soit of paity this 
atteinoon Si\ nuns came to see me and the house 
Thev weie to be heie at foui o’clock, but they started 
oh fiom the convent so call} that, vplien they got half- 
way, they thought it host to get out and w’ait in a shed 
on the load It so happened that a Eajah was coming 
to see the Viceroy, and his suite was also waitmg m the 
same place on the other side of the road It must have 
looked very funny to the passer s-by to see the nuns m 
then lobes and large white caps and the gaily dressed 
natives opposite them, each gazmg at the othei from 
tiien difteient comers 

They weie highly dehghted with eveiything, and we 
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took them all over the hoxiBe and finally mto the small 
draTving room ^vhe^e I had some tea They had pre- 
Tiouflly told me that it irae against then: holy rule to 
have tea ivith anyone but having led them to the table 
I said to them that I knew they could not have a eenous 
tea but I was qmte sure they could have a cup stand 
m^j which compromise they gave m to I had sent my 
nckshawB to fetch them and I heard that when they 
left the men were racing down the lull with them all 
the poor nuns holding on tight with both hands to the 
aides of the 'sehiclea 

Sunday 2 Sth — Such weather 1 The mommg was 
rather gloomy and we said that it was probably snow 
mg somewhere bat did not in the least expect the 
storm that was coming upon ua When I looked out of 
rov window after lunch 1 saw that the housea in flnnla 
were white with enow and at that moment a drop or two 
of ram fell here and then come on a combmation of bad 
and Know and a tremendoue thondorstonn One crash 
was Bo loud that we thought eome of the windows were 
broken 

Monday 2 ^th — I went to give pnxes to several 
Behoofs m the Town ITaif the garden where the feast wft9 
to have been bemg too cold and damp for tbo oliildren to 
play out of doors to-dny 

Tuetday ^Qth — I was at homo to receive visitors 
m the afternoon but Nelly went out to play tennis onU

Tuetdav Noreuiber 13//1 — We ivere ready at eight 
0 oloclc this monung and having had some breakfast 
went down to the drawing room to see a large assembly 
of friends who bad come to say good bye to us Every 
one who was left in Simla was there and aH were very 
kmd and expressed themselves very sorry to see us go 
We spent nearly half on hour with them and then took 
OUT lost departure from this place— guards and bands in 
attendance and the salute resounding in the distance 
It was a lovely bright day, and the first part of 
OUT drive was pleasant When however one gets mto 
the ninth tenth and eleventh hours of a dnve one 
begins to feel very tired and shaken We had a few 
small adventures First of all we came to a standstill 
before three men who lay fall length norosa the rood and 
who crawled back to their poeifaons every time they 
wore dragged away shooting to the Lord Sahib about 
something They wonted to present a petition, and it 
WU8 some timo before we could pass them Then onr 
IwUcoman hod a fiill from bis horse, and Lord Wfllmm » 
enmnge was upset but ho was not m it at the time 
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TIk'' giiK boi iic\l fi'll down, aiul tlioy appealed 
1o bo d\in;,' tboic wa*^ a dola\ while olbcis wcic 
‘'Ont foi to uplaec iboni. Kinalh, llowc^cl, we ainved 
at the I inballa lailwai, <'{ation, and ‘-at down to dinnc> 
in onr carnage, a ^el^ fatigued paitv

Vi((jio\ We dro\e to Go\crnment House, whcie the 
Aitdnsons aiG also staving, with Sii James and Lady 
Lvall Theie was a big dnmci of foity people, and a 
paitv at the Afontgomciy Hall aftei wards. A hand 
plaved, and we walked about and talked to many fiicnds 
who have just come down fiom Simla, and to seveinl 
native gentlemen whom we know hcie 

Thu)‘!il(nf, — H received deputations and leplied 

to addresses foi a couple of houi s in the moi ning Besides 
his wTLitlon lepliGS, he made an impromptu Persian spcccli, 
which seemed to give gieat pleasure to his heareis At 
twelve we opened the Lady Aitchison Hospital I w’as 
delighted with the building, which seems m eveiy way 
to he aiipiopnate, well-designed, laige, and comfoi table 
I went all over it, and in one room met some purda- 
nishin ladies, wdio came there on puipose to see me 
We soon adjourned to a laigc tent, where a gieat 
assembly of natives and Europeans weie gatheied toge- 
thei. I) and I, the Ljvalis and Aitchisous sat on the 
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daifl and listened to a long account of the hospital 
read both m English and m Urdu I then stood np 
and declared the building open and U foUovred reply- 
ing for me to the address. Sir Charles Aitchison thanled 
us for coming in a Teiy nice speech and after that 
Dr Brown gave some particulars about the students at 
•the University and I gave away the pnsea. An En gl is h 
girl was the head of the whole medical school and took 
all the great prizes but m every class there were one or 
two native girls who were pnze-winners One of them 
came m a hurka, which completely covered her It is 
a thick white garment thrown over the face and figure 
and there is just a Uttle open work for the eyes to see 
out of The tent was rather hot and we were glad of 
fresh air after this long ceremonial 

D went on to the Veterinary School and I to the 
Victona School for native girls The pupds were very 
prettily dressed and looked like flower beds as they sat 
on the floor to do their leasons They gave me a pretty 
photograph of the schoolroom 

The girls uent m a camel carnage and on elephant? 
to the city and I took a short walk with D and came 
hack to see the Aitchisons off There was a large dinner 
and some music afterwards 

Fnday i 6 th —I had such a very fine deputation this 
morning Men from all the diflorent distncls of the 
Punjab came os representatives of the men and women 
of the Punjab to thank me for what I have tnod to do 
here and to say good bye to me 1 read them an answer 
and they slinwed me a bundle of papers with 25 000 
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signatuies to the addiess, which they said they would 
get bound aud send to me. 

]\Iy second deputation consisted of thiee gentlemen, 
who came to lepiesent the women of Gujianwalla. They 
asked, befoie leavmg, to be allowed to walk lound me, 
and when I afteiwaids mquiied mto this custom, I 
could only leain that 'they walk lound temples and 
othei sacied things.’ D ’s comment upon the comxili- 
ment thus xiaid me was, ' They nevei get lound me.'' 

A thud addiess was x>resented by the puidanishm 
women of Lahoie These ladies weie shown in by a 
back-dooi, and all men weie kejit out of sight. The 
addiess w’as lead by one of them m Enghsh, and aftei I 
had lexihed each lady put a wieath round my neck, and 
then we had a little conveisation; These deputations 
were of comse all on the subject of my Fund, and I have 
done a good deal of busmess connected with it smee I 
came heie with Lady Lyall, Miss Bielby, and othei s. 

At one o’clock I drove off to see the Lady Duffeim 
- Chiistian Guls’ School, and after lunch to the Museum 
Then there was a garden irarty at Government House, at 
which we sard our last good-byes There were no guests 
at dnmer, and we left duectly after and got mto om 
tram, which journeyed on till the middle of the night, 
when it stox)j)ed by the wayside till moimng I don’t 
like good-byes at all. 

Satin day, 17th . — We moved on at ten o’clock, and 
leached Patiala m less than an horn. The Eajah, 
^^ho 8 e weddmg festival we are now attendmg, was a 
young boy when we came to India, and was one ot those 
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■we met at Rawal Pmdi He also came the first year to 
receive os at Pinjore He was really manned eight 
months ago hut the season bemg then unpropitioiis 
the festivities "were postponed till now 

The silver and gold carnage was at the station to 
convey the Viceroy to the camp and the girls and I 
drove on first so as to get out of the dust of the escort 
"We passed throngh crowds of natives elephant carnages, 
iroops silver sedan chairs all displayed on the way 
and at last through an arch and a decoration like a 
palisade with figures drawn on panels of white cahco 
This led to the camp which la most beautifully arranged 
The Viceroy has one the Lieuteimni-Govemor another 
and the general viators a third These are qmto close 
to each other but have separate entrances There is a 
street of tents leading to each with a coloured gravel 
gulden m the centre plantain pots fotmtaons do 

At the head of oar street there is the darbar tent 
and through it you pass into a square of tents with a 
garden in the middle- These ore onr apartments "We 
each have one tent to ourselves as well as a drawing 
room tent and a study and it is all ei^remely pretty and 
comfortable The onlv trying thing is the chmate The 
mominga and evenings or© very cold furs and "wraps of 
every description being required while in the middle of 
the day the sun is very hot Heat and cold arc accon 
tnated in a tent and wc must begin to take quinine 
regularly 

Three Rajahs are hero two as guests and while I 
"wnto D is receiving their visits in turn, and the guris 
arc firing and the h-mda playmg as each one comes and

Ihore arc the most innginhcent seats licie that I 
h.MC e\ci seen. They aie xci v huge, and the decoiatioii 
of them is xery elaboiatc. In one tent theie aic two 
lag ones, with lions foi aims, tlie animals liaxing mas- 
sne chains wound loiind them 

But to leliiin to the duihai ThoMaliaiajah lead a 
speech, the piincipal point of which was that, in memoiy 
of this occasion, lie had detei mined to build a female 
hospital, and to gne io,ooo iiipecs a 3-eai to mamtain 
it D. leplied He took tins occasion of announcing 
the plan he has made foi utilising the offers of the 
natixc Piuices to contiihute to the Fiontier Defences 
'!rie said it was consideied hettei not to leceivepecuiiiaiy 
aid, and that it had been lesohed to get each Pimce to 
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pet a certain portion of his army in a Bemceable cx»n 
dition^ drilled and kept up like a British corps Tve to give 
them some gnnB and to lend them the necessary oflBcers 

do TheYiceroyalsoexpresBedthecongratnlationBof-tiie 

company upon this auspicious occasion and presented 
the weddmg gifts from the Bnbfih Government, 

“When the durbar was over we drove home to tea 
and then returned to the aty to see the fireworks and 
iHuminationa "We were also shown the durbar hall 
with its forest of chandehers lighted There were 4 000 
candles burning and the room looked much better than 
by day Before wa left we sat on the thrones and watched 
some nautch-girlfl dance, 

We had to harry back to dress for the state dinner 
There were 200 people at it and the Maharajah came m 
at the end to propose the Vieeroy's health He did it 
very nicely D replied and proposed his and then we 
went into the big tent and got a few people to smg and 
play and one to whistle and so the evening passed very 
pleasantly 

The nxght — That was exciting I Being known os 
chilly people, fire-places had been built m all Our tents, 
and we were delighted with our warm quarters I 
bad just gone to sleep when I was awoke suddenly by u 
voice outside which said Mamma get up my tent is 
on fire t Tip we jumped and looking out I saw Nelly s 
tent a mass of fiamos and she in her dressing gown 
flying across the garden The inside of my tent was 
dark and I could find no cloak or extra garment of any* 
kind BO I Bitnplv remained at tlie door and looked on 
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D lushed to the lescue, and a numbei of gentlemen ran 
hito oui squaie fiom the mess-tent, callmg out, ‘ Is 
anyone in the tent ? ’ ‘ Cut the lopes,’ ‘ Thiow down the 
Icanats,’ &c , and as quicM}'" as it had blazed up the 
whole thing went out, and nothing was left but a chaiied 
squaie of giound. It was a meiciful escape for Nelly 
and foi the whole camp , had there been a wmd theie 
might have been a general conflagiation 

She had suspected fiie, and when D went to bed he 
had put out a bit of canvas that was smouldermg, and> 
had made eveiythmg safe as he thought Nelly and her 
maid had still felt nervous, and the maid had lemamed 
with hei , but both had gone to sleep, and had been sud- 
denly awakened by a blaze of hght ovei then heads. 
Nelly lushed to give the alarm, and Henrietta seized 
a 3 ewel-box and one evening-gown which had some 
diamonds on the body, and that was all that was saved. 
Nelly has not a smgle thing left of hei clothes, and she 
is dressed out m mme this moinmg 

Sunday, iSth — Anythmg more melancholy-loolong 
than the chaired lemams of gowns, habit, fin cloak, 
and boots you never saw I particularly legiet the fiii 
cloak, for it is wanted on the way home, and I don’t see 
how it is to be replaced heie Henrietta, too, has lost 
hei watch, and a suspicious cncumstance is that a com- 
mon one was found among the ashes which belonged to 
nobody. All the Eajahs came ovei to mquue after us 
this mornmg. 

'» At eleven o’clock we had a very nice service m the 
big tent, with some very good smging. 
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In the afternoon we drove over to look at the 
klufleom The collection consista of oddq and ends 
bought wholesale by the late Ukharajah There are 
cages and watches and clocks and alabaster candle- 
sticks with alabaster candle ends m them and the most 
primitive of mechanical toys blotting books and ink 
stands coloured prints and every sort of kmck loiack 
The moat cunous were two enormous dresamg hogs , 
they stand three feet from the ground and hold every 
conceivable thing The best of them m which the bottles 
are all silver coat to oooJ. — a lakh — and we were shown 
ail its contents. Of coarse the ordinary fittings came 
first and were complete, from a looking glass and a 
magmfying glass down to a dentist b tooth gloss. Bat 
besides all these them was & paint box, a large box 
of mathematical mstnuncnts a very large luncheon 
senioe a beautiful set of writing table things, a case of 
surgical ipstrumentft, and many other articles which I 
cannot possibly remember all majde the bag The 
gentleman showing it off remarked with pnde that it bad 
never been used Indeed, the Maharajah died before 
the two were finished. 

Monday igth — I drove off at three o clock to lay a 
foundfltion-fftone of the LadyDuflerm Female Hospital 
and found the Maboraijah and a number of other people 
collected under a Shamiana After a short address wo 
walked up to the stone pat a glass bottle containing 
some money and a little golden serpent for lack, m a 
hole and then I shovelled on some mortar and the‘ 
stoDO was let down and I hit it with a soUd lump of 
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sihci and piononnccd it to be ‘well and tiuly laid,’ 
took np iny hanimei and my tioyel, and dioie off 
Mith the j\rahaiaiah to meet the Viceio}* and to see a 
lei lew 

Tins militaiy eyent oi ei, y e pioceeded to a Gymkhana 
"lomid, yheie tlieic y cie all soits of natne spoits, it 
yas a gieat pily that daikness was eoimng on and we 
tonld see yeiy little of them. 

Of the new thmgs I ohseiyed, I yill tell 3’ou a few 
Tlicie yeie a tioop of clowns on hoiseback, but they 
only 1 ode backwaids and foiyaids in helmets, bi east- 
plates, and stuped' cloths, and seemed to haye no idea 
that anjthmg comic yas eypected of them Then theie 
yeie people with swoids tied to then waists, who flung 
themselyes about, the swoids passing lietyeen then legs, 
and oyer then heads, and lound then bodies m a feaiful 
way Othei men held kiiiyes m then hands, and fought 
and wiestled togethei without eyei cutting themsehes 
Some lay down and put syoids mto then eyes — a yeiy 
nasty tuck 

One man balanced a heayy bundle on the top of a 
pole , out of it theie stuck thiee gieat speai pomts, and 
all of a sudden the man fell flat, the pole diopped, and 
the bundle came down on him yith a thud, one speai 
between his legs and one on each side of his body He 
repeated this most cieepy peifoimance lymg on his face, 
which was still moie dangerous, as he could not see the 
hoi lid thing commg down on him, and could not help 
himself m any way should the pomts be at all out of the 
pi^pei hne These ‘spoits ’were only the paddmg of 
the enter tamment, tent-peggmg, camel and elephant 
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races being the backbone of it bnt as jon may observe, 
the fnvoloofl part made the most impression on me 

We dined qmetly that is to say as quietly os ^ve 
can on such occasions— a party of over twenty The gurls 
and I departed first and went off by special tram to 
Agra a few mmutes later the Lieutenant Governor 
went to Umballa m his special and lastly the Viceroy 
started m hiB but soon stopped and spent the night by 
the wavmde 

We have very much enjoyed onx visit to Patiala and 
like the Maharajah very much 

Tvjuday 20 t/( — We break&ated at Ahghur and bad 
a moat cheerful encounter there with the Collector and 
his Wife Mr and Mrs Kennedy They came down 
laden with lovely flowers for na and then apparently 
to his great amusement and certainly to ours Mr 
Kennedy pressed upon the girls the little pieces of 
jwttery and watchstande made with boors tusks which 
are sold at the station He insisted upon presenting 
them each with some, declaring that qs I have on 
account it docs not matter I told him when that bill 
camo m ho would remember us disagreeably but he 
thought not I may mention now that in the afternoon 
D arrived hero and vmted the Mahometan College 
and had an address and presented the school witli 
medals 

About noon we reached Agra The Maharajah of 
Bhurtporo had most kindly come up to meet me and 
liad msistcd upon entertnmmg me that is upon provid- 
ing house and lunch and tea for mo for the day Aflor 
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''in-nlvin^' fo Inm foi n ftn\ nioiiK'nfs ] (lio\c on Milli Sir 
'\iuKl,in<I Col\ni to the Ilfulical Srhool, niid paw tlio 
fnil^. niu] till* and ^rauiicc, jAI D (wliom 

ha^(• jns{ <ioj o\i'i fjoni England), ami ^^lssYollan^, 
ant) in fact did as imudi as could lie done on allot sunny 
nioi mn«: 

We had a \oi\ mco lunclu'on. (he ^rahaia)ah comm" 
to the lioii'-i' to lead m<‘ to the (aide and (hen disapjieaiiii" 
The huh doctoi^ weie Oieie, and I liad a talk witli 
hntli of them, as well as with Di Ihce, (lie SuiRCon- 
(hiuiaiof tiie Noith-Wcsf PioMiices, all of which was 
had foi niv %oice which I felt was piadualh going. 

In the aftiinoon tluie was (he function foi which I 
came hcK', the hning of (ho foundation-stone of tlie 
JjMng-in Hospital, foi winch nn Committee pioMdcs all 
the mone;\. A Shamiana and a dais, a hanging stone, 
a hnmmci, a (lowel, and a Bpcccli, all as usual Sii 
Auelvland made the speech, and he alwa.v'? gnes the 
Association an impulse when he does so He is such a 
(me fiiond to the woik As soon as the stone was laid 
wo paiaded the grounds once moie, and ecoi^bodywas 
shown e\en thing, and then we went hack to the station, 
and the kind Hajah again appealed theie, and we had 
tea, and said good-h^e to all the Agia peoiile, and went 
on to the ne\t station, wheie I) icjoined us Sii Auck- 
' land dined with us, and we weie \eij soiry to have to 
say faicwell to him 

Wednesday, 21st — Voiceless and altogether miserable, 
faint, and wretched, I had to lemam m bed all day, and 
missed Eoginald Halt, who came a long way to see me. 
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Tlinnday 22 nd — Still dumb but obliged to get up 
for Tve leave our oun tram to day and it goes to Bombay 
to meet Lord Lansdouiie. There ^ras a grand luncheon 
nt one place but of course 1 did not go to it and later 
I ivsfl safely conveyed to a large barge called the BhotoM 
where we are to epend some peaceful days It la de- 
lightful, though I shall not bo allowed to enjoy it fully 
till my voice returns for Dr Fmdlay takes every 
possible care of me and the damp nver alannfl him 
much on my account so I am made to sit m a cabin 
when I might be on deck. These remarks are however 
premature "When I got out of my tram two bouquets 
were presented to me one by a European and one by a 
pretty native child. I received them m gracious silence 
if such a thing is possible and I felt ashamed of myself 
but could whisper no explanation Then we walked down 
through decorated and niotmnated ways to the boat — 
such a nice boat with no engines, towed by an occom 
panymg steamer large cabins, and a splendid deck, 

■We are on the Ganges and the water is as smooth as 
glass and there is no vibration and the weather is lovely, 
and there are no fonctionB and no visits or return visits 
and no social duties of any kind I enjoy it immensely 
and begm to think that the doctor may have been right 
when he said I was overdone and overworked (though 
notlung as a rule makes rno more angry with a doctor 
than bis Buggestmg such on idea) but I do like the calm 
and rest of this river voyage I will not go into detail 
about it wo are never far from shore and always very 
near a sandbank — sometimes on one It is so nice for 
I) too to have this peaceful time, though lus is a 
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modified lest, as he has much woih to do , still, fieedom 
fiom mteiiuptious makes woik compaiatively easy. 

Monday, 26th — I ought to have landed with the 
otheis at Naiamgunge to-day, but was peisuaded not to 
do so, lest I should lose my voice agam if I had such 
a long day of conveisation as a visit theie would entail 
upon me So I only saw the outside of the place — the 
liver gay with steam-launches and boats, the shoies 
coveied with flags and decoiations, the vegetation most 
luxuriant, and the houses laige and comfoi table-lookmg. 
I went on m the baige to Dacca, and when D. and the 
gills came theie by tiam they said they had had a 
pleasant day They lunched with Mr and Mis Hen- 
deison, they leceived addresses, and vent over a lute 
manufactory, and they bi ought me back a beautiful 
address all to myself m a silver box from the natives of 
the place, which made me soiiy that I had not lauded, 
as I fear they will have been disajipomted 

The place here looks so pretty from the boat There 
are such quantities of flags, and such beautiful triumphal 
arches, and some picturesque mosques and buildmgs We 
dmed with the Nawab and drove through the town, wheie 
the lUummations were lovely. There were pahsades of 
light, and buildmgs picked outm fire, and chams of lamjis, 
and when we reached a long avenue leading to the 
Nawab’s house it was lighted by candles the whole way — 
12,000 candles His garden was hteially transformed 
mto a garden of light, all the beds marked out by hues of 
:^e. We thought ‘Ave Ava’ m gold letters on an aich 
was a very happy thought. 
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The Na^vab may be eaid to consist of two per- 
sons a very old father and a middle aged son The 
son has all the power and does all the busmesa but both 
are devoted to each other and the son is so attentive to 
hia father who con scarcely bear him to go out of his 
Bight He cannot go out shooting or be away half a day 
from the old man and it is mce to see them with each 
other The son dmed and took me m to dinner He 
speaks English qmte welh and the entertainment was 
exceedingly well done and nice m every way After 
dinner we had native music and a nantch Have f yet 
succeeded m instructing yon aa to the extreme propriety 
and dulnesB of a nautoh ? There is never any madent 
m it and no apparent purpose and it is a most incom 
prehensible amusement thongh 1 lita a httle of it 

Tu sday lyUi — The girls went ashore m the mom 
mg to see Mr Baunderson e elephants He is employed 
bv Government to catob and tram elephants and he 
was able to show them a great many I was sorry I bad 
not gone with them They were very much amused 
by the fury of a baby elephant when t fll-en awxiy 
from its mother It rampaged about and rushed at 
the bystanders and showed every symptom of a violent 
temper 

The Viceroy meantime received deputations and m 
the afternoon we all went ashore "We drove through 
the town of Dacca to the mmB of an old fort and there 
1 30 elephants were gathered for ns to see They marched 
past m a Uno four deep and looked very mogmiiceat 
and somewhat antediluvian Then two babies were

"When the play began it looked like a toy game the 
fanny little pomes end the hnght-colonred ndera rush 
mg about and the ball fiymg The lacquer shieldfl rattled 
as the men urged on the ponies by pressing on their 
Bides or 'when they knocked up against each other I 
do not suppose the players got so excited as they do 
m their homes though they were playmg for a Es. 500 
prise but m their own hillfl their friends and relations 
come and look on and hoot the bad player and encourage 
the good and show much tribal agitation over the events 
of the game- 

In the evenmg we had a boll which we reached with 
difficulty The nver is low here and there ore sand 
banks m all direcfrons and we went aground and then 
had to turn back when we were just opposite our destma 
tion and to go round quite a different way Even then 
we could not get up to the bouse and a small boat had 
to be sent for us. The view from the nver was qmte 
lovely The town was ogam lUuminated and the shapes 
of all the buildings shown m lines of hght against the 
sky made it look like a fairy 

The dance was given by the Club m a house lent by 
a native gentleman the house and gardens were all illu 
nnunted There were about twenty ladies and double 
the number of men and a band from Calcutta, and the 
most exquisite silver programmes for us Sohd silver 
books, with my mitials on one side and D s crest collars 
Ac on the other "What do vou tinny of that 1 

At supper D a health was proposed by ifr Hopkins,/ 
the Commissioner and ns wo left the ladies cliecre<jt 
from Iho balcony and all the men from the quay till wifc 
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wore out of sight. The ball was very well done, and was 
very pretty, and the Viceroy danced ten dances without 
stopping, w'lnlo I talked to all the ladies in tiu’u. 

Wcdncsd(ujf zSfh . — "We arc going back to Calcutta 
now, and sxrend this day in our barge and to-morrow in 
the railway. 

Thiusdau, 29/A. — Wo had such a very kmd recep- 
tion at Calcutta. The station was most beautifully de- 
corated, there wcie two laige guards of honom*, the streets 
wore crowded, and at our house a large number of native 
and European friends collected to greet us. The ladies 
had telegraphed to ask it they might come, and it was 
very pleasant to fmd so many there to welcome us back. 
We w ent slowly up the steps, shakmg hands on either side, 
and when w'e had quite finished saying ‘ How do you do ? ’ 
we took a few people in to tea We are all so glad to come 
back here, and wish we were going to stay two months 
and enjoy this delightful rrmter hfe, but we only have a 
week! That fact is bi ought home to us every) moment, 
for the diawmg-iooms look bare, and we aie no longer oc- 
cupying our own rooms, which are now ready foi Lord and 
Lady Lansdowne, while we are in the guests’ chambers. 

F)ulay, 2>oth . — ^Breakfast on orn lovely balcony m 
such heavenly sunshine , we all shuddered at the thought 
of London fog, especially as Fred, who got back here 
yesterday from England, gave us a most gloomy account 
of it, and said he wouldn’t hve there for the world * 

Tins is St. Andrew’s Lay, and L. havmg been

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myited to the great Scotch dinner vre had humed back 
to Calcutta on purpose for it In his speech D justified 
hifl presence in this assembly by saying that he himself 
•was a Bcotohman much unproved it is true, by a 800 
years residence m Ireland that other Scotchmen were 
the raw material while he and Mr Barbour, also from the 
north of Ireland repreeented the manuf^tured article. 

There were 300 people at the dinner pipers playing, 
heather decorations haggis to eat, whiskey (and other 
things) to dnnk and dnrmg the speeohee a nnmher of 
ladies to hsien. We went over about ten and were 
first placed on a dais, where we conld not hear a word 
and than came down hehmd D s chair where we could 
hear a httle. 

Monday Deamher ^rd — Archie arrived to stay with 
us and is looking extremely well Nelly had some 
people to play tennis m the afternoon L was very 
busy oil day seeing people His speech which was 
pohtical has been token very well and all seem to tlimV 
it a nsefol one. Sir E Watkins, who wima to breakfast 
with us says it has cleared the oir I saw Mr CJotton, 
the seoretary of the Bengal Branch and some ladies who 
called upon mo. 

Tuesday 4th —The ladies of Bengal Onssa, and 
Behar presented me with an addreaa to-day When 1 
heard of the ‘ deputation I vaguely iruagined a group 
of twenty or thirty ladies, and did not at all understand 
what a big thing it was gomg to be As many of tlk3 
ladies would object to seemg men I had all tlio A J) Cj 
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and all the beivants sent aAvay, and aiianged for Nelly 
and Heimie to meet the deputation at the dooi, and to 
bung them up to the throne-ioom. As matteis tinned 
out, it was very difficult to manage the afiaii at ail. 
Enst ot all, ii\e o’clock was the houi named, but about 
four, carnages began to chive up, and my female ADCs, 
who weie out, did not letinii till many people had aheady 
aiiued Then the ladies came in ciow^ds, and there wei’e 
no chans loi them, and no seivants to bimg any, and 
the veiy gieatest confusion in gettmg them all mto the 
loom Nelly and Heimie had the haidest woik ovei it. 
"WTien all weie assembled Lady Bajdey and I went m, and 
she lead the addiess and piesented it to me m a veiy 
pi etty bamboo and silvei box, and then I lead my leply. 

Aiiothei difficulty now became evident It was 
gettmg lapidly daik, and I wanted to speak to the 
native ladies and to show' them the house, but it was 
qmte impossible to hght the chandeheis without seivants. 
Wlien this was felt to be seiious, I was allowed to get a 
man m, but eveiy seivant had been sent ofi to such a 
distance that it was long befoie I could find a smgle one 

Meantime Heimie and Nelly weie takmg gioups of 
ladies thiough the house and up to then bechooms, and 
they say the sight was much appieciated "When my guests 
wanted to go, the staucase was pitch daik, and theie 
were no men to call the carnages, and I wondeied how 
they evei would get away. All the ladies weie most good- 
natined and kmd about it, but I felt that I had veiy 
impeifectly undeistood the situation befoiehand. This 
a^ldress is one I shall always value veiy much , no such 
thing has evei been done heie befoie 
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"We had a few people to dice with hb General 
McQueen returned from the Black Moxmtam, Sir 
Charles Croethwaite over from Burmah, Mr Harry 
Gladstone Mr Scoble Colonel and Mrs Gatsore, and 
Mr and Mrs Hewett Mr Hewett is aotmg as D s 
Private Secretary just now 


Wednesday — In the afternoon I laid the foun- 

dation stone of the Lady Duffenn Zenana Hospital 
I) came with me and aH the notabihtieB of the place 
native and European were present The trowel which 
IS a gold one was presented to me by a gentleman of 
Madraa- D made a short speech and we both made 
our last appearance at a pobhc function m Calcutta 
"We dmed with Sir Aleo ‘WUaon. This we did m our 
character of departmg guests and pale shades for as 
full blown Viceregal personages we did not dine out 
The Wilsons are very kmd friends and we had a pleasant 
dinner there 


TJntnday 6th — I went out directly after breakfast 
to visit my httle hospital and the medical students at 
the Surnomoyi Home Both visits were satishictory, 
and I am especially pleased with the twenty seven 
students of whom I get the best accounts There wcro 
girls from Burmah Oudo and the Central Provinces, in 
addition to residents of Bengal One young lady (native) 
has como out at the head of all tho students niolo and 
female m the first M B Examination and another ha 5 
taken tho gold medal m Dentistry Dr Coates said that

This ended om oflicial icceptions and oiu business 
connection with Calcutta, and to-moiiow om succcssois 
anno. 

I'lutisdaif, i^tli — You will sec fiom tins date that I 
ha\e not w’litten a hue foi many days, and yet I have 
much to tcdl }ou, foi dm mg the intei\al D has laid 
down Ins gieat hiuden, and we aie now Yiceioy and 
Viceieinc by couitcsy only. 

On Satiiiday afteinoon, the 8th, bands weic playing, 
Hags Hymg, guaids of houoiu ornamented our lawn, led 
caipefc ki}’ on our staus, and at five o’clock a number of 
spectators were collected on the steps, and D. and I stood 
tit the top of them awartmg om successors. The escort 
rode by, then the body-guard, then appeared the 
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first postfllion and finally the carnage stopped and we 
looked npon Lord and Lady Lansdowne. Sir Steoart 
Bayley and Sir Donald Wallace condncted them up the 
steps where we greeted them and led them mto the house 
Lord Lajifldowne remamod m the Throne-room and I 
took Lady Lansdowne to the drawing room for tea 
In the evening D gave a great man s dinner 
which was arranged m the ball room aa the Marble Hall 
was the scene of the reception so late m the afternoon. 
D hftd Bach dreary recoUecbona of his first dinner here 
that we took pains to make this one more hvely and 
Nowell had done his best to moke the table pretty thou^ 
all our own plate £uid ornaments had gone We ladies 
dmed together and spent a qmet evening 

On Sunday we sent the Lansdownes m state to the 
Cathedral and we went humbly in a two-horse shay to 
the parish church, and m the afternoon I took Ijady 
Lansdowne to the Zoological Gardens and D shut him 
self up with Lord Lansdowne and talked to him for four 
hours without atoppmg. 

Our last evening was a httle melancholy Wo did 
not feel particularly oheerfol and our own Staff certainly 
did not and wo were all rather unsettled, so we went 
early to bed and on Monday morning onr departure took 
place. 

We breakfasted early and at mne wont mto tho 
Council room where a great number of people wero 
collected and there we Temnined to hear Lord Lansdowne 
sworn m Tliero is no swearing abont it Tho Com 
mission IS read and tho chief peoplo maVf< httio bows 
and that is all After this wo put on our bonnets and 
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went dcywiistairB to have an ^Histone group ’ photograph 
dona. Lord Lansdowne had put on hie Star of India, 
and appeared as the Viceroy, and we took lower places 
at (mee. When this inevitable ceremony had been gone 
throng, we went up again and began to say good-bye to 
many friends who had come to see us off. All seemed 
really sorry to lose us and we felt sorry to see no more 
of them, and so we parted almost in tears, and finally 
made our way down the great steps, shaking hands all 
the way and followed by hearty cheers from those we 
left behind. Lord and Lady Lansdowne came to the 
stati<m with us. The streets were Imed with troops 
and filled with pec^le, and the arches, which on the 
other side bore * Welcomes ’ to them, had * Sorry to part * 
and * Safe home ’ for us as we looked at them. All the 
arrangements in the way of guards of honour and escorts 
were the same as foar Lord Lansdowne’s arrival. 

We leave behind Sir Donald Mackenzie Wallace, who 
as Private Seoretuy to the Viceroy has been quite in- 
valuable to D. : in him we have both found the truest and 
kmdest friend, and the pleasantest possible inmate of our 
home ; Lord William Beresford, who both officially and 
unofficially has won our warmest friendship ; and Fred, 
who here, as before in Canada, has ever been that 
admirable combination — a first-rate A.D.C. and a perfect 
brother. 

Cooper, Captain Bum, Dr. Findlay, Blanche 
and Guy, and Mji. IfoFerran go home with us. 

Of our journey I need not say much. Still wearing 
bie diagBisetff parsonages, we had coUectorB 

mflirty to travel wi^ us, guards of honour. 
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and Bome old fnenda to meet ns at stationB and all tlie 
comforts of our special tram "We travelled on from 
Monday morning till Wednesday afternoon when at five 
0 clock we reached Bombay 

There the Bnke of Connaoght met os, looking so well 
m his smart nniform, and a crowd of officials and friends 
was collected to greet os. The station, which is a 
perfectly magnificent one was decorated with flags and 
m the ticket-taking place, which is a beantifol bflil with 
marble piIlarB and carved capitals and gaUenes, more 
crowds were assembled There the Mmumpahty pre- 
sented an address to I) and after he bad rephed to it 
we drove off through the streets which were Imed with 
troops and with people, and we saw once more the pic 
tnreeqne aspect of Bombay and of its people on a day 

likfl thifl. 

Lord and Lady Reay received ns most kindly and 
we are staying with them at Malabar Point, There 
was a dinner party and a drive back to town for a play 
The house was large and foil and as the proceeds 
were to go to my Pond, I hope it will receive a good 
sum 

I must not omit to mention that Lady Xxansdowne 
will carry the Fund on as I have done 

This monung (13th) I have received a very large 
deputation of ladies and a very charming address from 
the ladies of Bombay It was a pordali presentation, and 
was pretty and mtcresting The address itself was very 
nice, and, m addition to a silver box to hold it, I was 
given a sandalwood box and two pretty bags fall of tbh 
signatures of the Hmdu Mahomebm Parsee, Portu 
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ending to Ins Indian life. He made an ‘ after dinner 
and not a pobtical speech 

Friday i^i/i — I have reached my last day m India 
end the chapter closes this afternoon We have a 
qniet morning before ua — no more Yiceregal fanchona 
to perform At four we leave this house and depart in 
state, our farewell being finally made under a beautifully 
decorated pavihon erected on the Apollo Bunder 
Salutes guards of honour and escorts will be ours for 
the last time, and a less pubho and a quieter life will 
begm 

I want to send this off now and shall not write any ! 
fuller endmg to my journal something mteresting 
occurs between this and Aden. Nor will I attempt to 
describe the complex feehn^ which fill our minds as 
we step down from this great position and look back 
upon ah the cares oil the pleasures, all the interests, 
and all the fnenda we leave behmd.
